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Stepping down

BEACON HILL — A lesson from the life of State Senator Jack 
Backman: extraordinary events very often have extremely simple 


beginnings. 


The man who has led the 
fight for liberal reform on 
Beacon Hill for the last 22 
years was born the son of a 
shoe factory foreman on a 
dairy farm in Saugus. 

His formidable political 
career began with an idle con- 
versation in a market near 
Putterham Circle in 
Brookline. 

Backman bumped into his 
friend Jerry Weiner in the 
market in the mid-1950s and 
Weiner remarked, casually, 


“There’s an opening for town 
meeting, Jack. Why don’t you 
run?” 


From that idle remark in the 
market came more than two 
decades of advocacy for the 
poor, the elderly, the han- 
dicapped and the disenfran- 
chized that has put 
Massachusetts ahead of the 
rest of the nation regarding 
legislation designed to protect 
people ‘‘at risk."’

NEWTON — Polly Bryson's big 
win over Board of Aldermen 
President Carol Ann Shea and a 2 
to 1 margin of victory for a one 
year ban on commercial and 
multi-family construction in the 


city were the most startling 
results of Tuesday's citywide 
election. 


Flushed with a victory that saw 
Bryson win more votes in one 
precinct than the 10-year veteran 
Shea won in the entire ward, 
Bryson credited her win to an ag- 
gressive grassroots campaign 
conducted by Joan McGrath and 
masterminded by Ward 4 
Alderman-at-Large Richard 
McGrath. 

McGrath, who devoted most of 
his campaign effort to Bryson’s 
cause, once again won more 
votes than any of his colleagues 
on the Board of Aldermen. 


Bryson’s victory leaves a void 
in the leadership of the board that 
will have to be filled during an 
aldermanic caucus in late 
December. Board Vice President 
Bruce Carmichael was the only 
alderman making overtures for 
the presidency right after the 
election results came in. 

The ballot question asking if a 
ban should be placed on all com- 
mercial and multi-family con- 
struction until the city’s complex

of zoning laws can be updated 
was approved by surprising 
margins in every ward of the ci- 
ty. 
The aldermen now have to 
reconsider their previous 12 to 9 
vote to reject the moratorium 
proposal or face a legal challenge 
promised by its backers. Most 
aldermen questioned Tuesday 
night said they would stick to 
their previous votes.

Crafts St. claims victory 


Race already started

The rumors have begun to die down, as the serious candidates 
jockey for position in the race for the Newton/Brookline seat of 


retiring State Senator Jack Backman. 


The election will not be until next fall, but already one political 
favorite, Rep. Susan Schur D-Newton has announced she will not 
run, creating more breathing room for the contenders. 

Although he has not formally announced, Newton attorney and 
former state representative David Mofenson says he “‘is leaning in 
the direction of running, I think I have a good deal of support in 
both communities and I am continuing to assess it.”” 

Mofenson, who spent part of his decade in the House serving as 
co-chairman with Backman on the joint Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs Committee, said he can count upon the support of 
chairman Joseph DeNucci D-

NEWTONVILLE — The zoning status of the 6.5- 
acre parcel of land known as the Triangle, on Crafts 
Street, will be changed from a manufacturing to a 
private residence district, thanks to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Alderman Ronald Marini — one of the ten peti- 
tioners who initiated the change — declared Mon- 
day night’s unanimous first-call vote by the Board 
of Aldermen a “major, major victory.”’ 

“We are, of course, very happy with the vote, 
Marini beamed. ‘‘I think it is a sign that the board 
realizes the people are fed up with the development 
that is taking place in Newton.” 

The push for the zone change was in part a reac. 
tion to the construction across Crafts Street of a 
story office building by developer Michael Iodice. 
Marini has repeatedly argued that ‘‘we don't want 
to see what happened across the street happen 





ings are allowed by right in a private residence 
district. 

Opponents of the petition — who did not attend the 
meeting — have argued that changing the zoning 
classification will diminish the value of their pro- 
perty. 

“This will hurt our businesses,’’ Paul Reid, co- 
owner of Barnes & Jones — one of the businesses in 
the Triangle, said. ‘‘I don’t think we will be able to 
get as much money for the land from residential 
developers as we would from a commercial 
developer. It is unfair that they are changing zoning 
statutes that have been in effect since 1922.” 

Proponents argued that they are not out to get the 
business owners. 

“We don’t want to hurt the business owners,” 
Alderman Bruce Carmichael, one of the petition’s 
staunchest supporters, said. ‘‘They will be allowed 
to continue their operations under a grandfather

After a year, city’s campaign 
against drug abuse faltering

NEWTON The Garden City has 
“stuck its head back into the sand”’ in its 
attempts to deal with substance abuse by 
school children, according to the co- 
chairperson of the Newton Task Force on 
Drug/Alcohol Abuse, who saw only six 
people show up for the group's last 
meeting 

“There's a definite interest in the com- 
munity because it’s such a terrible pro- 
blem,”’ Maureen Turner said. “But I think 
parents are hoping it will just go away.” 

There is a lot of denial on part of two 
groups of parents, she explained, One of 
the sources of that denial is parents’ fear 
that their kids are involved with drugs 
and alcohol, and another is the fear that 
their kids are involved but are over- 
whelmed by the situation. 

Youth Officer Paul Golden — a member 
of the task force — agreed with Turner 
with regards to the community's 
apathetic approach to making the city a 
Drug Free Zone. 

“T think there has been a lessening of 
concern,” Golden said. ‘And, I think it’s 
one of the hottest issues the secondary 
schools have to deal with right now.” 

Golden said the decline in interest by 
the community in trying to solve student's 
addiction to drugs and aleohol is not a new 
phenomenon. “Ten years ago, I was

screaming the schools should be doing 
more," he said. “If nothing happens, the 
community tends to let it slide. It’s un- 
fortunate, but it’s human nature."’ 

As far as getting the entire community 
involved enough to try and tackle the dif- 
ficult problem last year was great year, 
Golden said. 

There were eight or nine drug related 
arrests at Newton North and one at 
Newton South. In addition, he said, 
Federal Drug Enforcement Agent Robert 
Stutman visited the city and as a result 
the task force was created 

This year, he explained, illegal drug 
and alcoho! activity in the schools appears 
to have stopped because there have not 
been any reported cases. As a result, 
parents and other members of the com- 
munity seem to think the problem has 
disappeared. But it has not gone away, he 
continued, it is a major problem which 
has to be kept ‘‘in the forefront

From Mama’s mamaliga 
to my new microwave

I have a new toy in my home — a 
microwave oven. I just bought it as a pre- 
sent to myself for my 70th birthday. This 
evening, after I took food from the 
freezer and cooked a full dinner in my 
new microwave in just 20 minutes, I 
couldn't help thinking about my mother 
and the foods of my childhood. 

My earliest memories of Mama's cook- 
ing were when we lived in one room in 
back of the shoe store. 

From the time I was three until I was 
about six (1918-1921), we lived in one 
room in back of my father’s shoe store on 
Friendship Street, in Providence, R. L. 
Daddy called the store Harvey’s Shoe 
Store in honor of our new baby brother. 
Daddy would sit for hours pasting brown 
labels that said ‘‘Harvey’s” in large 
white letters onto the fronts of the shoe 
boxes so that the boxes piled in wooden 
shelves would all look alike. Daddy sold 
men's work shoes, and heavy black shoes 
that policemen and soldiers wore, and 
patent leather dancing shoes and grey 
felt spats with mother-of-pear! buttons. 

In the room in the back of the store 


“there was a bed for Mama and Daddy 


and a cot which my older brother, Ervin,

and I shared. Ervin slept with his head at 
one end of the cot and I slept with my 
head at the other end. Our feet would 
sometimes meet, and I cried if he kicked 
me. Our baby brother, Harvey, slept ina 
wicker basket set on top of Mama's sew- 
ing machine in one corner away from the 
drafts. The one window looked out into a

Air rights 
disputed

NEWTON CORNER Alder- 
man Ronald Marini says he will 
‘go to the Statehouse”’ to prevent 
air rights development over the 
Massachusetts Turnpike 

“TI think I will have to speak to 
our state legislators about this,”’ 
Marini says, “if anyone thinks 
they can override the Board of 
Aldermen's control of zoning 
because the land in question is 
owned by a state agency like the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authori 
ty (MTA)." 

Marini says he is reacting to 
Urban Design and Beautification 
Commission (UDBC) Chairman 
Glen Morris’ contention there 
may be little the board can do to 
prevent excecution of the con- 
troversial development strategy 
to develop the Newton Corner 
and Newtonville areas 

Monday, Morris revealed the 
contents of a UDBC report pro- 
posing that air-rights develop- 
ment be limited to Newton Cor- 
ner and Newtonville. He pointed 
to past history of cases involving

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Pooper Scooper troopers air their views 


NEWTON — Angry Garden Ci- 
ty residents complained of walk- 
ing through piles of dog feces last 
week at a Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee 
(PS&T) then voted unanimously 
for the so-called Pooper Scooper 
law. 

“This is supposed to be the 
Garden City,’’ Judith Dasheff of 
Newton Centre said at a public 
hearing on the proposal. ‘‘We 
have to walk around with our 
heads down because of the mess 
caused by dogs. I’m sick and 
tired of cleaning up everyone 
else’s mess.”’ 

The ordinance, introduced by 
Alderman Rodney Barker, would 
require dog owners to clean up 
after their pets and carry with 
them the means to do so if they 
are on public property. If passed, 
those failing to comply with the 
ordinance would be subject to a 
fine of $25 for the first offense, $35 
for the second offense and $50 
after that. 


Reacting to concern that the or- 
dinance would be hard to enforce, 
Barker acknowledged that the 
Pooper Scooper law would not be 


the number one item on the police 
agenda 

“The Pooper Scooper or- 
dinance is along the lines of the 
leash law and the seat belt law,” 
Barker said. ‘‘The police won’t be 
running around looking for of- 
fenders, but I think it will convey 
the message that there is a pro- 
blem.”’ 

Not one of the 20 people atten- 
ding the hearing spoke against 
the ordinance. Those who did 
speak expressed anger and 
resentment towards people 
whose dogs mess up their yards 
and then make them feel guilty 
for complaining. 

“The problem is I can’t walk 
around my yard without risking 
stepping in a mess,'’ Desheff 
said. “I’m tired of ha ig people 
look at me cross-eyed when I 
complain about their dog making 
a mess on my property.”’ 

“I was going to collect a big 
bag of doggie-doo, bring it into 
the meeting and present it as ex- 
hibit A,’’ one woman said 
anonymously. “I don’t want 
anyone to know my name 
because I’m afraid someone 
might throw eggs at my house.”’ 





Water charges are likely to double 


NEWTON Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann is asking the Board of 
Aldermen to approve a 45 to 60 
percent increase in water 
charges, the first proposed 
change in the rate structure since 
1980. 

The reasons behind the sug- 
gested hike are the skyrocketing 
costs involved with the Boston 
Harbor clean-up and the city’s ef- 
forts at maintaining and 
upgrading the water/sewer 
system, according to Public 
Works Commissioner James L. 
Hickey. 

The recommended increases 
would be spread over all three 
consumption levels of the city’s 
staggered water rate structure 
and would remain in place for the 
next five years. 

The current rate of 55 cents per 
hundred cubic feet (h.c.f.)would 
increase 25 cents to 80 cents for 
residences and businesses using 
no more than 40 h.c.f. of water — 
a rate hike of 45 percent for low 
level users. 

The current rate of 65 cents 


h.c.f. would increase 30 cents to 
95 cents for those using between 
41 and 80 h.c.f. of water — a rate 
hike of 46 percent. 

The current rate of 75 cents 
h.c.f. would increase 45 cents to 
$1.10 for those using more than 80 
h.c.f. of water — a rate hike of 60 
percent for high volume users. 

If the proposed fee structure is 
enacted, a home using 100 h.c.f. 
of water during the city’s typical 
six-month billing period would be 
charged $110, an increase of $45. 

On the other end of the scale, a 
home using 35 h.c.f. of water dur- 
ing the same period would see an 
$8.75 increase in its biannual 
water bill under the new rates. 

The new rate structure is 
designed to cover projected 
water/sewer costs until 1992. The 
minimum charges on water 
meters would remain unchanged. 


The current water rates have 
been held constant since July 
1980, but now must be altered to 
reflect rising costs, according to 
Hickey. 


Trash company rates lowered by court 


NEWTON — A judge has 
granted the city’s request to tem- 
porarily roll back a recent in- 
crease in the private tipping fee 
at the Rumford Avenue transfer- 
haul station. 

The per ton rate charged 
private contractors decreased 
last week from $80 to $55 after 
Deputy Public Works Commis- 
sioner Nunzio Piselli surprised 
officials of GSX Corp., the firm 
managing the facility, with a 
court-approved temporary 
restraining order. 

Middlesex Superior Court 
Judge Susan DelVecchio issued 
the 10-day order last week after 
city laywers accused GSX of 
violating a contract provision 
prohibitng rate increases design- 
ed ‘‘solely to discourage”’ private 
dumping at the transfer-haul sta- 
tion. 

The ruling came as a surprise 
to GSX because the city, which 
had only been threatening legal 
action, went into court without 
warning the company, 

City Solicitor Dan Funk said he 
purposely employed the one- 
sided strategy to give the city ‘‘a 





better opportunity’’ for a 
favorable decision. 
GSX officials 
preciate the idea. 

Joseph Boren, the firm’s vice 
president for communications, 
said he is ‘‘quite disturbed that 
the city went into court’’ without 
forewarning, especially since 
GSX had told Funk last week that 
a voluntary rate decrease was 
still under consideration. 

“They snuck off into court and 
we never got a chance to tell the 
judge our side of the story. It was 
a back-handed move on their 
part. It certainly was not done in 
good faith,’’ he added. 

If GSX convinces the court that 
their current operating costs 
justify the $25 fee increase, ac- 
cording to Boren, all the contrac- 
tors who have dumped debris at 
the lower rate will be ‘‘back- 
charged” the difference between 
the prices.

Loans available for home repairs 


NEWTON The Housing 
Rehabilitation Fund (NHNF), 
celebrating its tenth year, is once 
again helping qualified residents 
receive financial assistance for 
home repairs 

“For the past ten years, we 
have been in the business of help- 
ing low- and moderate-income 
residents maintain homes in the 
city,’ NHNF financial officer 
Paul Chmielenski says. ‘We are 
not here to do maintenance, but 
housing rehabilitation as a part 
of the city’s $2.1 million alloca- 
tion of federal Community Block 
Grants.” 

This year, according to 
Chmielenski, almost $430,000 has 
been allocated toward repairing 
the homes of those who cannot af- 
ford to do it themselves 

‘Many of the people who come 
to us are senior citizens on fixed 
incomes who want to stay in their 
house,"’ Chmielenski said. ‘*They 
pay taxes but can't keep the 
houses up because after paying 
the tax, they have no money left, 
even though there is plenty of 
equity in the homes.” 

Chmielenski says those in- 
terested should contact his office 
before Dec. 3, for an application 














Repairs that qualify for 
assistance are roofs, gutters, 
plumbing, heating systems, ex 
terior paint, structural repairs, 
insulation, weatherization and

After the application process, 


the NHRF sends out a program 
staffer to conduct an on-site in- 
spection to find out what needs to 
be done and note code violations.

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School enrollment takes another dip 


NEWTON It’s official. For 
the 18 consecutive year, there has 
been a system wide drop in 
number of students enrolled in 
the city’s public schools 

“It’s associated with a decline 
in the birth rate,’ Assistant 
Superintendent for Plannings 
and Operations Vincent Silluzio 
said. ‘‘There was also a greater 


out-migration than in- 
migration.” 
The current 9,703 citywide 


enrollment represents a decline 
of 3.5 percent from last year, or 
351 students. Silluzio said he had 
projected an enrollment of 9,810 
students, thus the decline was 107 
students greater than expected. 
At the kindergarten level 
Silluzio was off in his projections 
by only two students when enroll- 
ment jumped by 13 students over 


last year’s figures. 
Slementary school enrollment, 
which has declined for 24 con- 
secutive years, remained the 
same as last year at 4,662 
students. Silluzio, however, said 
he had expected an increase of 49 
students. The Bowen Elementary 
School, he added, gained the 
most new students with 36. 
According to Silluzio, the entire 
em-wide enrollment decline 
curred at the secondary level 
The junior high schools declined 
135 students four more than 
projected while in the senior 
high schools enrollment declined 
216 students a decline of 162 
students had been projected 











$9.1 million sought for sewer repairs 


NEWTON Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann is seeking a $9.1 million 
bond authorization to begin 
reconstruction work on the south 
side's trouble-prone sewer 
system and other problem spots. 

If the Board of Aldermen ap- 
proves the mayor's request, the 
long-awaited rehabilitation work 
will begin next spring. 

The proposed bond authoriza- 
tion will face its first test 
Wednesday night at the alder- 
manic Public Facilities Commit- 
tee. It must also be approved by 
the aldermanic Finance Commit- 
tee. 

The $9.1 million item 
represents the first phase of the 
city’s Waste Water Facilities 
Plan, a $13.5 million city-wide 
program to completely revamp 
antiquated sewer lines over the 
next six years. 

Phase I work will consist of a 
series of six projects, according 
to Public Works Commissioner 
James L. Hickey. 

He said the most expensive ef- 
fort will be the installation of a 
new 42-inch sewer line on Quin- 
nobequin Road, one of the worst 
spots in the city, and a new sewer 
and ‘‘force main’’ system on 
Ellis, Chestnut and Elliot streets. 

That project alone will cost 
more than $4.1 million, nearly 
half the total price of Phase I. 

The second most costly portion 
of Phase I involves the installa- 
tion of a 42-inch sewer from Elliot 
Street to Needham Street and 
from Needham to Wallace Street. 

The work along the city’s

The planned constructon of a 
new pumping station on Elliot 
Street along the Charles River 
will cost approximately $1.4 
million, Hickey said 

Improvements planned for the 
rest of the pumping stations, in 
cluding the installation of a city- 
wide alarm s em to monitor 
the flow of sewage, will cost an 
estimated $952,000. 

Correction of the infiltration 
and inflow problems caused by 
cracked or weakened sewer lines 
will cost around $238,000, Hickey 
said. 

The final project in Phase I 
would involve sealing 
underground sewer drains on 
Quinnobequin Road at an approx- 
imate cost of $48,000, he added. 

Hickey said the city will ‘‘even- 
tually be eligible” for a $2 million 
reimbursement under the state’s 
Chapter 557 Program, but urged 
aldermen to act quickly on the 
bonding proposal because other 
cities and towns are competing 
for the funds. 

“Because the city is low on the 
state priority list, it is critical 
that funding be authorized for 
this project as soon as possible,” 
he said. 

Officials from the Engineering 
and Public Works departments 
worked with the consulting firm 
of Cofffin & Richardson to design 
the projects included in Phase I

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Editorial 
Share the blame 


City officials have just cause for embar- 
rassment in the wake of allegations that 
the chief counsel of the Greater Boston 
Police Council (GBPC), Tim Coogan, 
working under the aegis of the City of 
Newton, salted away $1.5 million in a 
secret bank account while conducting the 
council’s business. 

The GBPC, a collective purchasing 
organization that brought the economies of 
scale to the acquisition of police equipment 
for more than 40 communities in the 
greater Boston area, used the City of 
Newton as a home base for many years. 
Coogan worked directly out of Police Chief 
William F. Quinn’s office. His phone 
number was Quinn’s phone number. 

First in line to shoulder the blame for a 
financial situation gone awry has to be the 
chief himself, who signed the pieces of 
paper Coogan gave him and defended him 
up until the middle of June, when word of 
an IRS investigation into Coogan’s 
finances first leaked out. 

Though Quinn is still a ‘“‘victim’’ of 
whatever duplicity might have taken 
place, it was his name, as the former head 
of the prestigious nationwide association 
of police chiefs, that gave Coogan the key 
to open any door. He lent Coogan a mantle 
of reliability, integrity and security that 
naturally follows from an association with 
the City of Newton. 

It was Quinn who cooperated with 
Coogan to submit at least one questionable 
implementation plan to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to secure as 
many radio frequencies as possible ... to 
lock up the greater Boston area. That was 
made abundantly clear when the plan 
came up for aldermanic approval last spr- 
ing. 

Regarding the allegations stemming 
from a preliminary audit of what GBPC 
records could be found, if Chief Quinn did 
not know something was amiss, he should 
have. Perhaps his lack of objective 
scrutiny of the operation of which he has 
been the head for more than a decade had 
something to do with his present quan- 
dary. His references to Coogan as ‘‘that lit- 
tle pea pod” and ‘“‘like a son to me’’ raise 
the question of whether or not he demand- 
ed the same accountability from him that 
he does from members of the regular 
police force. 

While nobody ever said bookeeping 
should be a strong suit in a police chief, a 
healthy sense of suspicion could well be ex- 
pected. 

Nor was Quinn the only city official who 
might have sniffed something in the wind. 
Heads of the city’s Purchasing, Accoun- 
ting and Law Departments handled more 
than enough GBPC documents to realize 
there were some serious holes in the fabric 
of the organization. 

But the members of the Board of 
Aldermen are the ones guilty of the worst 
sin in all this — that of omission. They 
were first apprised that the council was 
out of control more than six years ago. 
Since then, there have been numerous in- 
stances where a concerned colleague of 
theirs tried to tell them something was 
amiss. 

They could not understand. They could 
not see how it all related to them. When the 
problem was laid out for them like a kid’s 
coloring book, they could not care less. 

More’s the pity. The city’s good name 
and reputation are in for an undue beating 
now, and the aldermen, with a little effort, 
could have avoided it.

A bright interlude of sanity

Under the tutelage of Rep. Barney Frank, 
D-Mass., the House of Representatives had a 
bright interlude of sanity. It didn’t last, of 
course. The total duration of the brief excur- 
sion into reality was two hours and five 
minutes, and when it was over the MX 
missiles that nobody except Caspar 
Weinberger really thinks make America a 
safer place were back in the defense ap- 
propriations bill. 

Frank didn’t tell anyone he was going to in- 
troduce a “perfectly straightforward amend- 
ment” to cut $1.7 billion for 12 new MX 
missiles, four of which can never be used ex- 
cept as spares. He just got up and presented it. 

The Republicans and Democratic hawks 
were taken by surprise. The vote was 211-208 
for excising the missiles. 

It showed that, when left to their own 
devices, without pressure from the White 
House or their leaders, even 37 Republicans 
rise up against the derelict weapon that lur- 
ches through Congress periodically with its 
hand out. 

“They didn’t have a chance to ask Mom- 
my’s permission,’’ said one observer of the as- 
tounding outcome. ‘‘They had to wing it, and 
they did the right thing.” 

Frank cast the choice in terms of particular 
allure for people who are about to embrace 
the Gramm-Rudman amendment, that 
curious remedy for deficit spending that man- 
dates presidential budget-cutting when Con- 
gress can’t do it. 

Voting for his amendment, he told the 
House, “‘just plain flat out cuts the deficit.” 

While members were filing into the 
chamber for the roll call, Frank handed out 
fliers headed, ‘Attention, deficit-reducers. 
Get a head start on meeting your personal 
Gramm-Rudman targets without injuring na- 
tional defense.”* 

It doesn’t take the world’s most tightly 
wrapped intellect to understand that building 
12 new missiles, only four of which, under the 
law capping the number at 50, can be 
deployed, is an exercise in conspicuous Pen- 
tagon consumption.

House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill, having 
been apprised of the constructive mischief 
afoot, hurried onto the floor to take a hand.

King’s libel suit is a potential bombshell

For winter/spring  entertain- 
ment, scratch Ray Shamie as a 
gubernatorial candidate, In place 
thereof, watch Ed King’s libel suit 
against The Boston Globe. It could 
be the tantalizing basis for a poten- 
tial candidacy 
And it could hur! bombshells into 
setts politics. 

Shamie took himself 
ion as Mike Dukakis's 






foe next year. 

Earlier this year, Shamie had 
spoken out forcefully for surtax 
repeal, He had minced no words 
accusing Dukakis of waffling on 
disposition of the state surplus. He 


offered his and his followers’ 
resources to support the surtax 
repeal petition drive of Citizens for 
Limited Taxation, This after the 
Mass. High Tech Council had 
abruptly changed its tune, Rather 
than force the hand of the governor 
and the legislature via the petition, 
MHTC decided to back off from the 
drive and, instead, trust both to 
“do the right thing” about the sur 
tax, as both promised 

As for an actual gubernatorial 
candidacy, Shamie promised a 
decision in October. Last week, he 
said it was “no go’ largely for 
personal reasons. 


My guess is that, having drunk 
deeply of national politics and in- 
ternational issues in two albeit vain 
senatorial campaigns, Shamie 
prefers that heady arena to the 
thankless job of daily administer- 
ing a sprawling, fractious state 
government 

But don't wipe Shamie off your 
radar screen, He and his for- 
midable supporters continue to 
fund two resourceful private think 
tanks in Massachusetts that track 
state and national issues for 
unclear reason. Are they keeping a 
book on Dukakis, John Kerry 
and/or Ted Kennedy for some 
future eventuality? 

Shamie can also be expected to 
continue to sound off periodically 
on issues about which he feels 
strongly. Further, he is pushing for 
new faces in the GOP 

Would he support former Dem. 
Goy, Ed King, now a Republican 
convert, as a GOP gubernatorial 
candidate next year? 

“I feel the more new faces, the 
better," he sidestepped. 

But would you support Ed King 

Yes, if he won the party 
nomination.” 

Meanwhile, the mills grind inex 
orably in King’s libel suit against 
the Globe, political columnists 
David Farrell and Robert Turner 








and cartoonist Paul Szep. It's now 
expected to start in January. 

Two weeks ago, Farrell abruptly 
resigned from the Globe. This after 
a deposition by King’s lawyers in 
which he finally admitted he had 
received outside income — for 
work done for Merkert Enter- 
prises, a food brokerage firm with 
strong ties to State Treasurer 
Robert Q. Crane (Crane reportedly 
received $100,000 one year in con- 
sulting fees), and for a New Hamp- 
shire TV station. Now disclosed 
Globe management said these 
violated the paper's policy. 

Previously, Farrell had refused 
to identify the source of one of his 
allegedly offending columns in 
which he ‘‘reported"” that Gov. 
King, once a close personal friend 
and B.C. college classmate, called 
a certain judge to berate him for a 
verdict rendered in a rape case. 
King — and by some accounts, also 
the judge has denied the call 
took place 

This summer, Farrell revealed 
his source had released him from a 
pledge of anonymity, He identified 
Crane. 

An article last week in the Boston 
Phoenix by Dave O'Brian, well 
informed in Massachusetts media 
circles, explored possible vengeful 
motivations behind several Farrell 





political columns since joining the 
Globe's upper echelon (Farrell had 
been managing editor of the Boston 
Herald during its vain struggle to 
maintain ownership of Channel 5). 

These sensational developments 

and other information reported- 
ly locked in additional depositions 

cast the King suit in a potentially 
more serious light for the Globe. 

If malice can be proven from an 
analysis of writings matched 
against surrounding cir- 
cumstances, an important ingre- 
dient of a successful libel suit 
might be met 


And if jurors suspect that a jour- 
nalist can be employed as much for 
his inside track with politicians 
who can fix things as for his 
abilities as a writer, their findings 
could have important local and na- 
tional ramifications for the Globe. 
The Globe cherishes its national 
reputation 


If Ed King wins even a portion of 
his suit, his campaign to vindicate 
his ouster three years ago at the 
hands of nemesis Dukakis could 
develop momentum 

It could become next year’s spr

‘Straight facts’ 


To the editor: 


Let's get the facts straight on 
the Hyde and Oak Hill school 
closings. Contrary to the 
statements of Mr. Samson in the 
letter in the Oct. 23 Newton 
Graphic, the School Committee 
first voted to close Oak Hill and 
then afterward incomprehen- 
sibly voted to close Hyde and thus 
came up with the worst pairing 
The alternatives were Williams- 
Oak Hill and Zervas-Oak Hill, as 
well as Williams-Hyde 


When the School Committee 
chose the Hyde School for clos- 
ing, they gave two major 
reasons: First, they were being 
fiscally responsible in saving the 
most money, the scales being tip- 
ped by the $500,000 in fire in- 
surance money they could effec- 
tively give the city if the 
classroom space in the fire- 
damaged Old Hyde building were 
not rebuilt. Second, some 


members felt it would be ‘“‘un- 
fair’’ to rebuild these 
classroooms when they were 


closing schools 


To make Hyde a suitable can- 
didate for closing, the School 
Committee first voted to change 
the guidelines so as to eliminate 
the social or community-oriented 
factors that had always been a 
consideration in previous clos- 
ings. 


It was no longer supposed to 
matter (at least to them) what 
the unprecedented four- or five- 
way division of the Hyde School 
district would do to the cohesive 


Highland community or to 
childhood relationships. In the 
past, consolidation into one 


receiver school was considered 
clearly the best alternative, and 
if need be, two was the maximum 
number of receiver schools. But 
Hyde had a large enrollment of 
over 300, about 50 percent greater 
than its alternatives, and 
therefore had to be chopped into 
many peices to fit into the 
receiver schools — more or less. 


As soon as Hyde was closed, 
the school committee asked for 
$80,000 to add classroom space to 
the Hyde receiver schools! But 
this was not enough, even with 
the expulsion of the senior 
citizens’ center from Zervas 
(which ironically they had lob- 
bied for in the school closing 
hearings) and the expulsion of 
the 30-year-old nursery school 
program from Bowen. 


Recently the Schoo] Committee 
requested another $85,000 to build 
the equivalent of two classrooms 
in the basement of Mason Rice. A 
few aldermen have complained 
that the board was being asked to 
bail the School Committee out of 
a bad decision. In response to 
aldermanic queries, Superinten- 
dent Strand has now stated that 
$500,000 will be needed to add 
space to the schools surrounding 
Hyde in order to handle the 
enrollment increases of just the 
next five years (and according to 
previous estimates the enroll- 
ment will rise for another five 
years.) 


I, for one, am increasingly 
disturbed by the actions of the 
School Committee. What happen- 
ed to “How can we _ build 
classrooms when we're closing 
schools?”’ and what happened to 
“fiscal responsibility?'’’ — or 
does the Schoo! Committee think 
that since the city turns out to 
have record multi-million dollar 
surpluses and is repaving almost 
every street that they might as 
well have a piece of the capital 
improvement pie? If so, they 
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on the Hyde 


shouldn’t ask for the lousy base- 
ment space at Mason Rice; they 
should be hypocritical in grander 
style and ask to build a six- or 
eight-classroom wing, which 
would at least be adequate for the 
decade. 


Is there an alternative to this 
expensive building spree? Yes, in 
fact, there are two. One is a 
massive, city-wide redistricting 
which the School Committee has 
been more than reluctant to im- 
plement. The second alternative 
brought up in a letter by Betsy 
Barker and ina recent front page 
article in the Newton Graphic is 
to re-open Hyde as a smaller 
school, using only the undamag- 
ed New Hyde building. Counting 
its basement space, which should 
be as suitable as the basement 
space proposed for Mason Rice, 
the New Hyde building has 14 
rooms and seven smaller aux- 
iliary spaces, as large a facility 
as two of Newton's schools. And it 
is free, or nearly so. If not used as 
a school, it is scheduled to be 
turned over for handicapped 
housing at little or no financial 
return to the city. (The Old Hyde 
building and its land are schedul- 
ed to be sold for development of 
market-rate condominiums and 
represent most, if not all, of the 
Hyde sale price; this would be 
unaffected by the fate of the New 
Hyde building. ) 








The question might be raised, 
why reopen Hyde rather than 
some other school? Well, yes, you 
could reopen Oak Hill, as Mr. 
Samson suggested (provided 
your could do something with its 
new tenant) — and then bus a 
hundred former Hyde students 
there. Or you could bus them to 
empty northside classrooms in 
Lincoln-Eliot or Williams and not 
reopen any school, but that cer- 
tainly isn't giving equal treat- 
ment. 


The inescapable fact is that 
there was and is a very high and 
growing population in the former 
Hyde district. School department 
figures indicated that Hyde’s 
enrollment would have risen 
from 300 to 400 over the decade. 
(In comparison, Oak Hill's 
enrollment of about 200 was ac- 
tually expected to decline.) It 
seems most logical to have a 
school where the kids are — 
especially when rising busing 
costs are considered along with 
sentiment for neighborhood 
schools. It presently costs $80,000 
a year for buses to transport 
former Hyde students to the dif- 
ferent receiver shcools. Elimina- 
tion of this expense would offset 
administrative expenses only of a 
reopened Hyde. Plant expenses, 
such as heat, were a fraction of 
this. The large savings in teacher 
salaries expected from ‘‘con- 
solidating’’ Hyde are no longer 
apparent — the salary is the 
same whether the teacher 
teaches in a Hyde classroom or in 
a newly built classroom at a 
receiver school. 


The logical decision was never 
to have closed Hyde. If the conse- 
quences of the closing were not 
clearly apparent to all at that 
time, they certainly are now. The 
next most logical and responsible 
— financially and otherwise — 
decision would be to reopen the 
New Hyde building and not to 
continue to compound the 
mistake. (And if Dr. Strand is 
truly worried about how former 
Hyde families would respond to 
more disruption of returning to 
Hyde, just let him ask! )

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Backman retires 
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Now, after 22 years on Beacon 
Hill, State Senator Jack 
Backman has announced he is 
stepping down and returning to 
private life, where he hopes to 
continue his advocacy of basic 
human rights. 

“T always considered myself to 
be in favor of change ... of respon- 
ding to the needs of civilization,” 
Backman said during a recent in- 
terview in his bustling Beacon 
Hill office. ‘I hate to use the term 
‘liberal’ or ‘progressive.’ I don't 
believe in those words at all. I 
feel it’s my responsibility, as a 
legislator, to try to determine 
what the problems are and come 
up with solutions. 

“Why label it one way or the 
other? Isn't that what this is all 
about?” 

Speaking of the source of his 
concern, Backman commented, 
“T believe we all have an equal 
right to enjoy the sun, to put it in 
its broadest terms. It's just a 
matter of power — political and 
economic power — as to who gets 
what. Some people manage to get 
more of the fruits of human ex- 
istence than others. Some people 
are born without the capacity of 
others. Why should they be doom- 
ed to a second-class existence.” 

As to his major ac- 
complishments in his years on 
Beacon Hill, Backman listed a 
guaranteed minimum income for 
the elderly, a lead paint poison- 
ing law, the elimination of cor- 
poral punishment in the schools 
and a constitutional amendment 
that prohibits discrimination 
against the handicapped. 

He also referred, with obvious 
pride, to a bill passed in the early 
1970s that declared the Vietnam 
war to be illegal and asserted the 
right of every Massachusetts 
enlisted man or woman not to be 
sent overseas in a war not 
declared by Congress. 

The bill that was ultimately 
passed “raised the public con- 
sciousness of this issue all over 
the country,’’ according to 
Backman. 

Lobbying for the passage of 
that bill led Backman to some in- 
trospection concerning war, in 
general, and his role in it, in par- 
ticular. He served in World War 
II as a member of a U.S. Air 
Force ground crew, and he still 
wonders about his position on 
pacifism. ‘‘It’s something I think 
about all the time,’’ he said, 
“because I have come very close 
— if not turned the corner to — 
becoming a pacifist; and yet, I 
dont know what the answer is. I 
don’t know. I may never know in 
my lifetime. 

“I do now believe that most 
wars, if not all wars, have not ac- 
complished their goals in br- 
inging about peace, because 
every war seems to bring about 
other antagonisms. Yet, the thing 
that troubles me about that whole 
concept — and what I will never 
be able to figure out — is what 
you do if there is the personifica-

tion of a German Nazi movement 
that is coming to the forefront 
How do you react to that? 

“Mahatma Ghandi, of course, 
would take the attitude of passive 
resistance to all, even if it means 
the end of your life; and, 
somehow, this will bring about 
peace in the long run. I just can’t 
figure that out.”” 

Nor will the busy Backman 
have much leisure time to devote 
to philosophical musing after he 
leaves the Statehouse. He said he 
plans to devote much of his con- 
siderable energy to formulating a 
plan for lasting peace in the 
Mideast, ‘‘I have believed, since 
long before Israel became a free 
and independent state, that the 
destiny of the Jewish people was 
to be in the State of Israel, in con- 
cert with and in great friendship 
with the Arab peoples. That was 
my dream as a lifelong Zionist, 
and it’s still my dream. If I could 
do that in my life, that would be a 
great goal.” 

As a private citizen, Backman 
says he hopes to study the 
Mideast problem more closely in 
the hopes of coming up with some 
sort of solution to the problems 
there. ‘You can study all your 
life. I really feel I am closer to 
the answer than a lot of people, 
because I believe the answer has 
to be peace, rapprochment, joint 
undertakings and an effort to 
understand your neighbor,” he 
said. 

But that effort will have to 
wait. As Senator Jack Backman 
is quick to point out, ‘‘there’s still 
a year and a quarter left”’ in his 
present term. Top priority for 
him right now is the passage of 
“a bill to mandate the attorney 
general to defend Central 
American refugees who are in 
fear of persecution if they are 
sent back to their homelands. 
This is a bill that really relates to 
the conscience of our community 
and the United States tradition. 

“We're just putting back the 
Statue of Liberty. Last week, 
they were just putting the gold 
leaf back on the torch, and I think 
it’s important not to tarnish that 
statue before it even gets back by 
turning our backs on the refugees 
from Central America,” the son 
of Russian immigrants said. 

Backman’s colleagues in the 
Senate can look forward to his 
pushing his ‘“‘sanctuary’’ pro- 
posal with all the vigor with 
which he has fought for other 
causes during his tenure. 

After that, Backman will 
return to the status of private 
citizen. It sounds simple. No 
more staff. No more office on 
Beacon Hill. No more com- 
plicated lobbying of his col- 
leagues. No more complex coali- 
tions. Just Jack Backman, work- 
ing for peace in the Mideast, an 
end to discrimination of every 
sort and the elimination of the 
threat of nuclear holocaust. 

It sounds simple. But 
remember: in the life and times 
of Jack Backman, extraordinary 
events very often have extremely 
simple beginnings.

St Jean’s housing

NONANTUM — The late 
Humberto Cardinal Medeiros 
smiled down on Nonantum last 
week during ground-breaking 
ceremonies for a new 42-unit 
housing complex at the former 
St. Jean’s Elementary School 
on Watertown Street. 

The long-awaited event 
culminated one of Medeiros’ 
last official acts as the leader 
of the Boston's Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese — sell- 
ing the church property for the 
development of badly-needed 
elderly and low-income family 
housing. 

“There were alot of times 
when I didn’t think this project 
would get off the ground,’ 
Planning Board Chairman Ed- 
ward Dailey told the small 
group of residents and guests 
who braved bitter cold winds 
to attend the ceremony. 

Since the school’s closing in 
1982, plans to develop the 
building and 2.2 acres of sur- 
rounding land ran into 
numerous stumbling blocks, 
including strident 
neighborhood opposition, fun- 
ding problems and a recent 
fire. 

By October 1986, however, 
officials hope the city’s newest 
housing complex will be ready 
for occupancy. 

The primary funding for the 
$3 million development will 
come from a $2.3 million grant 


from the state’s Executive Of- 
fice of Community Develop- 
ment (EOCD). The city will 
kick in $603,000 from the 
federal Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant program 
and funds acquired through 


use of the 10-percent or- 
dinance. 
“This groundbreaking 


ceremony symbolizes a major 
step in the Dukakis ad- 
ministration’s effort to pro- 
vide decent and affordable 
housing opportunities for all 
citizens of the Com- 
monwealth,’’ said EOCD 
Secretary Amy S. Anthony, 
who attended the event. 

The 1926 school and a plann- 
ed rear addition will house 26 
units of conventional, one- 
bedroom elderly apartments 
and two five-bedroom con- 
gregate elderly apartments. 

In addition, six three- 
bedroom family units will be 
built in a duplex arrangement 
at the rear of the property. 

Anthony said the concept of 
congregate quarters, in which 
the elderly tenants have 
private bathrooms while shar- 
ing a kitchen, dining room and 
living room, will allow the 
seniors ‘“‘to be mutually 
helpful to each other’’ without 
losing their ‘‘independence 
and self-respect.” 

She also asked for public 
support of pending state 
legislation designed to provide 
$300 million for the creation of 
3,500 new units. 
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If Mofenson runs, two DeNucci aides will throw their support 
behind Mofenson rather than pursue their own campaigns: Newton 
School Committee chairman Lennie Gentile and Svi “Skip” Sesling.

Since leaving the House in 1979 and run- 
ning unsuccessfully for Secretary of State and Lieutenant Governor 
she has served as New England director of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission under President Carter. She currently serves on the Interna- 
tional Coordinating Council, a business and state partnership to en- 
courage foreign business arrangements. 

Pines, who has been strongly identified with consumer issues, said 
she looked forward to pushing environmental concerns as well in the 
Senate. The strongest contender from Brookline appears to be Rep, 
John Businger who said he is ‘‘seriously interested in running.” But 
political observers seriously doubt that Mofenson or Businger would 
run against each other because of past alliances. 

Businger, who has served in the legislature since 1971, is currently 
chairman of the Election Laws Committee. He has served both 
Newton and Brookline as Democratic State Committeeman, 

Others reportedly still interested in running are Leonard Zakim 
who currently serves on the Governor's Council and Newton 
Alderman-At-Large Bruce Carmichael.

back alley. Our table and three chairs were 
under the window. There was barely enough 
room to move around 

Mama cooked on a makeshift one-burner 
plate that was up a half flight of stairs in the 
tiny lavatory. The lavatory contained a toilet 
and a small round yellowed sink. Groceries 
and dishes were in wooden boxes under the 
sink. Daddy had put up a shelf over the toilet 
to hold the hot plate. Mama wouldn’t let us 
go to the toilet unless she was with us 
because we might tip over whatever was 
cooking 

I can remember the smell of barley soup 
which Mama made from beef marrow bones 
and barley and soup greens. It wouid bubble 
for hours and customers buying shoes would 
know what we were going to have for dinner 
In the winter Daddy didn’t like it that the 
front show windows would steam up and 
customers couldn’t see the shoes displayed 
in the windows. But Mama made soup just 
the same. And then she would dish out the 
marrow bones and smear marrow on piece 
of pumpernickel bread, sharing it with all of 
us to savor the rich marrow 

My mother was born in Romania in 1886 
Because of the pogrom, she and her family 
left Roumania when she was only eight year 
old, and after living for a while in Vic and 
then for two years in London, she came to the 
U.S. in 1900 at the age of 14. Mother quickly 
became Americanized. She went to night 
school to learn to read and write 

Mama was not a particularly imaginative 
cook. She had two distinctly national Rouma 
nian dishes which she cooked frequently and 
which always gave her pleasure. Roumania 
is a cereal-growing country. The staple diet 
of the Roumanian peasant is a type of corn- 
meal porridge called mamaliga. Mamaliga 
is made by stirring cornmeal into boiling 
water and cooking until the mixture 
thickens, about 8-10 minutes. (It looks like 
yellow farina cereal. ) 

She would shake the pot to loosen the 
mamialiga from the sides and then quickly 
turn the pot over onto a plate and the 
mamialiga would hold its shape like a cake, 
getting firmer as it cooled. Sometimes we 
ate it with milk and sugar, sometimes with 
cottage cheese and smetina. (I was married 
before I learned that smetina was called 
sour cream.) Sometimes we ate it with 
chicken soup or pot roast. Sometimes 
mother would slice the cold mamaliga and 
fry it. Sometimes, hot or cold, it would be 
served along with whatever else we had. 
Sometimes mamaliga would be the whole 
meal. 

Groapen (Kasha or buckwheat groats) 
was a staple food we ate often. Mama beat a 
raw egg into the groapen and then spread it 
out in a roasting pan and put the groapen un- 
covered into the oven for about a half-hour to 
dry and roast. Then.she stirred to separate 
the grains and added boiling water carefully 
because the hot pan would sizzle and boil up. 
She covered the pan and put it back into the 
oven to cook and absorb all the water for 
about another 20 minutes. Each grain would 
be tender and separated, with a rich, nutty 
flavor. 

She would add smaltz and grebenas, or 
serve it as a side dish with the juice of the 
meat she cooked in the oven at the same 
time. And, as long as the oven was hot, she 
might bake potatoes and apples, too 
Groapen (without the smaltz) was eaten as a 
cereal or fried with eggs or added to chicken 
soup or used to stretch out any meal 

Mama worked such long hours that, when 
she cooked, it was always basic foods, usual- 
ly enough to last for several meals, pro- 
viding that she had enough food 

We never had olive oil or mayonnaise with 
our food, Only Mazola corn oil or smaltz or 
butter. Mama used to grate huge white 
radishes and serve them with oil or smaltz 

Soups of all kind were a staple in our fami- 
ly. Herring and pumpernickel bread, rice 
and milk, sprinkled with sugar, sometimes 
jelly, was supper very often. During the 
summer we had bread and watermelon, 
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White rolls were a treat. Challa was a treat 
on holidays, once in a while on Friday night 

We often had chicken soup. It was made 
with fowl, the bigger and fatter the better 
Mother rendered the fat for cooking. She cut 
the chicken fat and the fatty part of the skin 
into small pieces, added cut-up onions and 
slowly rendered the fat, which picked up the 
fried onion flavor. We added the grebenas 
(crisp bits left from the rendered fat) to fried 
eggs, groapen or just nibbled them hot 
Yummy good. We often had chicken fat 
(smaltz) on bread instead of butter. 

The fowl was cut into pieces and usually 
boiled for about 1% hours. The legs and the 
tiny eggs of the fowl all added to the richness 
of the broth along with carrots, parsnips and 

oup greens, celery, parsley, whatever. The 

soup was served with lokshen (noodles) or 
rice, or mamaliga, groapen or matzos balls 
or crackers. We had the plain boiled chicken 
for the first meal and then, for the second 
meal, roasted in the oven till the skin was all 
brown and crispy 

Mama never made gravies as such. We 
savored the hot flavorful meat or chicken 
juices sopped up on our bread 

Milk was delivered every morning in glass 
bottles. The cream at the top of the bottle 
was thick and yellow. If you didn’t shake the 
milk, you could carefuly pour off the cream 
and whip it, or use the m on your cereal 
In winter, the milk would freeze and lift the 
cream several inches out of the bottle. We 
kids would fight to suck the frozen cream 
before it melted in the warm kitchen, the kit- 
chen being the only warm room in the house 
Milk and butter were kept out on the window 
sill during the cold months. We bought ice 
only in warmer weather, and then often 
forgot to empty the tray under the ice box 
which collected the melted dripping water. 
The water would run all over the back steps 
and Mama would have to mop it up. As we 
got older, it became my chore to empty the 
water each morning 

If the milk soured, as it often did, Mama 
made cottage cheese from the sour milk. She 
poured the smelly curds into a cheese-cloth 
bag and suspended the bag over the sink for 
the water to drip out. And then she would 
squeeze the cheese into a round lump. We ate 
the cheese with smetina and mamaliga 
Smetina for our mamaliga was real sour 
cream, not the ersatz skim milk concoction 
that is sold today for sour cream. 

The milkman also delivered butter and 
eggs in his horse-drawn wagon. The ice man 
had a truck. The man who sold fish came 
early Friday mornings on foot. His name 
was Moishe. He pushed a large smelly cart 
and shook a br: bell so the women would 
know that he was coming long before he ar- 
rived. Moishe’s round face was always red 
from the effort of pushing so hard. Moishe 
wrapped the fish in newspaper. He cleaned 
the fish only for a few special customers. Not 
for Mama; it cost a few pennies more. 
Sometimes Mama sent me, but I didn’t like 
to choose fish and Moishe was always in a 
hurry. 

Mama never made gefelta fish; she just 
boiled the carp with onions and carrots 
Tasted good, but we had to be very careful of 
the bones. 

We never had hard cheeses. It was not un- 
til I was quite grown up that I ate cheddar or 
fancy cheeses. Eggs were plentiful. We ate 
many eggs. We took turns grating potatoes 
for potato pancakes ( Latkes.) Our hands got 
tired on the small grater and we often skinn- 
ed our Knuckles. Lokshen kuegel (noodle 
pudding) with yellow raisins was a holiday 
treat, delicious hot or cold 

It makes my mouth water just to tell you 
about the good foods that were a part of my 
childhood. 

Fried matzos (matzos softened in boiling 
water and drained with beaten eggs added), 
fried in smaltz (chicken fat), was a supper or 
breakfast treat anytime, not only at 
Passover. And Matzos meal latkes was also 
a year-round food 


















































We ate some canned fruits, canned 
peaches and plums and canned peas. Mostly 
we ate only seasonal fruits, asonal 


vegetables. From one tiny five-oounce can of

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salmon, Mama would stretch out with eggs 
and bread soaked in milk to make enough 
salmon latkes for the whole family. She fried 
the latkes in butter or chicken fat 

We didn’t have tea bags. Mama put the tea 
leaves into a small earthenware tea pot and 
added boiling water to steep. Then she 
poured the strong essence into a tall glass 
and added boiling water to the glass 
Sometimes sweetened with jam or honey, 
the tea was much too hot for us children to 
drink, so she would pour the tea into saucers 
Today it is considered impolite to drink from 
saucers, but we often did that. Even 
grownups drank tea from a saucer if it was 
too hot. That was only sensible. Why get 
burned? 

We had no alcoholic beverages, no car- 
bonated drinks. My folks drank tea mostly, 
and the children tea, cocoa or milk. The folks 
drank coffee at friends’ homes. I don’t know 
why. Perhaps because coffee was more ex- 
pensive or maybe they were more used to 
tea 

I didn’t even taste coffee until long after I 
was married. I thought that coffee was not 
for nice girls. My father smoked big black 
cigars, my Uncle John and Uncle I 
ed cigars. But no one smoked cigare ttes It 
just wasn't acceptable 

Mama didn’t make treats. We were 
grateful for bread and butter, sometimes 
bread and jelly. I don’t ever remember my 
mother baking a cake or pie. Cookies were 
brought only occasionally and usually 
sponge cake for holidays. Mother was too 
busy and too tired to cook more than she had 
to. Daddy would bring home treats from 
time to time, especially if he had been on a 
business trip for a few jelly beans and 
sometimes even chocolate or bananas. 

Occasionally my father would bring home 
a huge bunch of golden bananas as a special 
treat. He always gave them to us with such 
joy that I came to associate bananas with my 
father. This June, when I saw bananas grow- 
ing in Israel, I thought of my dear father and 
I know he would have been pleased 

When Mama got old and forgot how to 
cook, she lived for several years almost en- 
tirely on bread, molasses and bananas. I 
thought it was because bread and bananas 
were easy for her and filling. As I write this, 
I wonder if somehow a banana made her feel 
a little closer to Daddy. He loved them so 
much. 

I liked to visit relatives who baked honey 
cake and cookies we didn’t get at home. Ice 
cream was something that our Daddy bought 
us on special occasions in the summertime if 
we were on a holiday a five-cent sugar 
cone to lick and savor. Daddy gave us a pen- 
ny for penny candy when we went to the 
movies on Saturday afternoon. 

For years, Mama worked at the sewing 
machine in her alteration shop. She never 
ted anything. She would bring home the 
scraps from shortening evening gowns and 
wedding dr s. I would guess that ours 
was the only house in Providence where the 
newspaper-wrapped garbage by the side of 
the road was tied up with silks, satin trimm- 
ings and velvet. 












































We never wasted food. It was a sin to waste 
food. As we were growing up, my brothers 
and I would take turns washing the dishes. If 
we argued about whose turn it was to wash, 
Mama would be upset. ‘‘You must never 
complain about dirty dishes. Dirty dishes 
mean that you have had something to eat. 
And always be grateful if there is a little 
something left over for tomorrow."” 


Mama taught us to make do, to be happy 
when we had enough to eat, to be grateful for 
bread and butter. 

As I put my leftover dinner into the freezer 
to be microwaved-defrosted for another 
meal in a week or so, I could almost hear her 
say, ‘Happy Birthday, my Estelle. Be 
thankful that you have such good food to put 
into your oven.’' 

“Tlove you, Mama.”

Skirting retirement income taxes 


Dear Mr. Frankel 


Next year I will be retiring, and 
have become aware that I have a 
number of options regarding the 
form in which I can receive my 
pension benefits. I will be retiring 
at 65, and would like to make the 
most effective use of my funds. 
Does it make sense to take a 
Jump sum payment, and what is 
the best way to avoid paying 
taxes? 

J.B., Canton 
Dear J.B.: 


There is no way to avoid paying 
taxes; the best you can do is to 
defer them. And under the lump- 
sum option you can either use 
what is called ‘10-year forward 
averaging,” or you can roll the 
lump sum into an IRA (common- 
ly called an “IRA rollover‘‘). 

10-year forward averaging 





This option allows you to pay a 
one-time tax on the taxable por- 
tion of the lump sum distribution. 
The tax is calculated separately 
from your regular income tax 
and, because of the formula used, 
results in a much smaller tax bite 
than you would incur if the 
distribution were added to your 
regular income for the year. Last 
year, for example, a $100,000 
distribution would incur less than 
a 15 percent tax. Without using 
the forward averaging option it 
would run substantially higher. 
And for smaller distributions, the 
tax is proportionally still less — 
less than 8 percent on a $5,000 
distribution, for example. 

The disadvantage of this ap- 
proach is that it immediately 
reduces the amount of the 
distribution available for invest- 
ment, The primary advantage is 
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care of this publication 


that it provides you with the 
satisfaction of knowing that no 
more taxes need ever be paid on 
the original amount. 

Before you select this option, 
however, you should determine 
whether the distribution meets 
the criteria for a ‘‘qualified lump 
sum distribution,”’ The type of 
retirement plan, reason for the 
distribution, length of participa- 
tion in the plan and when the 
funds will be received, are all ex- 
amined to determine eligibility, 

- IRA rollover 


By rolling your distribution in- 
to an IRA you are able to reinvest 
the entire taxable portion, as well 
as deferring taxes on principal 
and earnings until age 70'2. This 
deferral feature of the IRA 
enables the recipient to eventual- 
ly accumulate a much larger 
retirement nest egg. For exam- 
ple, $100,000 distribution rolled 
into an IRA and invested at 12 
percent for 10 years would grow 
to $310,000. But if you were to 
take the forward averaging op- 
tion and pay a one-time tax your

return would be substantially 
($85,000 invested at a ta 
e rate of 9 percent would grow 








The primary drawback of the 
IRA rollover comes at 
withdrawal time, when every 
penny is considered taxable in- 
come. To ease this burden it is 
possible to gradually withdraw 
the funds in a series of in- 
stallments. Another drawback of 
the IRA is that funds are locked 
up until age 5942, and must begin 
to be withdrawn at 70%. 

The choice between 10-year for- 
ward averaging and utilizing the 
IRA opportunity really comes 
down to one between paying a 
single tax now in order to have 
greater flexibility (and avoiding 
higher taxes later); or deferring 
all taxes for as long as possible in 
order to maximize the potential 
growth of your distribution. 

Whichever decision you make 
should be made carefully. It can 
have a significant impact on your 
financial security in retirement. 

And once the decision is made 
there can be no turning back.

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Oriental rugs and the stories they tell

While Garden City residents are paying record prices for houses 
these days, they are also paying more to furnish them. More and 
more are turning to an age-old amalgam of art and practicality — 
the oriental rug —- to bring color and comfort to their homes. 

Over the past 20 years, and particularly within the past decade, 
the popularity of Oriental rugs has zoomed skywards, reaping pro- 


fits for many a lucky rug dealer and straining the bank accounts of 


millions of enthusiastic shoppers. 

One local rug dealer speculated that higher pay checks explain 
the homeowners’ propensity toward ripping out their humdrum 
wall-to-walls to replace them with colorfully varied orientals. 

Another explanation is that the strong dollar has allowed dealers 


to purchase more rugs and reduce prices by as much as 30 percent 


over the past several years. And all this has resulted in a plethora 
of auctions and other Oriental rug sales in churches, warehouses 
and stores. 

Perhaps this at least partially explains why approximately 300 
people crammed into Winslow Hall on the Lasell Junior College 
-ampus to hear Arthur Gregorian, ‘‘the dean” of the oriental rug 
trade and owner of a prominent rug store in Newton Upper Falls, 
lecture on the virtues, history and creation of Armenian rugs. 

Why Armenian rugs? Because they are the best, according to 
most oriental rug experts. Made in Iran, formerly known as Per- 
sia, the weavers have been practicing their craft for thousands of 
years 

“Tranians have the labor. They know how to treat the wool, and 
they have developed a special kind of loom,"’ said Hossein Torabz- 
deh, an oriental rug auctioneer, teacher at the Cambridge Center 
for Adult Education, and owner of the Oriental Rug Center in 
Watertown Square. 

Conversely, Pakistan, India and China started making rugs for 
export only within the past 25 years, he said. 

Gregorian’s presentation seemed to prove this theory true. The 
lecture included a display of richly-colored Persian rugs, each 100 
years old, and a movie, filmed in an Iranian village, showing the 
step-by-step process involved in making a rug — from the dying of 
wool to the washing of completed rugs in lakes. 








These rug weavers have no training in the arts, he explained, 
and do not realize their work is ‘‘so exceptional that museums 
would want them." 


Indeed, Gregorian’s own personal collection of Armenian rugs 
were exhibited this summer in museums across the United States. 
And, says Wellesley rug shop owner Ali Sadeghpour, 98 percent of 
museums display Persian rugs and relatively few of any other. 


Rugs from “‘every area have identifying features just like the 
looks of a person,’’ Gregorian said. Patterns from nomadic or 
primitive cultures, for instance in central Asia or southern Iran, 
are geometrical. In Iran, the more finely-woven rugs usually come 
from the larger cities, he said. 


Patterns in Persian rugs are determined by the family that 
makes the rug, he said. Sometimes family members disagree, and 
they will start a new pattern half way through. Or, he continued,

they will stop the rug project completely, cutting it off shorter than 
its originally-intended size. 


Naturally, the larger the rug, the longer it takes for weavers to 
finish it. But, ‘‘time is immaterial in the Orient,’”’ said Gregorian. 
‘They start making it, and when it’s finished, it’s done.” 

Still, he noted, it took five Iranian girls three years to finish one 
5-foot by 8-foot rug — a combined effort of 15 years. 

Demonstrating distinctive Persian rug patterns, Gregorian 
pointed to rows of doll-shaped figures in one rug and little, 
different-sized animals, in another. He noted that these ‘“‘childish”’ 
patterns are found in many Persian rugs, indicating the youth of 
their creators. 


Most Persian rugs are made 
by girls between the ages of 10 
and 12, he said. And just about 
all are completed by female 
weavers. 


Another pattern demonstrated 
the inexact nature of Persian 
rug weaving. The year 1988, in- 
scribed in the border of one rug, 
was supposed to read 1888, said 
Gregorian. But the weaver was 
“not aware of the importance” 
of following the prescribed pat- 
tern. 


The same is true for all Arme- 
nian rug weavers. These am- 
bidextrous craftswomen will not 
go back and pull out strands 
after mistakenly weaving in the 
wrong color, he said. 


They work very fast, tieing 
each wool strand in a double 
loop which is “impossible to pull 
out,’’ he explained. 


Just as the patterns are inex- 
act, so are the colors. Back at 
his shop, the Upper Falls rug 
dealer pointed to a rug with four 
or five different shades of blue 
for the background. 


“Each time the dye came out 
a different shade of blue,” 
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Girls weaving in small village near Isfahan, Iran. 


“Each time the dye came out a different shade of blue,” 
Gregorian explained. According to his book, ‘Oriental Rugs and 
the Stories They Tell,’’ a weaver will often dye several lots of wool 
before the rug is completed because ‘‘he is an optimist by nature, 
and no matter how little wool he has to start out with, he persuades 
himself that it will be enough. 


“As a unit, (Persian rugs) are full of irregularities,” said 
Gregorian. 
Basic patterns 


Oriental weavers use three basic patterns in their rugs — a 
geometric design, a floral design and a conventional pattern. 


According to Gregorian, weavers of geometric patterns are 
members of wandering nomadic tribes. Their rugs are always com- 
posed of sharp, angular designs and medallions and are bright in 
color. 


He said the weavers of floral patterned Orientals are 
philosophers and poets who create rugs with an intricate, interlac- 
ed, flowing pattern. Unlike the nomads, according to Gregorian, 
they are not content with bare existence, preferring palatial homes 
and adorned mosques. 


Farmers and ‘“‘country folk” weave conventionalized rugs, which 
are distinguished by individual motifs which are related to, but not 
joined to, each other. The weavers of Saraband rugs repeat their 
pattern “‘row after row, with a monotony like the passage of their 
days,” Gregorian said. 


What to look for 


The best Oriental rugs are handmade and consist of a dense and 
pliable Kork wool that is dyed with a vegetable derivative. Fur- 
ther, according to area rug shop owners, the strands of wool are 
woven into the rug with a double loop. And the best rugs are made 
with double loops in the Iranian cities of Nain, Qum, Isfahan, 
Tabriz, Kashan and Meshad. 


One can distinguish between hand-made and machine-made rugs 
not only by the cost, but by examining the fringe. On handmade 
oriental rugs, said Torabzdeh, the fringe represents merely the 
ends of the numerous strings on which weavers tie each individual 
strand that make up the rug. The fringe on a machine-made rug, 
however, is merely sewn on to each end of the rug, he said. 


Handmade rugs are easy to repair if they are torn along the 
“warps,” the length of the rug between the fringe strings, he said. 
However, the rug-owner will have a more difficult time repairing a 
rug torn across the fringe strings, along the ‘‘wefts.” 


Of the two dyes used to color rugs — vegetable and chemical — 
Gregorian says the former is preferred and will not fade, but will 
instead ‘‘mellow”’ with age and sun exposure. 

In fact, he left several brand new oriental rugs lying around his 
outdoor swimming pool all summer. And despite numerous rain 
storms and frequent days of 90-degree plus weather, the change in 
color of the rugs was ‘“‘almost nil,’’ he said. 

Sadeghpot aid that pliable wool is favored for these rugs, and 
the best kind is called Kork wool, which is sheared off a six-month- 
old lamb. 

The wool allows weavers to tie 700 knots per square inch, he said 
advising that, when looking for a rug, customers should pay par- 
ticular attention to density, 

Contrary to popular belief, old oriental rugs are not necessarily 
better, or more expensive, than newer ones. Instead, Gregorian 
said, the type of rug one chooses depends on individual preference. 

“Some want the old. Others don’t want a rug that some old Turk 
sat on,” said Gregorian, a native of Iran,

strong American dollar, said shop owner 
Ali Sadeghpour. Three years ago an 8-foot 
by 10-foot Tabriz would have cost around

Still, the bottom line advice to prospec- 
tive purchasers of Oriental rugs is that 
they trust their intuition 

“If the combination speaks to you,’’ said

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Tigers in emotional win

ARLINGTON — One team 
was for real, one was a mirror 
image. Both seemed to have 
tough defenses, explosive 
halfbacks and inconsistent pass- 
ing attacks. But in the end, it was 
Arlington's mirror that showed 
the cracks, while the Newton 
North Tigers walked away with a 
thoroughly earned, 19-7, victory 
on Saturday. 


“We really played with a lot of 
emotion,” North coach Pete 
Capodilupo said. ‘We felt if we 
hit the emotion would come. 
We're starting to become a hit- 
ting team.” 


On every front, the 4-3 Tigers 
outplayed the Spy Ponders at 
their own game, on their own 
turf. 


Defense? All it did was change 
the complexion of the game when 
North’s Britt Ryan picked off a 
Tony Martins pass and returned 
it 29 yards for a TD to make it 13-0 
North with four minutes to play 
in the half. 


In addition, with only one ex- 
ception, the Tigers allowed the 
Spy Ponders no closer than 
within 35 yards of the Newton 
North goal-line. Only twice did 
they get within 40. One of those 
was because of a Newton penalty, 
but Brian Claflin erased that with 
a sack on fourth down that left 
Martins back on his own 48. 


All told, the Tigers dumped 
Martin behind the line four times 
for -33 yards. 


On the other side of the ball, the 
Spy Ponders lived up to their im- 
age as long as they could, but 
North just kept hammering away 
until they cracked. As Arlington 
coach John Hanley put it, 
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Steve Morrison and other Arlington runners faced this kind of swarming North defense. 


“whenever they needed the extra 
yard, or the extra first down, 
they got it.” 


The explosive halfbacks? 
Everyone expected a showcase 
for North’s Mark Adams and Arl- 
ington’s Brian Deveaux, and 
that’s what they got. Again, 
Pina came out on the plus 
side. 


Oh sure, Deveaux ran for 122 
yards, including a 55-yard 
scamper for Arlington’s only 
score, but those numbers pale 
next to Adams’ showing. 


Despite playing without the 
threat of fullback Chris Rutan 
(sprained ankle) alongside him, 
Adams ripped the Spy Ponders 
for 176 yards and two TDs, in- 
cluding a 54-yard romp of his 
own, The 5-6, 150-pounder had to 
assume the workhorse role, but 
his 24 carries didn’t seem to 
bother him in the least. 


In many ways, it was even 
more impressive than the 
previous week’s effort against 
Leominster, when he had 192 
yards. For one thing, he didn’t 
have Rutan alongside as an alter- 
nate threat and blocker. For 
another, the holes, though there, 
often weren't of the gaping varie- 
ty as they were in Leominster. 
Many times Adams had to make 
do with a small crack, against a 
tough defense, and make do he 
did, 

“Adams was just excellent,” 
praised Capodilupo. ‘‘He didn't 
get that yardage against a weak 
team. They were geared up to hit 
him.” 

Finally, the passing attacks. 
For the second week in a row, 
Tiger QB Mike Ryan didn’t com- 
plete a pass, but for the second 
week in a row, it didn’t matter in 
the least. Despite his 0-for-5, he 
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still out-threw Martins, because 
he kept the ball out of Arlington's 
hands. Martins completed only 
one of his nine tosses, and tossed 
three interceptions. 


“T can’t give enough credit to 
Mike Ryan,’’ stressed 
Capodilupo.

QUINCY — A7-1 victory over 
Quincy and some good news on 
the telephone was enough to get 
the Newton North boys’ soccer 
team celebrating Thursday 
night. The Tiger victory, combin- 
ed with Brookline’s 3-1 loss at 
Brockton, gave North the Subur- 
ban League championship by a 
two-point margin. 

“We worked hard for it,” said 
North coach Roger Brown of the 
title. The coach pointed how that 
his team has been very close, 
finishing one point out two years 
ago and two points back last fall. 


The Tigers finish at 1 while 
Brookline winds up 1 Both 
teams will await the pairings for 
the Eastern Mass. Tournament, 
which should begin early next 
week. 

It is fitting that Peter Bourland 
scored the first four goals of the 
game, because he’s the guy the 
Tigers have depended on for of- 
fense all season. He’s come 
through in a big way, and Thurs- 
day was no exception. 

“We scored early and often," 
said Brown. 

Bourland started it at the 4:15 
mark. Zafar Khan intercepted a 
Quincy pass and fed right mid- 
fielder Eric Consentino, who sent 
it in to Bourland. He beat the 
sweeper and tossed into the up- 
per left corner to make it 1-0, 

Only two minutes later it was 2- 
0, on a similar-looking play. This 
time Brian Scales and Ed 
O’Brien were the initiators and 
Bourland again was the closer. 

Scales also started score 
number three, hitting a breaking 
James Ellman. Bourland trap- 
ped Ellman’s cross and put it into 
the short side. 

By the time 20 minutes had 
gone by, Bourland had his fourth 
goal of the day. A Scales direct 
kick caught the Quincy defense 
upfield, giving Bourland the 
chance to go in alone. He doesn’t 
miss those too often. 

Shortly after that, Brown was

Hawks eliminated 

For the first time in seven 
years, the boys’ soccer tourna- 
ment won't have a representative 
from Waltham. Newton North 
made sure of that on Tuesday 
with a 3-0 victory over the Hawks 
at North, in a game that was 
much closer than that. 

The Hawks (8-7-2), needing 
wins in their last two games to 
get into the tourney, gave the 13-2 
Tigers all they could handle most 
of the way. It wasn’t until Ed 
O'Brien knocked home a Peter 
Bourland rebound with about five 
minutes left in the game that 
North coach Roger Brown could 
feel comfortable. 

Only 6:25 had passed in the 
game when Bourland beat 
Waltham goalie John Maione for 
a 14 lead. O’Brien was in on this 
one too, as the pair combined ona 
nice passing play. Bourland 
finished it with a curving shot 
from 30 yards out that went off 
Maione’s hands into the top cor- 
ner. 

It looked as though Maione had 
trouble picking the ball up on that 
play, as the sun was directly in 
his eyes the entire first half. That 
didn’t stop him from making 
some great saves, as the Tigers 
held a definite edge in play most 
of the 40 minutes. 

Two of his better stops were a 
diving save off Bourland and a 
leap to tip away a Peter Schaef- 
fer blast. 

The Tigers gave Maione plenty 
of chances to shine, because they 
owned the first 15 minutes. The 
Hawks didn’t even get a shot until 
about 16 minutes had been 
played. The half finished with the 
Tigers holding a 15-3 edge in 
shots and a 3-0 margin in corner 
kicks. 





Waltham’s best chance in the 
half came about halfway through 
when Rick Mike headed a Fred 
Romain direct kick just over the 
net.

Ironically, one of the best led to 
a Newton goal, as Maione jamm- 
ed Bourland one-on-one, but 
couldn't control the rebound. Out 
it came to O'Brien at the 18-yard 
line, and Maione could only 
watch as the midfielder drilled it 
under the crossbar.

NEW YORK As mail order 
shopping hit $5,2 billion in sales in 
1984, it couldn’t be long before 
stores, manufacturers and savvy 
entrepreneurs envisioned the 
home video screen as a catalog 
the first player in what is certain 
to be a big game is Videologue. 

“T've been saying Videologue 
will soon become a video shopp- 
ing trend,’’ said Cathy Brennan, 
vice president of the company 
“Women with children don’t have 
time to shop. The busy executive 
can shop for a gift at 10 in the 
evening 














“According to our concept, our 
cassette will (eventually) go into 
video vending machines in malls, 
into liquor stores and beauty 
parlors. We could package them 
with VCRs. 

Specifically, Videologue is a 
mail-order catalog on video tape. 
It contains a range of consumer 
items that the at-home viewer 
observes on his VCR. What sets 
video shopping apart from tradi 
tional print shopping is the ele- 
ment of action. 

“Tt is an action catalog,’ said 
Brennan. “Instead of a catalog in 
hand, 65 products on tape are 
demonstrated. It’s like 65 
salesmen doing a home 



















demonstration for you.” 

In their first videocassette, 
Videologue 1, which came out in 
July and featured 35 items, the 
viewer saw, in 30- and 60-second 
clips, how an automatic potato 
peeler works, how to put a child’s 
doll house together and how to 
use exercise equipment. 

“We're looking for products 
that are unique and practical,” 
said Brennan. ‘We hope to be the 
Neiman-Marcus, Sears, and 
Sharper Image catalogs all in 
one, but basically we're elec- 
tronic, practical and unique.”* 

The most popular product on 
the first tape is ‘The Heroid,”’ a 
voice-activated robot that can 












serve a drink, ‘There was a talk- 
ing scale,’’ said Brennan. “It 
tells you when you lost weight 
and the quick coffee maker was 
very popular,” 


Videologue 2, just released, 
contains 65 products and is aimed 
at the holiday shopper. The tape 
runs 52 minutes and contains, 
among other things, elegant 
lingerie, a book whose pages 
demonstrate the making of paper 
airplanes, and a yuppie bib for 
“the young on their way to Ox- 
ford in 20 years.” 


The tape also focuses heavily 
on ‘‘new releases in products” 
from a combination espresso, 


capuccino and regular coffee 
maker to a Casio AM-F'M credit 
card radio and a Minolta talking 
camera. 


One difference between 
Videologue 1 and Videologue 2 is 
price. Products on the first rang- 
ed from $1 for ‘New York 





Times gloves” that help protect 
clothing from newsprint to $5,000 
for 


a diamond necklace. The 
range on the second video 
te is $19.95 to $250. 


“On Videologue 2 we’re selling 
value,"’ said Brennan of the shift 
“We're selling discounts. My 
things are discounted up to 40 
percent.”” 





Survey of computer owners analyzes usage of software

While home computers may be 
versatile, their primary use now 
appears to be super 
typewriters. That’s what Con- 
sumer Reports’ editors found 
after analyzing the responses cf 
some 10,000 computer owners toa 
questionnaire on personal com- 
puter usage (published in the 
February and March 1985 issues 
of Consumer Reports magazine) 














Kighty-five percent of those 
responding use their computers 
for word-processing, and half 
called that their single most im- 
portant use for the computer. Fil- 
ing and record-keeping are the 
next most frequent uses for the 
home units. 

The questionnaire also asked

If a soft- 
ware program generated 50 or 
more responses, the opinions 
about it were tabulated. The com- 
bined results for the various pro-

While the results of this 
volunteer poll are necessarily 
subjective, they still may provide 
you with a useful guide if you’re 
planning to buy word-processing 
software for your personal com- 
puter. 
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For instance, owners of the Ap- 
ple Macintosh who reported on 
that computer’s Macwrite word- 
processing program found it very 
pasy to use. And nearly all of the 
were satisfied with the 
software. Two-thirds said they 
were very satisfied 


Those who own the Word Jug- 
gler and Appleworks programs 
for the Apple II line of computers 
found the programs to be most 
satisfying; they were also among 
the easiest to use, according to 
the owners. (Appleworks is an in-

If you're paying for your new 
car on the installment plan, you 
may find the new monthly pay- 
ment book a bit thicker than it us- 
ed to be. 


Many people are spreading 
payments over a longer period to 
lower the monthly burden. Now, 
48- and even 60-month payment 
terms are available, and are be- 
ing heavily promoted by some 
new-car dealers. 


While taking out a longer loan 
may shrink the amount you have 
to pay each month, Consumer 
Reports’ editors say that it also 
will increase the total amount of 
interest you pay. 

Look at an $8,000, 13 percent 
auto loan, for example. With a 36- 
month loan, you'd pay $270 a 
month. With a 60-month loan, 
your payment would be only $182. 
But stretching the payments over 
the extra two years means you 
pay much more interest in total 
— almost $3,000 in interest on the 
60-month loan, compared with 
only $1,704 in interest on the 36- 
month loan. 


Most auto loans have fixed 
rates for the entire term of the 
loan. But lately, a few lenders are 
offering variable-rate auto loans. 

With a variable-rate loan, you 
get a lower initial interest rate. 
But the lender gets a hedge 
against the risk of fluctuating in- 
terests rates during the life of the 
loan, Variable-rate auto loans 
are still rare nationwide, but 
banks in California seem to be 
pushing them. 

When Consumer Reports’ 
editors surveyed 100 banks and 
savings and loans in 10 major 
U.S. cities this summer, they 
found interest rates on a $7,500 
fixed-rate new-car loans were 
generally in the 12.5 percent to 
14.5 percent range. 

But the editors note that the 
rates vary considerably, In 
Chicago, you might pay 14.75 per- 
cent at one bank and 11.9 percent 
at another. One New York bank 
was charging 12.45 percent, while 
a second charged 14,5 percent 

Until recently, no points were 
usually charged on an auto loan, 
(A point equals 1 percent of the 
amount borrowed.) Lately, 
however, some banks, par- 
ticularly in California, are begin- 
ning to charge “‘processing"’ or 
“document” fees ranging from 
$20 to $100, or sometimes 1 per- 
cent of the principal of the loan. 
The banks say the fees are to 
cover the expense of paperwork 

According to the Truth-In- 
Lending Law, this finance charge 
must be included in the Annual 
Percentage Rate. But Consumer 
Action, a San Francisco-based 
group that recently surveyed 
California financial institutions, 
found that some banks do not 
adhere strictly to the law. So be 
particularly wary if you are told 
you'll be charged a fee for a car 
loan 

The editors also say you should 
be cautious of banking tie-ins 
The services offered in a package 
by a single bank that includes, 
say, both a checking account and 
an auto loan, may cost more than 
the same services purchased 
separately from two different 
banks. You may find a better 
deal if you seek other sources for 
new-car financing, such as credit 
unions and auto-finance com- 
panies like General Motors Ac- 
ceplance rp. and Chrysler 
Credit, as well as insurance com 
panies.

In 1801 Richard Trevithick, an 
Englishman, carried seven passengers on 
a steam-driven carriage, and six years 
later in Switzerland, a gentleman named 
Isaac de Rivaz constructed a trolley-like 
device which ignited gasoline using an 
electric spark — an e¢ ancestor of the 
high-output combustion chambers seen in 
engines almost two centuries later 

But for clarity's sake, let us agree with 
most historians and stick with Benz, 
whose name still graces one of the world’s 
most respected marques. 

That same year, in 1885, another Ger- 
man named Gottlieb Daimler developed a 
gasoline engine light enough for use in a 
motoreycle. Daimler made a living sup- 
plying motors for airships, boats, 
firepumps and saws. Somehow, his efforts 
eventually dovetailed with those of Benz 
and the motoring age completed its first 
mile 

On Jan, 29, 1886, Benz, then 42, was 
granted the patent for the first practical 
automobile. But it was not until 1889 that 


















the motoring age received worldwide 
recognition, 

In observance of the French Revolu- 
tion's centennial, France hosted a World 
Exposition that attracted inventors from 
all over Europe and surely planted the 
seeds of innovation in the minds of many, 
including a young boy named Louis 
Renault and a man called Armand 
Peugeot. 


Ever since then, more has happened to 
the automobile and its surrounding in- 
dustries than could ever be recorded. 
Before the 20th century dawned, men like 
Charles and Frank Duryea, Henry Ford 
and Ransom Olds were infected by the 
drive to turn the horseless carriage into 
an affordable, everyday mode of 
transportation. 


Like the telephone, invented in 1876, the 
new device would shrink time and 
distance forever. 

Historians agree that Ford's first trip 
down Detroit's Bagley Ave, at 2:00 in the 
morning one spring day in 1896 made him 
decide right then and there he would 
devote his life to the automobile. 

A little-known aside that took place dur- 
ing the car’s formative years focuses on 
the Selden Patent,”’ In 1879, George B 
Selden, a Rochester, N.Y., attorne’ 
plied for a patent on a gasoline-pow 
vehicle, but it was not issued right away 
because he constantly made changes to 
the original plans. 

Selden managed to keep the patent ap- 
plication pending for some 15 years, and it 
did not take effect until 1895 — giving him 
virtua! control over the entire fledgling in- 
dustry, since the patent had a 17-year life 

But the attorney never even bothered to 
build cars himself, and sold the rights in 
1899. In 1911, after many years of con- 
troversy over who could freely build an 
automobile, a U.S. Court of Appeals deci- 
sion virtually wiped out Selden's patent, 
clearing the way for U.S. makers to begin 
building cars. 








During the next decade, merger mania 
gripped the auto industry as larger firms 
bought out smaller operations or com- 
panies banded together to form a single 
entity. 


On Sept. 16, 1908, the state of New 
Jersey approved one such incorporation, 
which was to quickly grow into the na- 
tion’s largest automaker — General 
Motors Corp, 

By the following November, Buick 
Manufacturing Co. and the Olds Motor 
Vehicle Co, joined GM, The Oakland 
Motor Car Co., which became Pontiac in 
1926, and the Cadillac Automobile Co. 
joined in 1909, 

It was not until 1918 that Chevrolet, 
GM’s bread-and-butter division, joined 
the company. But between 1910 and 1920 
more than 30 companies with such names 
as Welch, Marquette and McLaughlin 
became part of GM's holding company, 
only to merge with one of the divisions or 
fade into history. 

Some years later, Walter P, Chrysler 
started work with GM’s Buick Motor Co. 
as a manager earning $6,000 a year. It was 
not long before his pay jumped to $50,000, 
but by then Chrysler had visions of form- 
ing his own company and left GM in 1920 

In 1924 the Chrysler Six was unveiled, 
and one year later, on June 6, 1925, 
Chrysler Motors Corp. was incorporated 














It was almost twenty years later before 
the last major U.S. carmaker, American 
Motors Corp., joined the big league in a 
merger of Nash-Kelyinator and Hudson 
Motor Car Co. 

In 1954 Studebaker Corp. and Packard 
Motor Car Co. merged to become 
Studebaker-Packard Co., but the now- 
defunct line never made the big leagues. 

George Romney, who later became 
governor of Michigan, was instrumental 
in turning AMC into a viable company by 
concentrating on the compact market, a 
segment left untouched by GM, Ford, and 
Chrysler 





Romney quit making the Nash and Hud- 
son cars in 1957, and later resurrected the 
Rambler name first seen in the early 
1900’s. AMC thrived while Packards, once 
exclusive luxury cars, became mundane, 
overweight dinosaurs in the 1950's. 
Studebaker began its plunge into oblivion 
in the early 1960's, 

During those years, the domestic auto 
industry enjoyed a market unrestrained 
by energy costs, government regulation 
and foreign competition. Fins were in, 
chrome came home, and all but a handful 
of cars sold well. 

There were failures, and none is as 
celebrated as the Edsel’s. That incident 
sobered many an auto executive to the 
fact that not all cars were runaway suc- 
cess stories, no matter how many 
marketing dollars were poured in 

Analysts believe the Edsel debacle cost 
Ford between $100 and $350 million, which 
were big dollars back in the late 1950s. 
Ford was looking to market a mid-level 
car to take advantage of postwar spen- 
ding power that had accumulated over a 
decade, Serious work on the Edsel began 
in 1955, and its launch in 1957 was hailed 
as the most expensive in automotive 
history 

The Edsel is a textbook 
marketing failure (some of the more 
unorthodox analysts believe it failed 
because its grille looked too female, to put 
it delicately), However, Ford claims it 
made up the loss by using the Edsel pro- 
duction facilities to build the successful 
Falcon compact that came out in 1960, one 
year after the Edsel was killed 

An earlier and lesser-known failure is 
the 1948 Tucker Torpedo, which had a 
combination of performance, 
aerodynamics, economy and crash 
resistance unlike any other car of its day 

Only a handful of the 4,200-pound pilot 
cars were built before Preston Tucker, 
the firm's owner, was charged with fraud 
and regulations violations by the | 
Securities Exchange Commission. |

Up from the mud

Pairs of women struggling in the mud, throwing the brown 
slime at the audience and ripping off each other’s clothes to 
the male yells of ‘‘T-shirt! T-shirt!”’ stopped photographer 
Peter Feldman dead in his tracks as he combed the 
Fryeberg Country Fair in Maine for photographic op- 
portunities three years ago. 

At the time, he wondered how the six women mud 
wrestlers could lower themselves to such extremes. But 
then, after watching for awhile, the Newton resident and 
Lexington psychologist noticed ‘ta mystery (about the mud 
wrestlers) in the play of motion and color.” 

“T thought there was something aesthetic that was happen- 
ing,” he recalls. ‘‘Most people saw this as a show. But they 
have lives outside the arena ... To me, it was the same in- 
trigue as in psychology — seeing the whole person. I didn’t 
want just pictures of mud wrestlers.’’ 

y What the 42-year-old Lexington psychologist wanted, he 
explains, was to ‘‘portray the wrestlers in a respectable 
way”’ and to capture ‘‘the tease and allure” that existed bet- 
ween the audience and the women wrestlers. 

Feldman says he succeeded, technically, in his efforts 
“through the use of light, blurred images, and a sense of 
choreography.” But he also attributes the outcome of his 
work to his ‘‘longitudinal study”’ of the wrestlers during the 
three-year period since he first observed their show. 

The results of Feldman’s photographical study are on 
display at the Newton Free Library, 414 Centre St., through 
the end of this month. 

Although women mud wrestlers seem an unlikely display 
for a public library, Feldman’s exhibit downplays the actual 
mud wrestling.

Stab suspect nabbed

WALTHAM — A probable cause hearing 


was scheduled for Nov. 19 in the alleged fatal 
stabbing by Martin Bowler of an Auburndale 
man. 

Standing silently without emotion, the 29- 
year-old Bowler, accused of stabbing 
Richard Farnese in the heart with a kitchen 
knife, entered no plea to the murder charge 
in Waltham District Court late last week. 

Judge Kevin R. Doyle ordered Bowler held 
on $500,000 double surety or $50,000 cash bail 
which he did not post. 

Bowler is accused of stabbing Farnese, 24, 
in a Watertown apartment during the early 
morning hours of October 27. The victim died 
in the hospital 10 days later. 

Wearing a white T-shirt which exposed a 
large green tattoo on his upper right arm, 
and bearing a small cut on his forehead, the 


former Watertown resident agreed to be 
represented by public defender Geoffrey 
Packard. Packard said his client had been 
examined by two Center for Mental Health 
therapists who believed him to be competent 
to stand trial. 

The former Waverley Avenue resident had 
been the subject of an intensive police search 
since the stabbing. Bowler was arrested last 
Thursday night in a Boston barroom after 
police traced a phone call he made from the 
bar. At the time of arrest, Bowler carried 
three knives on his person, police said. 

The assault in the Charles Street apart- 
ment allegedly occurred after a brief argu- 
ment. According to Watertown police, 
Farnese had been allowed to stay in the 
apartment by a female resident. The same 
woman, however, had ed Bowler to 
leave. Bowler then allegedly grabbed an 8-to

the groups’ 
climb out of the demeaning pits of mud fighting to the more 
respectable world of professional wrestling. 

One of these former mud wrestlers is ‘‘Misty Blue” (Diane 
Simmes in real life) who, along with the other five women, is 
coached each weekend by the infamous wrestling character 
“Killer” Kowolski, who runs a school in Boston. 

Many of the photographs focus around Diane, her husband Jon 
and their children, he says, because ‘“‘They’re like mother and 
father to the other six women.” 

To secure permission from the wrestlers to take the 
photographs, Feldman spent numerous days with the six women 
in their hometown of South Glen Falls, N.Y. ‘to try to develop a 
mutual respect,'’ he explains. 

“T was as different to them as they were to me,” he says, ’ 
since many of the women came from a background with family 
problems, and mud wrestling was a way out. 

Feldman, who has been taking pictures since he was 13, has 
always been concerned with gaining the trust of his subjects. 
During his picture-taking forays to fairs or to far-away coun- 
tries, he always totes along a Polaroid camera so he can give his 
subjects something in return for their cooperation — a polaroid 
picture of themselves. 

“T am doing something for them, they’re doing something for 
me,” he “You can’t go around snapping pictures of pebple. 
It’s like stealing things from them. 

“Sometimes people spend a half an hour with me. It's great, 
especially at the country fair. In China, I was doing this and I 
was being swamped by people lining up.”” 

Developing a rapport with the women mud wrestlers helped 
Feldman discover the ‘‘whole person”’ behind their careers, 
which looked unsavory from the surface. 

Feldman observed how Misty’s problems with her neighbors 
were “turned around”’ after she appeared on the covers of 
magazines in her professional wrestling role. 

In addition, he says, he recorded on film one woman's 
pregnancy, and would have liked to take pictures when another 
of the women was hospitalized for psychiatric problems. Un- 
fortunately, however, his efforts were checked by authorities. 

Feldman studied at the Photographic Workshop with Ernst 
Haas, Mary Ellen Mark, Michael O’Neill and Dick Durrance. 

His color photographs were on display last year at the Ledell 
Gallery in New York City. They have also been exhibited at

main factions — namely 
those who supported Shea’s 
leadership and those who did not. 

“If people think somebody else 
would be better at mending 
fences, then I would like to con- 
tinue as Land Use chairman. I 
just think it’s time to bring the 
board back to the kind of image it 
should have,”’ she said. 

“T also think we should have a 
stronger vice president, someone 
who can act as an impartial 
parliamentarian, '’ Creem added. 

Malec, currently the chairman 
of the Public Facilities Commit- 
tee, said he will be ‘‘talking to 
everyone on the board and listen- 
ing to what they think should be 
done’ over the next several 
weeks. 

He said he does not expect any 
“major revision of board pro- 
cedures and policies,’’ but is con- 
sidering consolidating some com- 
mittees and a scheduling change 
that would allow greater atten- 
dance at Land Use meetings. 

McGrath, the top aldermanic 
vote-getter during the last two 
elections, believes he has the ex- 
perience and support it takes to 
guide the board during the next 
term. 

“T've put my time in, In many 
communities, the person who 
receives the highest vote is, by 
ordinance, given the seat of 
president. I certainly have shown 
that my actions on the board are 
supported by my constitutents, I 
think I have as good, if not better, 
credentials than most of the other 
candidates," he said. 

McGrath admitted some reluc- 
tance to become president 
because the post would naturally 
reduce his opportunity to speak 
out and influence his colleagues 
on issues of concern. 

But the prospect of becoming 





president has not wilted his sense 
of humor.

I would not appoint 
chairmen just to get their votes,”’ 
according to McGrath. 

“I would ask for the funds to 
hire a person to instruct the 
Board of Aldermen on the rules of 
parlimentary procedure so that 
we all know how the rules work. 
Once we all understood the rules, 
we would run by the rules and the 
different interpretations we have 
now would be eliminated,” he ad- 
ded.

Recount set for School Committee race 


CHESTNUT HILL — The bat- 
tle for the School Committee seat 
between Patience Berkman and 
Sydra Schnipper in Ward 7 is still 
up for grabs. 


Berkman, the unofficial loser 
in last week’s election by a 
margin of only 23 votes, has pick- 
ed up the necessary papers from 
the Election Commission in order 
to begin an official recount of the 
election results. 


“It was a very close race, and 
the results might well remain the 
same,” she said. ‘“‘But I think a 
recount is important inorder to 
respect the desires of the city’s 
electorate.” 


According to state election 
laws, Berkman has 10 days to 
gather the signatures of 10 
registered voters from each of 
the city’s eight wards. Election 
Commission Executive 
Secretary Alan Licarie said 
Berkman must have the 
signatures in his office by 5 p.m. 
on Nov. 15. 


Once he receives the 
signatures and validates them, 
Licarie will set a recount date 
and meet with the “parties in- 
volved” to familiarize them with 
the proceedures 


One of the proceedures, he ex- 
plained, is allowing the can- 
didates to match the number of 
election officials with volunteers

of their own to monitor the re- 
count process. 


Berkman said she has already 
contracted the services of a 
lawyer who has “expertise in this 
field.” 


Her decision to pursue a re- 
count was immediate and a 
“matter of course,’ Berkman 
said. ‘It was not done out of the 
feeling of suspicion or ill feeling, 
but rather to double check the 
results since the race was so 
close.” 


Despite the upcoming recount, 
Schnipper said she expects to be 
sitting in the Ward 7 School Com- 
mittee seat when new members 
are installed on Jan. 2. 


“I'm confident the number will 
hold up,”’ she said. “If anything, 
T’ll probably pick up more." 


Surprisingly, Berkman agreed 
with her opponent’s assessment 
of the recount results, but still 
plans to keep an open mind as the 
date for the new tally ap- 
proaches. 


“T fully expect the outcome to 
remain the same ... in fact, per- 
sons who win the race usually end 
up with more votes. I would be 
absolutely delighted if the results 
were turned around,” she said 


“No matter what the outcome 
is,’ Berkman said, ‘I think we 
both ran very effective cam- 
paigns,”’

Possible 115-year sentence for extortion 


BOSTON A 63-year-old 
Newton man pleaded guilty in 
U.S, District Court Tuesday to 
extortion and bid-rigging 
charges, in a case involving a 
Watertown housing rehabilita- 
tion program 

James J. Pepicelli, of 43 Rustic 
St., was employed in the town’s 
federally-funded Home Improve- 
ment program as a_ housing 
rehabilitation specialist until Oc- 
tober 1984, 

He was charged with extorting 
more than $10,000 from four 
home remodeling contractors 
who participated in the program 
and submitting faked bids to 
agencies that funded the repairs. 





Pepicelli initially pleaded inno- 
cent to all 33 counts against him, 
including four counts of extor- 
tion, one of attempted extortion 
and 28 of making false 
statements. 

But Tuesday, just before his 


trial was to begin, Pepicelli's 
court-appointed attorney, 
Richard Dahlen, notified U.S. 
District court Judge Walter J 
Skinner his client wanted to 
change his plea. Pepicelli subse- 
quently pleaded guilty to the ex- 
tortion and attempted extortion 
counts and to three of the false 
statement counts. In return, 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Thomas 
J. Curley withdrew the remain- 
ing charges. 

Pepicelli is facing a maximum 
penalty of 115 years in jail and an 
$80,000 fine, but Curley told Skin- 
ner that the government would 
ask for no more than two years in 
jail 

Dahlen said he will ask the 
judge to impose a maximum 
sentence of three years unsuper- 
viesed probation, based on 
Pepicelli’s age and the fact that 
this is his first offense. 

Skinner scheduled a sentencing 
hearing for Dec. 9.

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A perfect muzzle 
for Ald. McGrath 


Almost two years ago, right after the 
municipal election, the entire leadership of 
the Board of Aldermen was realigned with 
one goal in mind: Muzzle McGrath. 

One veteran alderperson had just step- 
ped down after years of service because 
she said a ‘‘mean”’ spirit had come over 
the board. Her colleagues complained that 
there was no longer any way to disagree 
without being disagreeable. 

Formally, the effort that ended with 
Board President Matt Jefferson’s being 
replaced by Ward 4 Alderman Carol Ann 
Shea was termed an attempt to ‘‘change 
the tenor of the board.’”’ Informally, it was 
acknowleged that the whole, intricate 
scheme had one goal: to shut up Dick 
McGrath. 

Indeed, the diatribes of the sanguine 
Alderman-at-Large from Ward 4 have 
achieved such notoriety that even citizens 
who have never darkened the doors of the 
august aldermanic chamber know all 
about them. Granted he often has a good 
point to make, but when the decibels start 
to mount and his face gets as red as a stop 
light, some of his more demure colleagues 
tend to turn their backs. It’s so 
embarrassing when someone cuts loose 
like that. 

The last attempt at shutting McGrath up 
failed badly. Besides the fact that the plan 
demanded installing some real question 
marks in committee chairs in return for 
their support of the coup, McGrath has not 
missed a beat or an opportunity to 
obstruct the ‘‘smooth flowing” business of 
the board with an outburst about citizens’ 
rights, fiscal responsibility, the necessity 
for longterm planning or some such 
“nonsense.’’ 

The Newton Graphic has a plan that is 
guaranteed to accomplish what all past at- 
tempts have failed to do. 

One way to make sure McGrath never 
again confounds or upsets a board presi- 
dent is to make McGrath, himself, presi- 
dent. 

Imagine the decorum. Imagine the 
calm, rational debate ... the coolheaded 
problem solving. With McGrath strapped 
with the responsibilities of the presidency, 
you could even take your kids to a Board of 
Aldermen meeting to show them how city 
government works without worrying about 
their having bad dreams for a month after- 
ward. 

McGrath has declared that he intends to 
run for the presidency, pointing out that, if 
he were president, the city would enjoy the 
services of ‘‘a full-time mayor.’’ Given 
that the board president serves as acting 
mayor when the mayor is out of the city, 
McGrath predicts that Mayor Ted Mann 
wouldn’t spend a Sunday afternoon in Spr- 
ingfield for fear of what McGrath might do 
in his absence. 

More realistically, McGrath topped the 
ticket among aldermen this year; and, in 
some places, that would automatically win 
him the presidency. He has worked long 
and hard during his years as alderman, 
something even his worst enemies on the 
board would have to concede. 

Most important to the Graphic: 
McGrath seems to appreciate the im- 
portance of keeping the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches of government separate 
and distinct. 

That alone distinguishes him from most 
of his colleagues who are clamoring for the 
gavel.

Non-voters can’t complain

Usually, after each election day, I try to 
write an anecdotal column, but this year is dif- 
ferent, because I couldn’t find the election 

First, I headed for Emerson School, but 
there were no signs or workers. I found peren- 
nial campaign worker Brian Yates in a sedan, 
drying off, claiming that his signs had been 
stolen. Imagine, on election day ... dirty tricks 
in Newton. Hard to believe. 

So I rescued Brian and we decided to look 
for the election. No one at Angier, Pierce, 
Community Center, Zervas ... no one 
anywhere. No workers. No voters. No people. 

Finally, we found the election in Ward 4. 
Carol Ann Shea was standing under an um- 
brella, freezing and wet. Dick McGrath had on 
a slicker and seemed to be enjoying himself as 
much as Gene Kelly did in ‘‘Singing in the 
Rain.’’ There were even voters to be found in 
Ward 4. 

We left there and headed for Ward 7, where 
there was a hot race for School Committee.I 
saw a poll worker there, covered completely 
by a black poncho, talking to each voter who 
entered the polls. 

Some things in life are certain. One is that 
Rep. David Cohen will be in front of Ward 
School on election day. 


A few observations about the vote: 

Polly Bryson’s victory in Ward 4 is a tribute 
to hard work and local activism. But the story 
behind the story is Dick McGrath. 

Two years ago, a clique on the Board of 


Aldermen decided to depose Matt Jefferson as 
president and Dick McGrath as chairman of 
the Public Facilities Committee. 

This past election day was McGrath's 
revenge, and he earned it. McGrath's 
organization, led by his wife, Joan, pulled out 
voters in the pouring rain, when nobody else 
could. 

Carol Ann Shea has been a good alderman 
and deserved a better fate, but Carol Ann 
never had a chance against the McGrath 
Machine. 

There is no doubt that McGrath is con- 
troversial. Very few people are neutral about 
the man. But one thing is clear: He is a consis- 
tent vote-getter and probably the most 
dynamic presence on the Board of Aldermen 
Those who don’t like the man had better learn 
to deal with him. 


The mayor was unopposed, so it was hard to 
read anything into his tally. I was a little upset 
that long-deceased Mayor James Hyde 
received 60 votes. That’s almost as many as I 
got four years ago!!! 





Expect big things of the other two new 
aldermen, Susan Basham and Joshua David- 
son. They both have the potential to be real 
assets to the board. 


Are you aware that the School Committee 
has now been taken over by teachers and 
former teachers? This should make life in- 
teresting when the School Committee con- 


ducts collective bargaining talks for teachers’ 
contracts 


Keep your eye on Sally Rizzo. The woman is 
not only a dynamo, but an extremely fair and 
thoughtful individual. She should esteablish 
her own identity on the committee. 


The battle of the Ward 7 School Committee 
candidates lived up to all predictions. It was a 
cliffhanger, decided by only 23 votes. Both 
candidates Sydra Schnipper and Patie 
Berkman — ran class campaigns. This city 
could use more of that 


Finally, the passage of the moratorium is no 
great shock. People will always vote for the 
status quo. 

What remains to be seen is whether the 
aldermen will listen to a miniscule popular 
vote in deciding whether to enact a policy with 
great ramifications. 

Before they jump to ban construction, the 
aldermen should remember that only 25 peo- 
ple showed up for a public hearing on the 
moratorium, 


So, what’s changed? Very little. 

What issues were decided on Tuesday? Very 
few. 

And how much right do most of you have to 
complain about future city policy? Very little.

The petition for Mail-in Registra- 
tion, which is now accumulating 
the signatures necessary to put it 
on the ’86 ballot, will significantly 
improve voter registration in 
Massachusetts. The option to 
register by mail as prescribed in 
this initiative will make voter 
registration easier, more efficient 
and less vulnerable to fraud. The 
League of Women Voters is work- 
ing hard to make this statewide 
signature drive a success. 

Most peopie are not aware of 
Massachusetts’ disappointing elec- 
toral record: At least one quarter 
of our citizens are not registered to 
vote. Massachusetts registration 
laws are very restrictive and old- 
fashioned — requiring in-person 
registration before a registrar ser- 
ving a single community. Working 
and single parents, busy ex- 
ecutives and moonlighters, college 
students who live away from home, 
people who move (12 percent of

In some communities 
other than Newton, where 
registrars are less willing and able, 
these efforts to enfranc! citizens 
are sabotaged by official lack of 
cooperation. 

League members who move here 
from other states are surprised by 
this situation. Many of them come 
from one of the 22 states (including 
California, New York, Texas, Pen- 
nsylvania, Ohio and New Jersey) 
which already have mail-in op- 
tions. The president of the

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Teachers challenge NTA

NEWTON — A group of teachers have filed peti- 
tions with the State Labor Relation Commission, 
challenging the agency service fee they are re- 
quired to pay the Newton Teachers Association 
(NTA) under state law. 

Vicki Patterson, a fifth grade teacher at the 
Horace Mann Elementary School, is one of 11 
teachers who attended a hearing last week to 
dispute last year’s dues demanded by the local, 
state and national teachers’ unions 

“I’m contesting the amount of the agency service 
fee demanded by my unions because I believe the 
amount demanded represents more than my fair 
share of the union costs,"’ she said. ‘‘In addition, the 
fees demanded of me by the unions are a violation 
of my rights under the United States Constitution 
and the Massachusetts Declaration of Rights.” 

Patterson said she is willing to pay her “fair 
share of dues for collective bargaining,”’ but will 
not support the ‘nefarious purposes’’ of NTA, the 
Massachusetts Teacher Association (MTA) and the 
National Education Association (NEA). 

“Their policies are in total opposition to my views 
and beliefs of quality education,”’ Patterson said. 
“And I don’t believe in being part of an association 
or union with which I have nothing in common.” 

For example, she explained, the unions have 
traditionally favored merit pay raises, been against 
competency testing for teachers and pays its 
leadership three to four times what teachers get. 

According to the President of the NTA Tony 
Croce, agency fee service challengers Patterson 
and the others are required to pay 90-94 percent of 
the total dues for collective bargaining as a matter 
of state law. 

“As members of a union or association which 
represents them as designated bargaining 
representatives,” Croce said, ‘‘the law says it’s fair 
to charge them an agency service fee less than full 
dues.""

and was served a court summons in her classroom 
She finally paid the dues because she did have the 
time or energy to defend herself. 

As a result of research and contact with other 
teachers who refuse to pay, Patterson is challeng- 
ing last year's dues which amount to $270 — $74 to 
the NTA, $178 to the MTA and $18 to the NEA. This 
years dues, could be in the area of $318, she said. 

Most of the benefits members receive by paying 
the dues are subscriptions to magazines and 
assorted literature which Patterson said she does 
not read anyway. 

To avoid legal prosecution, Patterson put the last 
year’s money in an escrow account until the labor 
commission reaches a decision. According to Pat- 
terson and a lawyer for the MTA, it will be a long 
time before a final decision on the matter by the 
labor commissioon is made. 

“T's a very time consuming process compared to 
a lot of other unions,” Brian Reilly, the lawyer for 
the NTA and MTA, said. “It is ususally eral 
years before a decision is made ... and that's why 
the money is put into a sub-joint escrow account.” 

Patterson does not care how long the process 
takes. stand up for what I believe in no matter 
how long it takes,” she said. ‘And, I feel as thought 
my rights are being taken away by the teachers’ 
unions.”

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Board backs Land Bank bill

NEWTON -— Alderman Verne Vance, con- 
tending the city needs more money to main- 
tain parks and recreation land, is 
spearheading a local drive to get the state 
Legislature's approval of a bill to provide the 
city with those funds 

I would like to see the Board of Aldermen 
adopt a resolution urging the state 
Legislature to pass House Bill 6716 the 
Open Space Land Bank Fund Bill 
(OSLBF),"’ Vance said after the aldermanic 
Legislation and Rules committee passed his 
resolution last week 

The OSLBF bill, if passed, would allow 
municipalities to place a surcharge on real 
estate transactions. The money would be us- 
ed to purchase available land for parks and 
nature conservatories or maintain and 
renovate those in existence 

The bill — which is currently in the House 
Committee on Third Reading — has a local- 
option clause. In Newton, voters would have 
to approve the bill through a referendum 
ballot question before it would go into effect 











The board would decide whether to levy the 2 
percent maximum surcharge allowed or a 
fraction of it. All commercial and residential 
real estate transactions would be subject to 
the tax based on the value of the land before 
development. 

“We talked about the philosophical argu- 
ment against financing open space with a tax 
placed only upon sales of property from and 
after the date when the bill is adopted,” 
Vance said. “That counter argument may 
well be true, but with limited funds today, 
past experience shows the city is not likely to 
feel it has the funds it needs to fund the 
(parks and recreation space) program we'd 
like to have. If we are to have a shot at this, 
(the OSLBF bill) is the only game in town.” 


Vance said there are a number of parks in 
the city that could use an overhaul. 

“A lot of (the money) could be used to 
maintain Cold Spring Park and the Kennard 
Conservation ar he said. ‘‘Another area 
where they are really hurting for funds is 
Novitiate Park. There is no sense in making 
it a major park, but we could take care of it 








with plantings of additional trees or flowers 
and improved maintenance of it. We could 
also have some kind of facilities at some 
point in the future so that people could go 
swimming in the Charles River. Money 
could be used to pay the salary of a lifeguard 
so people could swim there more than once a 
year.”

“Aside from the question of possible large 
tracts of land that might become available, 
such as the golf courses, there are op- 
portunities that come up from time to time to 
purchase smaller parce Jance said 
“When I was a young thing '§ ago, We US- 
ed to play football on vacant lots.

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A role model

NEWTON HIGHLANDS 
While it may seem that decisions 
about what goes on the nightly 
newscast take place in ivory 
towers far away from the people 
who watch, WBZ-TV anchor- 
woman Liz Walker says the local 
angle is often the tail that wags 
the dog. 

“Look at the Sakharov case,” 
Walker told a packed Sunday 
Brunch Club gathering at the 
Woman's Club in Newton 
Highlands. ‘‘Here you have an in- 
ternational event, but it is also an 
event that is taking place right 
here in Newton and it involves 
your neighbors. Because the 
Boston area is one of the top ten 
markets in the nation, the local 
affiliates are very independent 
and we look for the local angle to 
major stories like this. We want 
to explain the ramifications of an 
event to the people who are wat- 
ching us."" 

As an anchor, Walker says she 
has input into which stories are 
aired and the significance assign- 
ed to each. Just as important, she 
argues, is finding out what com- 
munities want to know by getting 
involved with them on a personal 
level 

‘I do these things about two or 
three times a week,’’ Walker 
says of the single: brunch 
question-and-answer session. ‘I 
like to get out with the people 
because I’m an emotional per- 
son. When I’m on the air, I have 
to collect my emotions. But at 
these meetings, I can loosen up.”’ 

From the start, Walker had no 
trouble doing what she does best 
— bringing the audience into a 
story. A good example was her 
defense of the marathon 
coverage of Hurricane Gloria. 
While some in the audience 
described it as ‘‘overblown,”’ 
Walker defended it with 
humorous anecdote. 

“When (WBZ weatherman) 
Bruce Schwoegler first found out 
about the hurricane, he was calm 
on the air,” Walker recalls. “‘But 
after we went off the air, he came 
into the newsroom screaming, 
‘We're all gonna die!’ When the 
hurricane did hit, it was the worst 
night of my life, because I was 
worried. There we were, telling 
everyone else what to do, but I 
was thinking, ‘What about us?’ 

“We did beat the story to 
death,'’ she continues, ‘‘but we 
did our job of informing people. It 
would be a lot worse if we didn’t 
report something that turned out 
to bea disaster.” 

The daughter of a minister in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, Walker 
attended the University of 
Wisconsin and studied speech 
and theater. Watching the au- 
dience reaction — ranging from 
belly laughs to oohs and aahs — it 
is easy to see how Walker com- 
bines all three factors to form a 
unique blend of sincere concern 
for what she covers with candor 
and an easy-going and often self- 
deprecating sense of humor 

‘I'll admit I was lucky to get in 
the business,’’ Walker sa smil- 
ing all the while. “I was hired 
because I was black. Back in the

early 70s, if you were black anda 
woman, they'd grab you off the 
street. I mean, here I was, just 
out of school, and a station in Lit- 
tle Rock hires me to be director 
of public relations. They gave me 
a huge office, with a huge desk. I 
was very naive. I thought it was 
great.” 

After a few weeks, though, 
Walker says she became 
frustrated with a ‘‘token”’ job. 

“The situation reminded me of 
a book — ‘‘The Spook Who Sat by 
the Door — about tokenism. I just 
sat there for three weeks. Final- 
ly, I started going down to the 
newsroom everyday,”’ she says. 
“After six months, they gave me 
a job. It was a sexist kind of 
thing, but I felt I had to walk on 
water to prove that I was just as 
good as anyone else. I did 
everything that you can do ina 
newsroom, but that was the at- 
titude I felt I had to have in order 
to succeed."’ 

In addition to subtle prejudice 
Walker says she has encountered 
during her 12-year career 
because she is a black woman, 
there is also the matter of height, 
and, believe it or not, her teeth. 

“The first question people 
usually ask me,"’ she says, ‘“‘is 


about my height. Well, let me tell 
you right now that I am 6-1‘. If I 
really want to impress 
somebody, I'll tell them I’m 6’- 
5‘'. I've had people I worked with 
at other places ask me to stand in 
the gutter while they stood on the 
street to even things off, but it 
doesn't really bother me 
anymore. I am what I am." 

Walker admits that her current 
co-workers do make some con- 
cessions. 

“Both Jack (Williams) and 
Bob (Lobel) sit on pillows,"’ she 
says. 

As for her teeth, Walker recalls 
a time when a station in Atlanta 
offered her a job on the condition 
she get her teeth ‘‘fixed 

“They said they really wanted 
me,"’ Walker says, ‘‘but they also 
said I have this gap in between 
my two front teeth that was 
distracting. I went to the person 
you go to to take care of such 
things and got braces. Of course, 
the job was filled before I could 
get my braces off, but I figured I 
was doing something to help my 
career. So, after a year of spit- 
ting on people, I got my braces 
off. What finally happened? My 
teeth separated again.” 

Her first ‘‘big story,’ Walker 
ys, was covering the People’s 
Temple in San Francisco at the 
time of Jim Jones’ mass cult 
suicide in Guyana 

“It was a crazy 
Francisco,’ she says. ‘‘The 
whole cult thing v big, both 
with the Moonies and the Peo- 
ple’s Temple. Before the inci- 
dent, Jim Jones was a real hero 
in San Francisco and I had been 
covering what was going on 
After Congressman Leo Ryan 
was shot and Jones’ followers 
were found dead, I went down 
there.” 

Her report, ‘‘Jonestown 
Postscript to Madness’’ won an 
Emmy award. Though it was a 
tragedy of epic proportions, 
Walker admits that it is the kind 
of story that attracts people to 
the business. 

“It was the story of the decade 
The people who died there were, 
for the most part, just like 
anyone else. When I went down 
there, it was chaos. No one really 
knew the extent of what was go- 
ing on. 

“Everyone in this business 
always wants to get that ‘really 
big story,’’’ she adds. ‘‘I just hope 
it wasn’t my last.” 

Walker is a busy woman. The 
brunch is followed by a drive to 
the Brighton studio where she is 
putting the final touches on ‘‘Ban- 
ned in Boston”’ — a series on cen- 
sorship in the Hub.

Learning English, however, is 
a bit more difficult.

In Chinese, persons do not use 
“‘the’’ when they are speaking 
about a particular noun, he said.

Creating, producing and successfully 
marketing a new board game is 
something like winning at chess. It re- 
quires guile, a heady intellect, an eye 
for detail and a brash willingness to 
take a risk. 

It also requires a little bit of luck. 

Just ask Oliver Komar, a 20-year-old 
whiz kid and former shoe salesman 
from Newton Highlands who eschewed 
college to start his own game company 
— Rupicola Productions, Inc. 

Komar and his partner, Alfred 
Wilson, a former teacher and soccer 
coach at Newton South High School, 
have ‘spent their savings”’ along with 
$20,000 of investors’ money for the 
chance to score big in board games. 

And they’re playing to win. 

“T found I'd lost the joy in teaching,’ 
explains Wilson, a 38-year-old native of 
Great Britain who now lives in 
Walpole. ‘‘So I needed to try something 
else.” 

This ‘‘something else’’ ended up be- 
ing Rupicola — a board game the 
enterprising pair is marketing for 
Christmas 1985, and namesake of their 
production company — and a half- 
dozen other games currently in the 
works. 

The name Rupicola is taken from a 
genus of South American bird more 
commonly known as the “rock cock."” 
Komar and Wilson are both avid bird- 
watchers, and originally were drawn 
together through a common interest in 
the hobby. 

But it wasn’t until 1983, when Komar 
graduated from Newton South High 
School and then went to work at Chan- 
nel 25 as associate producer for ‘‘Star 
Market High School Quiz,”’ that the in- 
terest in board games surfaced. 

Ironically, a team from Newton 
South that season won a trip to a na- 
tional tourney in Dallas. And in July 
1984, both Komar and Wilson, having 
worked to prep the team, went along as

coach and advisor — an experience 
Wilson still terms ‘‘one of the 
highlights”’ of his teaching career 

“The students at the national cham- 
pionship in Dallas were among the 
most impressive I have ever met,’’ he 
recalls. ‘‘They put lie to the idea that 
such competitions attract the les 
serious, le. academic students.” 

At the same time, Komar and W 
were employed by a Cambridg 
called, appropriately, ‘‘QuizViz. 
firm had developed and then sold to 
Newsweek magazine the idea for an 
“alternative” trivia game — alter- 
native, that is, to Trivial Pursuit. 

Komar served as director of editing, 
research and production, while Wilson 
was chief editor and production expert. 
They hired roughly 10 teachers and 20 
students from Newton South to 
research the game’s 5,400 questions. 

“Writing and editing quality ques- 
tions is a creative challenge,’ Wilson 
says ruefully. ‘‘Once you get past the 
first 250 or so, the next 4,000 can be 
pretty tough.” 

“At that time I was putting in 18-hour 
days,’’ Komar adds. “In a three-week 
span I stayed up all night five times.’ 

Despite the affiliation with Newsweek 
and the rush to perfect the trivia game, 
QuizViz was not exactly swamped with 
orders. Though quite successful as a 
subscription premium (more than 
450,000 were distributed to new 
subscribers), the Newsweek game 
never caught on in the retail market. 

“Tt came too late,’’ Komar says 
reflectively. ‘‘It missed the boat.” 

Feeling their creative energies 
“undervalued and underused,’’ Komar 
and Wilson wanted to start work ona 
new project, and decided to split off on 
their own 


































Initially, the pair intended to create 
new variations on Trivial Pursuit. One, 
based on puns, was tentatively dubbed 








“Trivial Punishment.’’ Another 
featured such ‘in ible questions” 
as: ‘‘Who was the first president born 
in a hospital?” (Think about it.) These 
options were scrapped when Trivial 
Pursuit began marketing its own series 
of variants. 

“One problem with trivia is that it 
gets outdated so quickly,’’ Wilson says. 
With this axiom firmly in mind, the 

pair decided what was needed was a 
strategic board game that could be us- 
ed with existing Trivial Pursuit ques- 

tions. 

“T originally designed the board as a 
replacement for the Trivial Pursuit 
board, which I felt was too simple and 
unexciting,’’ Wilson says 

The board does resemble somewhat 
the Trivial Pursuit board, except it is 
more ornate and designed on a 
medieval theme. Artwork was done by 
Fred Aeriel, an artist residing in 
Westwood. 

Several months, and an estimated 300 
practice games later, the duo emerged 
with a prototype — a version ‘‘shrink- 
wrapped” in plastic designed to retail 
for $8. But the response from toy 
manufacturers was lukewarm at best, 
particularly from the head buyer at 
Toys-R-Us.

“They told us to put it in a box and 
they’d put it on the shelves with the 
other trivia games,’’ Komar says 
‘‘Most wanted to wait for Chris 
1986."’ 

Undaunted, Komar and Wilson were 
sure they were on the right track. They 
forged ahead at their own pace, in- 
corporating in February 1985 and ignor- 
ing the old ‘‘rush the job to the 
market” business axiom, which virtual- 
ly assures flaws in production. 

“We wanted to keep control and 
supervise every step of the design, 
testing and manufacturing of Ruy 
to assure quality control,’’ Wilson says 

The result is a strategic board game 
which can be played with or without 
trivia. Youngsters can play a simplifie 
version, while the full-fledged adult 
version — which requires diplomacy, 
tact and a bent for persuasion — ap- 
peals to that Machiavellian instinct in- 
side all of us. 

At present, Rupicola is available in 
three retail stores — The Treehouse in 
Newton Centre, Games People Play in 
Harvard Square and Mr. Big Toyland 
in Waltham. The game also will be sold 
by several high schools in the greater 
Boston area as a fund-raising project. 

“High school kids are fairly influen- 
tial in setting trends,’’ says Wilson. 

And trends are important when in- 
troducing a new game (or any product, 
for that matter) to the retail market. 
Recall the wild rush two years ago to 
buy Trivial Pursuit and Cabbage Patch 
Dolls — two products that were adver- 
tised sparingly. It just goes to show, 
Wilson says, ‘‘word of mouth’”’ 
generates more interest in new pro- 
ducts than saturation advertising. 

“People buy games either because 
they’ve played it and liked it or they've 
heard about it,’”’ he says. ‘‘Advertising 
doesn't do it unless you’re pumping in 
millions of dollars — and then it's a big 
risk.”’ 
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from a circular periphery, 
through a concentric maze of 
sorts to a castle located at the 
center of the board. Very similar 
to Trivial Pursuit? 

Wrong. 

Located en route to the elusive 
“keep’’ are a series of gateways, 
trapdoors and chutes — devilish 
contraptions guaranteed to send 
blood pressure skyrocketing 
Players start the game with a 
supply of gates, which are used to 
block gateways and can be open- 
ed only with keys acquired from 
a “‘keybank,"’ 

From two to six can play. But 
from personal experience, the 
game becomes more intriguing 
with three or more players con- 
tracting with each other to con- 
spire against their common 
rivals. 

Contracts bind two players to 
place gates on the board during a 
specific turn, and players receive 
one key for every gate they place 


negotiated on any turn, but may 
not contain agreements about 
any movements in the future 

In practice, these negotiations 
tend to be the high point of the 
game — especially when pla 
start bailing out of alliances and 
turning on one another 

“Some people have said the 
game can really get people 
aroused,’’ Wilson smiles. ‘I real- 
ly liked that.”’ 

When played with trivia the 
rules differ only slightly, and the 
Spaces on the pathways are color 
coded to match popular trivia 
card sets 

‘We've been advised by 
games-industry experts to stress 
Rupicola is a non-trivia strategy 
game which has the ability to in 
corporate trivia,’’ Wilson says 
“It is not a trivia game which can 
be played without trivia.” 

Players answering questions 
correctly receive one key. Incor- 
rect answers are up for grabs 
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answer. And woe be to those who 
answer up-for-grabs questions in- 
correctly and lose all their keys. 


According to a narrative inside 
the box, the *‘legend”’ of Rupicola 
originated in the Middle Ages 
when the kingdom of Rupicola, 
set high in northern Spain, was 
struck by the plague. Among the 
casualties was the entire royal 
family, and in the ensuing chaos 
the six surviving members of the 
King’s Council each tried to grab 
for himself the reins of power 
Unable to name a successor, the 
six councilors agreed to have the 
royal engineer design a game 
whose winner would be crowned 
king and founder of a new royal 
line. The game required a com- 
bination of strategy, diplomacy, 
boldness and luck 

‘That was long ago,"’ the story 
reads. ‘‘But the legend, and the 
game, live on.""

As testimony to that risk factor. 
Komar says more than 90 trivia games 
were introduced on the heels of the 
Trivial Pursuit craze. Almost none sur- 
vive 

Will Rupicola make it? Komar and 
Wilson think so. 

“One thing I’m very confident about 
is that it’s a good game,"’ Komar says 
“Our assumption is that anyone who 
plays it will like it. It’s all in the

Turkey is no longer for the

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — Chef 
Eddie Fitzpatrick believes to the 
depths of his globe-trotting soul 
Thanksgiving turkey does not 
have to be the same old tastes 
and textures. 

In fact, he insists the noble 
bird, preferred to the eagle by 
Ben Franklin as the emblem of a 
new nation, deserves con- 
siderably better than the treat- 
ment it gets in most holiday kit- 
chens. 

“Gastronomically, it’s a 
disaster,’’ said the Welsh-born 
executive chef of the Westin 
Canal Place hotel. ‘“‘But how do 

| you get away from that image? 

| It's thrown in the oven, pulled out 
five or six hours later and it’s ab- 
solutely ruined.” 

Several years back, during his 
trek around the world via the 
hotel and cruise industries, Fitz- 
patrick went looking for a way to 
save turkey from this traditional 
abomination. 

He had realized from a tender 
age the bird had great versatili- 
ty, perhaps as great as a better- 
handled meat such as veal. Yet 
from the smallest family dinner 
to the banquet halls of grand 
hotels, it turned up no way other 
than roasted and sliced for 
generally joyless consumption. 

One day, while paging through 
one of France’s ancient recipe 
collections, Fitzpatrick found the 

| inspiration he needed — a dish 
called Breast of Turkey Parfum 
| des Gourmets. 

It represented to him the 
highest aspirations a_ turkey 
might entertain. It allowed the 
bird to be showcased in a manner 

| that left its meat juicy while giv- 
ing off a luscious sauce without 
the usual last-minute assault of 
| flour. 

“This way it’s much more suc- 
culent,”’ said Fitzpatrick. ‘“‘It 
does take a bit more expertise in 
butchery, but this is the thing — 
have a little bit of courage and 
just do it.” 

The chef gained his initial ex- 
pertise from his parents, who 
worked in restaurants in west 
Wales, then apprenticed in 
Switzerland and labored in Lon- 
don before hooking up with the P 
& O Line for its sailings in the Far 
East. 

Cunard picked Fitzpatrick up 
from P & O, giving him ever- 
widening responsibilities on fam- 
ed liners like the Mauritania, the 
Queen Elizabeth, the Caronia and 
the Queen Mary. 

The years that followed Fitz- 
patrick’s return to land saw him 
taking his high white hat, and the 
woman he had married, through 
a series of jobs back home in 
Wales and in Manila, Paris, Lon- 
don, Miami, Dallas, Honolulu, 
Montreal and New Orleans. Here 
is his well-traveled recipe to set 
the traditional Thanksgiving 
turkey on its wishbone. 


Breast of Turkey 
Parfum des Gourmets 


Mushroom Duxelles: 

2 pounds mushrooms 

1/2 pound onions 

4 ounces white wine 

Chicken Mousse: 

12 ounces raw chicken breast 
1 Tbsp sherry 

1 Tbsp brandy

For Braising: 

1 cup chopped onions 

1 cup mixing chopped celery, 
leeks and carrots 


To prepare the duxelles, finely 
chop the onions and saute in a lit- 
tle butter, Add finely chopped 
mushrooms. Season with white 
wine, along with a pinch of salt 
and pepper and cook over 
moderate fire until all juices 
evaporate. Let cool. 

To make the chicken mousse, 
put the skinned chicken breast 
through a grinder. Puree in a 
food processor and add egg 
white, pinch of salt, pepper and 
nutmeg, brandy, sherry and 
heavy cream. 

Into the mousse add diced foie 
gras, the peeled pistachio nuts 
and, if being used, the diced truf- 
fles. Fold into the mushroom dux- 
elles. Take this stuffing and put 
in a piping bag with a large fore- 
ing tube. Set aside 

Place turkey on cutting board 
and slice out the wishbone. This 
will make removing the breasts 
much easier. Pressing a good 
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knife close against the bone, slice 
and saw carefully until you have 
removed the intact breast from 
the turkey’s rib cage. 

Cut off the legs and save for 
another meal. Chop the remain- 
ing bones with a cleaver and 
roast in a pan in a 400-degree 
oven with cup of chopped onions 
and cup of chopped celery, leeks 
and carrots. Brown nicely, until 
the sauce is the color of coffee. 

While this is browning, insert a 
sharp knife into the middle of the 
breasts and open a pocket in both 
breasts, leaving the outer surface 
unbroken. Place the tube of the 
filled piping bag into the cut 
Squeeze in the mousse stuffing. 

When finished, sew up the 
pocket with trussing equipment. 
Place breasts on the browned

The holiday season is a special 
time when relatives gather from 
the far corners of the country, an 
event that generates memo 
people often want to pres 
The best way to preserve 
precious memories is with a 
custom-made home 
videocassette, according to Bob 
Burnett, a videotape expert with 
3M in St. Paul, Minn. 

A little preparation will ensure 
a visually interesting tape you 
will want to keep, he d. 
Following is some specific advice 
from Burnett: Write a shooting 
script that outlines the kinds of 
shots you want to tape then 
stick to it. 

Professional filmmakers know 
there are just three kinds of shot 
composition: the long shot, the 
medium shot and the close-up. 
Combine these shots, Burnett 
says, and your tapes will be crisp 
and exciting 

Be sure to use all three shots, 
he said. Consider the long shot 
first. It’s used to establish the ac- 
tion that will take place. So holi- 
day home-moviemakers might 
begin their tapes with a long shot 
of the Christmas tree or of the 
festive holiday table. Or try 
beginning outdoors, with a long 
shot of relatives arriving by car. 

The next shot should be a 
medium shot. Tape your child sit- 
ting at the tree unwrapping a pre- 
sent or the lighting of the Hanuk- 
kah candles. The medium shot 
frames the subject from the 
waist up and gives more specific 
information, Burnett explained. 

Then move into a close-up, he 
said, This shot is framed so that

Hey, wait a minute. Didn’t you 
leave someone's name off your 
gift list?

It could be a 
day relaxing from the tensions of 
the season at a posh spa or a 
leisurely lunch with your best 
friend or a new hardcover book 
by your favorite author. 

The ultimate gift you could 
give yourself, however, is one 
that won't cost a cent 
eliminate the shoulds of gift giv- 
ing from the holiday season 

Why should you buy your niece 
a gift simply because her mother 
gave your son a birthday gift? If 
you buy someone a gift only 
because you feel you should, 
you'll end up feeling angry and 
frustated, De Angelis said

You then can pull back to 
another medium shot and cut to a 
close-up, perhaps to the relative 
who presented the toy or to the 
head of the house making a toast. 


Video tapes can make memories come alive 
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Cutting frorn one sort of action to 
another is called cross-cutting, 
Burnett said. This technique sets 
up visual tension to keep your 
tape interesting. 

When shooting indoors, you 
might not have enough light to 
get a good exposure when the 
scene is lit only by candles or tree 
lights. To correct this condition, 
Burnett suggests: 





Using a low-light 
videocamera that promises good 
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exposure in poor light. 

— Using a high-quality, light- 
sensitive videocassette. 

— Attaching a top-mounting 
light to your camera. This should 
provide more than enough light 
for most shots. Finally, to pre- 
vent candle or tree lights from 
burning an image on your tape, 
turn on all the room lights for 
your shot, Burnett said. Stay 
back from your subject when it is 
lit up and use a telephoto focal 
length.

‘Sit down 
with your children and say, 
‘We're going to give you some of 
the bought things you want and 
need, but we’re also going to give 
you some love gifts.’ "” 

The love gift could be a 
parent's promise to go horseback 
riding with the child once a week 
for a month, the psychologist 
said. Or the parent could say, 


“I’m going to fix your favorite 
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food for your lunch every Thurs- 
day.” 

Aside from the materialistic 
side to holiday blues, holidays 
can cause depression for people 
who were in a relationship last 
year but since have divorced or 
broken up. 


These people need to reach out 
to other people, she said. ‘‘Don’t 
isolate yourself,’ she warned. 
Call up someone and suggest that 
the two of you take a bike ride 
along the beach or go to a movie, 
she suggested. 

“You have to make an effort,’’ 
De Angelis said. ‘‘Don’t feel 
sorry for yourself. Don’t wait for 
someone to call up and say ‘I 
want you to come to this wonder- 
ful party.’ "’ 


Create your own special holi- 
day event and invite everyone 
else who is waiting for someone 
to call, she said. ‘‘Ask others to 
help plan it, and have a ball.” 

If you are a divorced parent, 
she said, don’t wait until 
Christmas Eve to decide where 
the children will spend Christmas 
Day. 

‘Make all the plans for the holi- 
day well in advance,”’ she said.

IBM’s personal computer soft- 
ware library includes hundreds 
of business programs. Many are 
easy to learn and very satisfying, 
in the opinion of computer 
owners who responded to Con- 
sumer Reports’ recent survey on 
computer usage. 

Despite their high quality, you 
ean’t use the programs with 
every home computer; they're 
designed primarily for the 
relatively expensive IBM-PC 
family of computers and for 
some less expensive IBM- 
compatible models.

Schultz keeps Tigers alive

NEWTON — Marilyn Schultz scored the 
most important goal of her life with five 
minutes remaining in the game to lift top- 
seeded Newton North to a 1-0 victory over a 
tough Dedham team in the quarterfinals of 
the Division 1 South girls’ soccer tournament 
on Friday. 

Newton North, now 19-0, was scheduled to 
host Wellesley earlier this week in the 
semifinals. 

Perhaps the biggest boost the Tigers got, 
however, came at the other end of the field. 
Carol Ventura, stepping in for injured goalie 
Laura Yellen, played an outstanding game 
in her debut in the net. 

Yellen strained a shoulder in practice on 
Friday, so Coach Fuzzy Howland ‘‘put my 
best player in my goal and hoped.” 

Though it ‘‘hurts me on offense,” the mov- 
ed paid off. Ventura stopped eight Dedham 
shots, as the visitors got off more than 20 at- 
tempts at the North net. 


There was some excellent goaltending at 
the other end as well. Freshman Alicia 
Keigan was at the top of her game. The 
Tigers got off 21 shots, but only one got by. 

The game was extremely even throughout 
the first half. Defense was a major factor for 
both sides. For Newton, it was Becky 
Howland who stood out the most as she 
twarted many Dedham opportunities. On the 
other side, Dedham got a strong game out of 
Melissa Dias and freshman Moe Calabrese. 

The Marauders, playing without four 
starters, hung in there as long as they 
possibly could. In fact, for most of the second 
half, Dedham had seven freshmen playing at 
the same time. The youngsters all played 
well but it just wasn’t enough as Newton’s 
depth and experience eventually won out 
when Schultz performed her magic. 

The score was set up by Amy Satter who 
sent the ball deep into the corner to Schultz 
who weaved past two defenders closer to the 
net and launched an absolutely perfect left- 
footed shot over Keigan to the far corner. 

Dedham didn't quit then. Immediately 


after the goal freshmen Heidi Krug took off 
on a_ spectacular Bobby Orr-like rush 
speeding by every defender but Ventura 
came up big once again, stopping the blast 
from 18 yards out. 

Howland was thrilled and for good reason. 
“T'm thrilled to death. Beating the team that 
tied Needham (No, 2 seed) speaks for itself. 
My girls rose to the occasion when it counted 
most. 

“Tt was quite a test for the defense,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘They were outstanding.” 

He singled out Catherine Vignati and 
Joanne Tormey, The latter came up from the 
junior varsity to fill in for Ventura at stopper 
and was “outstanding,” according to the 
coach. 

Dedham’s coach Mike Flanagan wasn’t 
quite as happy. ‘‘I thought we played great. 
We were shorthanded and the subs come 
through but we just didn’t have the depth to 
pull it off.” 

Flanagan praised the efforts of Keigan and 
forwards Sue Doherty and tri-captain Diane 
Tssacoycanes.

miles’’ until Hill got lost in the 
shuffles of her first big cross- 
country meet. 

“It's a combination of a couple 
things,’’ the Waltham coach said. 
“It’s a matter of inexperience 
and not being mentally able to 
hang in there. She wasn’t as 
strong as the leaders.”’ 

Kornitzer finished eight 
seconds in front of the second and 
third-place finishers. Amy St. 
Pierre of Beverly, who Kornitzer 
and Hill had raced against last 
week at the coaches meet, edged 
Frances Jarvis of Cambridge, 
Rindge & Latin for second-place 
rights. 

Because of the week's rain, a 
very wide and deep puddle had 
blocked one point of the race, for- 
cing the officials to re-route the 
course, Tranchita said the 3.1- 
mile course was close to two- 
tenths of a mile longer and 
therefore made finishing-times 
“irrevelant,”’ 

Waltham finished fifth as a 
team with 230 points, two points 
ahead of Newton North, With the 
finish, Waltham qualifies for the 
State Finals for the third time in 
six years. 

Hill, along with Lisa Giovanet- 
ti, Judith Linnehan, Janet Macl; 
nis, Co-Captain Karen Fee 
Co-Captain Suzanne Pittorino, 
and Shannon Keough will com- 
pete in the finals to be held on 
Saturday at Franklin Park (11 
a.m.), 

“This is a tremendous achieve- 
ment because it is not what I con- 
sider a true-bred cross-country 
team," Tranchita said 
Coaches’ Meet 

“It was one of the more excep: 
tional performances any of our 
athletes has ever achieved." 

That's what nehita thought 
of Hill's job in the State Coaches’ 
Meet at Franklin Park. The 
sophomore obliterated Lin- 











nehan's course record by running 
an 11;05 for first place in the Divi- 
sion ] 9th-10th-grade meet. 

To do so, Hill had to fight off a 
challenge from rival Kornitzer of 
Newton North. All Kornitzer did 
was tie Linnehan’s record of 
11:28, but it wasn't good enough. 

Linnehan has moved up to the 
l1th-12th-grade division, and 
though she didn’t run her best 
race, still managed a fifth-place 
finish, 

“It was a superb meet,”’ said 
Tranchita, ‘That (Hill's 11:05) is 
a phenomenal time on that 
course, 

“It shows how far she has 
come,” the coach continued. 
“She's stronger than she was at 
the beginning of the year. ... She 
knew when to put the surge in and 
how to execute it.”” 

“It was a two-person race all 
the way,” agreed North coach 
Peter Martin, ‘Precious ran 
super, It was a very good race for 
Magda,” 

Linnehan was running hard for 
the first time in several weeks 
and it showed in her time of 19:13 
Wellesley's Christine Crowley 
rana 17:45 for first 

Newton North also had 
Suzanne Mosher running in the 
Division 1 11th-12th-grade race. 
The junior turned in a time of 
21:03 for 19th.

South gridders 
do it their way

ACTON Remember, in 
anything you ever do, you can’t 
go wrong in following Burger 
King’s famous motto. Just ask 
Newton South head coach Art Ko- 
joyian and his football Lions who, 
for the third consecutive game, 
have succeeded in doing things 
their way. 

This week’s special order was a 
game with no turnovers, and the 
end result was a thrilling, 26-19, 
Newton victory over the Acton- 
Boxborough Colonials Saturday 
afternoon. 

With the mistake-free win, the 
Lions upped their record to 6-2 
overall and 2-2 in the Dual County 
League, while A-B (which made 
three turnovers) dropped to 1-7 
overall and 0-6 in the DCL. 

South had trailed the seesaw 
game, 19-18, early in the fourth 
quarter when senior tailback 
Kevin Rollins took matters into 
his own hands and led a nine- 
minute, 67-yard march that 
culminated in six points and gave 
the Lions the lead for good. The 
drive capped a sensational day 
for Rollins, who carried 42 times 
for 186 yards, including two 
touchdowns. 

From the outset, it looked as 
though South would have no pro- 
blem with the Colonials. Newton 
took the opening possession 68 
yards to pay dirt with the clin- 
cher coming on a 32-yard scoring 
strike from quarterback Ben 
Burlingame to receiver Jeff 
Brewington. The pass conversion 
failed, and Newton settled for a 6- 
Olead. 

But, just before you could add 
some mustard to your hot dog, A- 
B’s Jeff Knox ran back the ensu- 
ing kickoff 82 yards to tie the con- 
test. Neal Harrington’s boot 
made it 7-6, and the Lions were 
forced to play catch-up football. 

Which they promptly did. After 
South had punted the leather 
back to the home club, the Col- 
onials gave Newton an early 
Christmas gift, fumbling on the 
second play of their short-lived 
drive and giving the Lions control 
on their own 39. 

South went but 10 yards before 
it was sent back to ‘“‘go”’ (the 39) 
on a holding penalty, but the 
Lions were quick to collect their 
$200 on the very next play. 

Faced with a first-and-20 situa- 
tion, Newton, for the umpteenth 
time this season, ran its triple op- 
tion play to perfection. Burl- 
ingame pitched out to Rollins 
(sound familiar?), who despite 
being screened, rifled a 34-yard 
bullet to Chris Tyler that brought 
the ball to the A-B 27. Rollins 
singlehandedly drove the Lions to 
the four before fellow back Leroy 
Browne zoomed across the goal- 
line early in the second frame to 
put South on top, 12-7. Again, the 
conversion failed. 

Later in the quarter, A-B 
coughed up the ball once more, 
this time on its own 22. A seven- 
yard scamper by Burlingame put 
the pigskin on the 15 before 
“guess who?’ (Rollins) took 
over. Rollins rushed for the re- 
maining yardage and scored his 
first TD of the game on a one- 
yard plunge. South led, 18-7, at 
the break, 

Newton's defense also stood out 
in the initial 22 minutes, as safety 
Aaron Harrell recovered both A- 
B fumbles, and tackle Keith 
Marion put the finishing touch on 
the Colonials’ last drive, sacking 
QB Kevin Shea for a six-yard 
loss. 

But somehow, someway, the 
tide had turned in the second 


half, as A-B came out firing, and 
the Lions appeared to be sur- 
rendering to the attack. 

Indeed, the Colonials wasted no 
time in scoring on the opening 
possession of the third quarter. 
Though the touchdown came on a 
seven-yard run by Erie Pierson ( 
87 yards on 18 carries, including 
two TDs), most of the work was 
done via the air lanes, as Shea 
connected on three consecutive 
passes good for three first downs. 
Starting from the A-B 38 (after 
the Colonials had moved the ball 
18 yards on the ground), the Col- 
onial signal-caller hit Knox in 
stride for 28- and 11-yard gains 
respectively. Then, a 12-yard toss 
to Ron McLean brought the ball 
to the seven and set up the Pier- 
son TD. Scoreboard says: NS 18, 
A-B 13, 

Soon after, the Colonial ‘‘D” 
dug in to halt a 42-yard Lion drive 
that ended on the A-B 40. 

At which point the home club’s 
offense went to work. Pierson got 
the call all 10 times and, and on 
the finale, tallied with a two-yard 
run to give his team a slim, 19-18, 
advantage with well over nine 
minutes remaining in the game. 
Minutes which South would need 
very dearly. 

“They’re (the Colonials) going 
to catch up with you a bit,’’ Ko- 
joyian said later. ‘They've lost 
seven games, but many of them 
have been by less than a 
touchdown.”’ 

The South skipper also noted 
that his squad wasn’t playing 
with its regular secondary. Scott 
Perrin wasn’t at the game, and 
John Morgan, who apparently 
had sprained his wrist in last 
week's fray against West Rox- 
bury, was forced to the sidelines 
for the entire second half. 

And of course with troubles, 
come more troubles, as Newton's 
offense had to operate without 
Browne (bruised shin) in the se- 
cond half. 

All said and done, however, Ko- 
joyian still had faith in his troops, 
who promptly responded with the 
crucial fourth quarter drive that 
saw Rollins (expecting someone 
else?) rush for 49 yards on 12 car- 
ries and blast his way through 
from the one with 1:47 left in the 
contest. Dave Mosby added the 
conversion to make the score 26- 
19 Lions.

NEWTON With the way 
Newton North's Mark Adams 
was cranking out the yardage 
Saturday, it’s a wonder Quincy 
just didn’t pack it in and go home 
at the half.

‘Eating, drinking’ lacks heart

George Herman creates 
human images, close-ups of 
faces, bodies and the human

ding currently on 
display at the Chape! Gallery in 
Newtonville 

The 20 paintings are part of a 
collection started in June 1984, 
Herman painted this group dur- 
ing the daytime the lighting 
would be uniform. The shafts of 
light that play across the canvas 
show off the subtleties of the 
black and white shadows that are 
a part of these works. 


The paintings all feature 
human forms painted in shades 
of black against white 
backgrounds. In these two basic 
colors we see splashes of pinks 
and blues and other colors that 
are sometimes barely visible to 
the naked ey one’s gaze is at- 
tracted to the starkness of the 
white and black. The only time 
Herman becomes blatant with 
color is during a series of self- 
portraits, indicating that he may 
understand himself better than 
he understands his subjects, 














The imposing people on his 
canvases project a subtle energy, 
but for the most part, they seem 
void of emotion. We see someone 
drinking, another eating, and 
others reclining in various posi- 
tions, but we are not sure why 
they are featured in this way. 
There is a series of women and 
rope paintings, featuring women 
pulling on thickly-twined rope. 
Why are they climbing the rope? 
Where does the rope lead to? And 
why a series of four different 
paintings? The images are in- 
teresting, but they do not say 
much 


Because the canvases are 
large, Herman uses bold strokes. 
Although his works are in- 
novative, they seem less original 
and more technical. This could be

partially based on his educa- 
tional background. 

Having graduated from Tufts 
University and completed exten- 
sive course work at the Boston 
College School for the Arts and at 
the Museum of Fine Arts school, 
Herman's main problem may 
very well be that he thinks too 
much. Well-trained artists 
sometimes have difficulty pain- 
ting with their hearts as opposed 





to their minds. His larger-than- 
life-figures should be more ex- 
pressive, yet they are somber 
and somewhat negatively 
thought-provoking. Make no 
mistake, Herman is a fine craft- 
sman, but this collection does not 
have the distinctive qualities pre- 
sent at some of the other shows at 
the Chapel Gallery. 

The George Herman show runs 
through Nov. 24.

NEWTON - The Board of Aldermen Monday night overcame some 
last-minute doubts to approve the sale of the former Claflin Elemen- 
tary School for use as combined artist apartment/studios. 


The full board’s decision came 
after a narrow 12-10 vote against 
a move aimed at giving Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann a choice bet- 
ween the artist housing concept 
and a development proposal 
geared strictly toward nonprofit 
mixed income housing.

‘Yankee’ power in past

Bay State became 
known as ‘‘The People's 
Republic of Masachusetts.”’ 
After all, the board at that time 
consisted of 22 Republicans and 
only two Democrats. There had 
never been a Garden City 
Democratic state legislator or 
mayor. Bradley says he became 
known in some circles as the 
“Great White Hope” of the 
Democratic party in Newton. 

“T knew that if I were going to 
win, I had to make the cam- 
paign a Democrat-Repubican 
issue,’ Bradle' “T won, so 
I guess it worked.” 

Bradley's victory opened a 
door for the Democrats in 
Newton that has not been shut 
since. The Republicans, 
however, were not about to hand 
the donkey party the keys to the 
city. 

One of Bradley’ 
manic cl. mate 
Republican by the 
Mann — current May 
Theodore Mann. As the only 
donkey among a herd of 
elephants, Bradl 
his “‘unholy allianc 
Alderman Mann 

‘Without Ted, I would have 
never been able to say anything 
at board meetings,” Bradley 
says. ‘In order to make a mo- 
tion, you have to have somebody 
second you. I was the only 
Democrat, so nothing I ever 
said got voted positively on. Ted 
would always second my mo- 
tions, even though he would also 
vote against me. We really 
became close.” 

Next on tap for Bradley 
an unsuccessful run for a seat 
on the Governor's Council. He 
says, though he knew it was go- 
ing to be a losing battle before 
he entered the race, it was a 
move geared more toward set- 
ting up some Democratic 
political machinery for future 
contests. 

“T fully expected to lose, and 
did," he says. ‘‘The important 
thing was that the race gave me 
an excuse to move around and 
build up an organization. The 
more guys we could get equip- 
ped to run, the better off we’d 
be.” 

Among the ‘‘guys’’ were Peter 
Harrington, David Mofenson, 
Paul Burke, Jimmy Shea and 
Paul Guzzi. With an uncontested 
board race in 1959, Bradley was 
free to go to work on the 1960 
state representative race. 

One of the first things he did 
was set up a ‘‘class’’ in his 
Newton Corner home to teach 
the ‘‘guys” about city govern- 
ment and politics and how the 
budget worked. They also raised 
money and worked on exposure 
— a critical void for Democrats 
then, 

Bradley entered his first state 
office race against Represen- 
tative George Rawson. Burke, 
Harrington and Mofenson ran as 
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a group for the board. While the 
“slate” was not entirely suc- 
cessful, it was not a total 
disaster. 

Bradley lost to Rawson by a 
mere 100 votes. Only Burke 
made it to the board. But, as 
Bradley is wont to point out, the 
framework for the eventual 
ousting of the Yankee stalwarts 
was firmly in place. Bradley, 
Harrington and Mofenson would 
eventually serve on Beacon Hill. 

“Here I was,” Bradley says, 
“a first-time candidate for state 
office who only lost by 100 votes 
to an incumbent with 20 years of 
experience. Considering the 
other factors I had against me, 
it was a very important sign 
that the next time out I would 
win.”’ 

Those factors included what 
Bradley s was an inability to 
communicate to the city’s 
liberal voters. “I don’t think 
they were anxious to get involv- 
ed with an IJrish-Catholic,’’ he 
says. ‘‘They were concerned 
about the McCarthy era and I 
think some Democrats were 
afraid that Irish-Catholics were 
too conservative."’ 

By 1962, Bradley cleared that 
hurdle and put the final touches 
on his liberal Democratic coali- 
tion. It was a coalition that 
would sound the death knell for 
Republican domination of 
Newton. 

“It had been just Yankees up 
to this point,” Bradley says. 
“But in 1962, two things happen- 
ed: The Jewish vote began to 
coalesce, and we got an endorse- 
ment from American's for 
Democratic Action (ADA).”” 

The combination resulted in 
Democrats Bradley and Irving 
Fishman being elected to serve 
in the Statehouse. In addition, 
once a Beacon Hill beachhead 
was established for Newton 
Democrats, Bradley says the 
board quickly followed suit. 
Politics in the city would never 
be the same one-sided game. 

An interesting aside to the 
1962 campaign was the fact that 
Bradley’s opponent — attorney 
Fred Fisher — became a hero of 
sorts among liberals in the 
1950s. Fisher — who at the time 
worked for Joe Welsh on the 
government's case against red- 
baiting Wisconsin Senator 
Joseph McCarthy — was asked 
to leave the Army-McCarthy 
hearings because ‘‘Tail Gunner 
Joe’ accused him of belonging 
to a communist organization. 

“The Republicans figured 
Rawson was too old and hoped 
to steal some of my thunder 
from liberals by running Fred- 
die against me,"’ Bradley says. 
“They were hoping that 
Democrats would feel like they 
owed it to Fisher to vote for 
him. It made a lot of sense, but 
the ADA endorsement cancelled 
that out.” 

Having helped change the face 
of Newton politics, Bradley was 
not about to give up his Quixotic 
quest. In March of 1965, one 












month after then President Lyn- 
don Johnson ordered the bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam, he 
became one of the first politi- 
cians to go on record as oppos- 
ing the war. Bradley and fellow 
Rep. Dick Landry initiated a 
resolution asking Johnson to 
keep the B-52’s on the ground. It 
did not earn either man many 
friends. 

“People were calling me a 
communist and many other 
things,’’ Bradley says of reac- 
tion to his anti-war stand. ‘I 
was a member of Disabled 
American Veterans and the 
American Legion, and both 
organizations were ready to 
throw me to the wolves. 
Johnson’s decision was very 
popular at the time.’’ 

The voters, Bradley says, 
remembered his stand. In 1968, 
he lost by 3000 votes to Phil 
Philbin in a race for Congress — 
in part he says because he was 
one of the first to come out 
against the undeclared war in 
Southeast Asia. 

“It really didn’t bother me too 
much,”’ Bradley says with a 
shrug of the shoulders. ‘‘It’s all 
part of the business. You win 
some and you lose some. 
Besides, I think I softened 
Philbin up because Father 
Drinan beat him two years 
later.” 

With the defeat in 1968, 
Bradley retired from public of- 
fice. He did not, however, 
withdraw totally from the 
political scene. 

In 1969 he served as 
legislative aide to House 
Speaker Bob Quinn. In 1970, he 
was on the city’s Charter Com- 
mission. While he hasn’t been 
directly involved in anything 
since, Bradley continues to stay 
abreast of Newton politics. 

“You tend to meet a lot of 
people and make a lot of friends 
on the way. I was elected class 
president by the new legislators 
who made up the class of 1963. I 
hold reunions every five years. I 
like to keep in touch.” 

Among the Class of '63 were 
Governor Michael Dukakis, 
Holyoke Community College 
President and former House 
Speaker and Senatorial can- 
didate David Bartley and United 
State Representative Joe Early. 

These days, Bradley has 
mellowed some. He still helps 
out on the campaign circuit with 
money and ‘‘advice,’’ — continu- 
ing his quest for the eternal 
“equal and opposite reaction.”

St. Sebastian's housing plan 
designed for ‘empty-nesters’

NEWTON — Developer Alan 
Green last week unveiled plans 
for converting the site of the 
former St. Sebastian’s Country 
Day School into a 251-unit hous- 
ing complex at an aldermanic 
Land Use Committee public 
hearing. 

He said the 236 of the units 
would be used to house ‘‘elderly 
people over the age of 55 and pro- 
vide them with an environment 
that supports the older persons in 
living a life of self-dignity and in- 
dependence.” 

Plans include an on-site retail 
complex, counselling and refer- 
ral services, a medical clinic and 
transportation. 

In addition, Green’s plans call 
for the construction of 16 
townhouse units in Newton that 
would not be used by the elderly, 
according to a Planning Depart- 
ment report. 

The 16-acre site, which has 
been vacant since the school 
moved to Needham in 1983, spans 
the Newton-Brighton border on 
Farlow Hill off Kenrick Street. 
Neighbors of the site from both 
cities packed the aldermanic 
chambers to hear Green ask the 
Board of Alderman for a zone 
change, special permit, exten- 
sion of non-conforming use and 
site plan approval for the conver- 
sion. 

Green asked that the zoning 
classification of the 10-acre 
Newton parcel be changed to 
allow two-family units and in- 
creased density. In addition, the 
change from the currently zoned 
single-family residential district 
would allow the construction of 
apartment buildings with a 
special permit from the board. 
Any new construction requires a 
site plan approval and changing 
the use of the site from a school to 
a residential complex requires 
extension of non-conforming use. 
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Green justified the project on 
the grounds that there are not 
enough facilities of this kind for 
the elderly, a point which the 
Planning Department agreed 
with. 

He added that he is attempting 
to have the state Legislature 
overturn laws that prevent 
developers from restricting sales 
because of age. He said he would 
like to ensure that each unit have 
at least one person 55 years of 
age or older 

Even if he is not successful, 
Green said advertising and 
marketing of the units would be 
aimed at the older age bracket. 

“T don’t think too many 
younger people would want to 


live with the older people,’’ 
Green said. 

The Planning Department, 
however, was not optimistic 


about Green’s ability to get the 
law changed. In addition, they 
recommended that the 
townhouse units be eliminated 
from the proposal because they 
would ‘‘be incompatible with the 
apartment complex and reduce 
the potential for effectively buf- 
fering the development from sur- 
rounding areas." 

There were strong feelings by 
proponents and opponents of the 
plan. 

Farlow Hill Neighborhood 
Association President Donald 
Glazer said his 200-member 
organization endorses the pro- 
ject. 

“We canvassed the surroun- 
ding neighborhoods and found 
that a vast majority of the people 
support Mr. Green’s proposal,’’ 


Glazer said. ‘‘The facility is 
deteriorating and a target for 
vandalism. This is the best pro- 
posal we have seen.”” 

Glazer was referring to two 
earlier proposals for the site 
one calling for a high-rise con- 
dominium project and the other 
for a police academy 

Opponents of the plan objected 
to what they see as a major in- 
crease in traffic. 

“We can hardly cross the street 
as it is,’ Dorothy Meyers of 287 
Kenrick Street in Newton said. 
“The situation will be even worse 
if the development goes 
through.” 

Others opposed the townhouse 
proposal calling for cement walls 
to be constructed around the 
buildings at the bottom of Farlow 
Hill. 

“T don’t want to look out my liv- 
ingroom window and see 20-foot- 
high concrete wall Thomas 
Connolly of 21 Rogers Street said. 

There was also concern about 
destruction of trees that soak up 
water running down from the top 
of Farlow Hill. 

“We already have flooding in 
our basement,’’ David Creasey of 
164 Brayton Road said. ‘I am in 
favor of most of Green's plan, but 
I think the townhouses are a 180- 
degree turnabout from the rest of 
the project.”’ 

Aldermen Verne Vance and W. 
Arthur Reilly — who represent 
Ward 7 where the site is located 
— both said they support Green's 
proposal. 

The Land Use Committee will 
tentatively discuss the proposal 
November 25.

An IRS probe into Coogan’s 
personal income began in June 
when it was learned that he 
allegedly failed to report a pay- 
ment of at least $250,000 from an 
affiliate company run by Yef- 
sky’s son. 

By early October, the IRS in- 
vestigation had spawned a 
federal grand jury inquiry into 
the GBPC’s finances. 

Silverstein said Yefsky, the 
president of CES Telecom- 
munications, came to see him in 
1973 or 1974, after some of the 
technical aspects of an em- 
bryonic BAPERN system were 
already in place. 

At the time, the complicated 
radio network, which is designed 
to allow different police depart- 
ments to communicate with each 
other over the same frequency, 
was “‘floundering,’’ he said. 

Silverstein described Yefsky as 
“an empire-builder’’ with 
“champagne tastes." 

In an effort to get the system 
back on track, Silverstein recom- 
mended the GBPC consider hir- 
ing Yefsky as a consultant 

Yefsky offered to do the work 
needed to implement BAPERN 
in the first 23 cities and towns for 
a $70,000 consulting fee, but 
Silverstein said he rejected Yef- 
sky's offer because he considered 
the price ‘‘exhorbitant.”’ 

“T became disenchanted with 
him,” he recalled, ‘At the time, 
Coogan was pushing many of 
things CES wanted to do, He was 
promoting Yefsky's ideas, many 
of which I considered too far 
afield."’ 

Rather than see Yefsky's offer 
accepted outright, Silverstein 
said he used the federal funds 
destined for BAPIERN'’s installas 
tion as leverage to require the 
GBPC to enter into competitive 
bidding for technical consulting 
services, 

“Competition is a wonderful 
thing. I don't think Chief 
(William F,) Quinn (the council's 
chairman) or Coogan were too 
happy about it, but 1 stood my 
ground, I was doing my job," he 
sald 

A proposal by CIS wan one of 
the half dogen bids received, Yet 
sky's price had dropped down to 
approximately $20,000, plus 
$1,000 for each agency that he 
brought on line 

Silverstein said a committee 
comprised of himself, Coogan 
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and Quincy Police Chief Francis 
Finn reviewed the bids, 

He said he favored a Maryland 
firm that had submitted “‘a better 
proposal,” but Coogan and Finn 
overruled him and voted for CES. 

Yefsky’s involvement with 
BAPERN eventually proved to 
be a financial success, 

Along with his initial engineer- 
ing fees, the GBPC paid his firm 
$800,000 between 1980 and 1984, 
Now, CES is in the midst of a 
GBPC contract to study a possi- 
ble updating and modernization 
of the BAPERN system 
sometime in the next several 
years. 

Based on specifications drawn 
up by Yefsky, two companies — 
Motorola and General Electric — 
bid on the opportunity to provide 
the equipment for a radio system 
that would later evolve into the 
largest communications network 
of its kind in North America. 

In the summer of 1976, 
Motorola successfully underbid 
GE by approxmimately $328,000 
and was later awarded the pro- 
ject for the first phase of the net- 
work for around $1.8 million, 
most of which was paid with 
federal funds provided by the 
LEAA 

The council's exclusive rela- 
tionship with Motorola continues 
to this day, Between 1980 and 





1985, the firm received §3.7 
million from BAPERN com- 
munities, 


Silverstein, who has designed 
regional communications 
systems for police departments 
in several parts of the state, said 
he was amazed to learn recently 
that the number of law enforce- 
ment agencies now hooked into 
BAPERN has grown from 28 to 56 
in the past decade, 

“Is a cop from Swampscott go- 
ing to come to a riot in Waltham? 
To this day, I question whether it 
was really necessary," he said, 


Coogan later travelled 
throughout the area to convince 
numerous other municipalities to 
join the system, but Silverstein 
sald he has ‘no personal 
knowledge that Coogan worked 
for Yefaky" atany tine: 

“Iividently, he proved to be a 
Hood salesman," he added 
Iveratein said he always con 
sidered the ayatems proposed by 
Yofsky to be beyond the scope of 
what we were trying to do, in 
some reapects 

“My own experience was that 
Coogan became very upaet 
whenever I tried to make Yefaky 
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toe the line. We had a difference 
of opinions. I was trying to put 
the reins on him and he wanted to 
spend the money,”’ he added. 

The GBPC is a voluntary 
association of law enforcement 
agencies in eastern 
Massachusetts. The City of 
Newton acts as the fiscal agent 
and purchasing authority for the 
GBPC. 

Coogan’s involvement with the 
council began in 1972 when he 
was a Boston College work-study 
employee for the city, ad- 
ministering the receipt of federal 
grants from the LEAA. 

He left the council in June to go 
into private business and now 
maintains an office with Acticom 
Communications Services at 751 
Main St., Waltham, 

Acticom was founded by John 
Ackerman, whose firm Acker- 
man Communications, Ltd., also 
of Waltham, received $884,000 
from the GBPC to maintain the 
BAPERN system between 1981 
and 1984,

State Land Bank, 
fees a bad deal 


Although the concept and objectives are 
worthwhile enough, the creation of a state 
Land Bank runs smack into the fact that it 
really isn’t needed. The proposed extrac- 
tion of a fee on real estate transactions in 
cities and towns to finance acquisition is 
an unwarranted intrusion. 











The measure being pushed by the 
Association of Conservation Commissions 
and lobbyists for other space advocacy 
groups should be shelved by the 
legislature. Environmentalists would do 
better to keep an eye on the state’s recurr- 
ing attempts to push unused land owned by 
the Commonwealth into private hands. 


Medfield State Hospital acreage is the 
latest to be termed expendable and a likely 
prospect for disposal. Closer to Boston, 
where land absorption is so extensive, it is 
even more important to keep an eye on 
what might be lost. 


Communities on their own have been do- 
ing well in preservation and acquisition. 
Newton has been jealously guarding its 
“Garden City’? reputation over a long 
period. A compromise with developers 
that brought forth the Chestnut Hill public 
golf course was an example of intelligent 
open-land policy. Some Newton 
legislators, incidentally, have reserva- 
tions about the fee imposition plan, as well 
they should. 


Waltham has resisted encroachment on 
Prospect Hiil Park. It also has gained 
much by acceptance of Paine-Sears pro- 
perty. Further, signals have been sent to 
the state hierarchy on release of state- 
county hospital sites on Trapelo Road. 


South of Boston, the towns have no 
hesitation in mounting vigorous opposition 
to threats of open-space development in- 
volving public tracts. They could be en- 
couraged to set up community ‘Town 
Forest’? programs similar to that in 
Weston. There, acquisition began some 30 
years ago and is continuing with the pur- 
chase of Case Estate acres close to the 
town’s center from Harvard University. 


The state itself ought to be pressured to 
maintain its holdings, or add to them 
where feasible. MDC Commissioner Geary 
is deserving of praise for the expansion of 
the Blue Hills reservation in Canton by 
several hundred acres. 


Where either the state or municipalities 
are lax in pursuing a conservation policy, 
environmentalists can exert beneficial 
pressure; but a real estate transfer tax 
would seriously impair a tight market for 
buyers and sellers. 


It would also make a relatively small 
group pay a tax for a benefit to be derived 
by all taxpayers. 


This is a sales tax, pure and simple, 
without justification. Cities and towns 
should acquire open space; it’s almost 
never a bad buy. But let the councils, town 
meetings and all taxpayers confront this 
one head-on. Leave the state can do its 
thing, and exert every pressure possible to 
make sure it’s the right thing. 
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Close election law loopholes

Massachusettts election laws are about as 
perfect as a set of bone China dishes that has 
been dropped from a skyscraper. 

But unlike the fragile cups, saucers, and 
plates, there is much to suggest that some of 
the statutes regulating political campaigns 
and candidates were made if not to be broken, 
then to be stretched. 

Particularly evident are weaknesses in fun- 
draising and spending controls, which 
enhance the influence of special interests and 
give office-holders a perhaps unfair ad- 
vantage over would-be challengers. 

Despite some recent improvements, such as 
the requirement for periodic financial 
disclosures by candidates and elected of- 
ficials, more must be done to build public con- 
fidence in the integrity of those who hold elec- 
tive office in the Bay State. 

Yet those who could do something about this 
situation may not be all that interested in the 
reforms needed. 

The House-approved measure to limit to 
$1,000 a year the amount a political-action 
committee (PAC) could give to a candidate, is 
at best a tiny step in the right direction. 
Restricting such gifts to $100, or even less, 
would seem more appropriate if state 
lawmakers are really interested in seeing that 
they are truly free from even the possibility of 
being beholden to any outside force. 

Currently there is no limit on what either a 
PAC or political party can kick in to a can- 
didate or office-holder in state and local 
government. Federal election laws, however, 
impose a $5,000-a-year cap on such contribu- 
tions to those running for US Senate and US 
House of Representatives. 

As good an idea as it may be to curb how 
much any group, or even individual, can give 
to a candidate, it clearly is no substitute for 
tighter restrictions on how such funds are us- 
ed by the recipient. 

Perhaps the most glaring loophole makes it 
legal for elected officials and candidates to 
hold onto money unspent in one campaign for

Acid rain in Massachusetts 
means that six percent of our 
water bodies are already 
acidified. In other words, in- 
capable of regenerating most 
forms of life. Another 17 percent 
are in critical condition, in immi- 
nent danger of losing their 
natural ability to neutralize the 
falling rain. 


Acid rain in Massachusetts 
means an increase in the level of 
toxic metals in our drinking 
water — a direct threat to the 
public health. In addition, acid 
rain damages buildings and 
automobiles, and deteriorates 
our forests, crops, and soils. This 
year, hundreds of millions of 
dollars are being spent to try to 
remedy these effects in 
Massachusetts alone. 

In the greater Boston area, 
there are over 50 acidified and 
criticl condition water bodies due 
to acid rain. From the 
Ipswich/Gloucester area, out to 
the Rt. 495 beltway area towns, to 
the communities around

use in a later campaign, including one for a 
different office. Such dollars, however, cannot 
be transferred or converted, legally that is, by 
a candidate for his or her personal use, such 
as taking a vacation or buying clothes. 

Under a 1980 law, whatever funds are left in 
a campaign account when a politician retires 
or passes on must be turned over to the com- 
monwealth for the local aid fund. The 
amounts so contributed thus far- are 
minuscule. Most of those deciding not to run 
again spend whatever surplus they might 
have before formally making the move and 
filing their final campaign-finance report. 

While many political candidates spend 
every penny they raise in the campaign at 
hand and have nothing to squirrel away for 
future campaigns, some office-holders have 
been able to build up sizable reserves. Even 
those with little or no ballot opposition 
manage through various fund-raisers to 
amass large sums. 

Once an election is over and all expenses 
are paid, a candidate can continue to draw on 
whatever money is left over for campaign- 
related purposes, as long as such spending is 
reported. That some of the commonwealth’s 
better-known politicians are taking full ad-

vantage of this posiblity is underscored by a 
recent story in a South Shore newspaper.” 

Since January 1983, for example, Attorney 
General Francis X. Bellotti, State Treasurer 
Robert Q. Crane, State Auditor John J. Fin- 
negan, and Secretary of State Michael J. Con- 
nolly have dipped into their campaign ac- 
counts for various supposedly campaign- 
connected expenses, totaling more than 
$500,000. Much of it went for restaurant and li- 
quor bills. 

Presumably the money was used to build 
goodwill aimed at the official’s next cam- 
paign. Certainly it gives office-holders an ad- 
vantage over their opponents next time 
around. 

In the interest of fairness, it might be better 
if candidates, whether successful or not, were 
compelled to return any excess funds to con- 
tributors once all campaign bills are paid. Or, 
if not sent back to their source, the unused 
money could be turned over to the state 
treasury for use in at least partly defraying 
the cost of the state or municipal election in- 
volved. 

Don’t expect such a suggestion to get 
anywhere, however, unless some civic force, 
more interested in strengthening the image of 
the electoral process rather than the success 
of a particular candidate or party, takes the 
initiative. 

That’s where the League of Women Voters, 
Common Cause, or perhaps some other group 
with grass-roots connections could step in. 

If nothing else, limiting fund-raising not on- 
ly as to source and extent but also to a specific 
political campaign just might reduce substan- 
tially the influence of money in Bay State 
campaigning. 

Ability to raise large sums and to hoard 
much of it or even use it in what could be con- 
sidered an ongoing ‘‘slush fund”’ should not be 
a determining factor in the success of a can- 
didate.

Mixed with water in the at- 
mosphere, sulfur and nitrogen 
emissions from the burning of 
fuels such as coal and oil form 
mild solutions of sulfuric and 
nitric acids which are known as 
acid rain, While the midwest is 













often blamed for our acid rain 
woes, we in Massachusetts are 
significant contributors to our 
own problem. About one-third of 
the acid rain in this state is emit- 
ted by Massachusetts sources. 
There is however a silver lin- 
ing: substantial reductions now 
of these emissions in 
Massachusetts would mean safe 
levels of acid deposition in many 


parts of the state. In addition, the 
deterioration of our more sen- 
sitive water bodies, soils, and 
forests would be slowed 
significantly, 

New York, New Hampshire, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Min- 
nesota have all recently enacted 
programs to reduce emissions 
that cause acid rain. 
Massachusetts should follow suit. 


An acid rain measure (S.1187) is 
now before the legislature that 
would reduce Massachusetts 
emissions by 20 to 30 percent. The 
bill’s focus is on large facilities 
with high sulfur emissions. 
Responsible action is needed 
this year. Otherwise, Chicken- 
Little will be right: Acid rain 
means the sky is falling.

Over $1 billion a year spent to keep you smoking

While continuing to dispute scientific 
evidence linking smoking to health problems, 
tobacco manufacturers implicitly 
acknowledge its validity, 

If they didn’t, there would be no reason for 
them not to be open about their strenuous ef- 
forts to maximize their market. Instead, most 
now take the position that their advertising 
target is the existing smoker. It is not their in- 
tention, they say, to encourage anyone to 
begin smoking 

They lie 

The promotion of smoking has never been 
more energetic and varied. New brands and 
variations on old ones continue to be introduc- 
ed to tap new markets, Price rebates and free 
samples bait the hooks 

There are new packaging concepts, such as 
packs with 25 cigarettes instead of the stan- 
dard 20, which means your basic two-pack 
habit climbs from 40 to 50 cigarettes per day 

The trend is also toward more tobacco per 
cigarette with the 100 and 120-millimeter 
lengths increasingly favored 

Industry leader Philip Morris is reported to 
be test marketing an adjustable filter that 
varies tar content to suit the smoker's taste 
And Liggett & Myers is reportedly trying out a 
new brand aimed specifically at Hispanics, 
seen as the big coming market 





Blacks have already come in for special at- 
tention in recent years, with heavy promotion 
of selected brands in the black press. Blacks, 
who began smoking heavily in large numbers 
some years after the white population, have 
now largely caught up. It can't be coincidental 
that their rates of smoking-related illnesses 
have too. 

Cigarette advertising in general is, if 
anything, intensifying the implied connection 
between smoking and the objects of practical- 
ly everyone’s desires, The emphasis in most 
cases is clearly on youth 

‘Can there be any doubt,”’ asks Dr. Charles 
A. LeMaistre, head of the University of Texas 
System Cancer Center in Houston and incom- 
ing American Cancer Society president, ‘that 
the psychological and social needs exploited 
by these ads showing attractiveness, social 
acceptability, virility, athletic prowess, 
economic achievement and, in a more covert 
way, sexual success are deliberate attempts 
to lure teenage smokers 

Cigarette manufacturers spend well over $1 
billion a year in these attempts 

This immense selling effort coincides with 
what appears to be a major demographic shift 
in smoking patterns. Recent studies suggest 
that the habit is increasingly more prevalent 
among blue-collar rather than white-collar 
groups. According to one study at UCLA's 
cancer center, only 26 percent of men in the 





professional and technical areas smoke while 
fully half of working-class males do. Similar 
differences were noted among women, 

Education appears to be the most signifi- 
cant determinant in smoking pattern dif- 
ferences. A study by the federal Centers for 
Disease Control shows smoking generally 
declines with each level of formal schooling. 
As a striking example, more than 40 percent 
of white women who are school dropouts 
smoke, but only 15 percent of those with 
graduate degrees do 

Which would suggest at the very least that 
the familiar images of the slim sophisticate in 
the sequinned gown and the executive-type 
male taking a relaxing puff in the locker room 
are less than the full truth about today’s 
smokers 

The cigarette makers may also be in trouble 
with their youth pitch. There is evidence of 
dwindling 


teenage smoking, important 
because most smokers begin the habit before 
the age of 21. In a survey of 16,000 high-school 


seniors of the class of 1984, the University of 
Michigan found that 18.7 percent were 
smokers, compared to 21.2 percent of seniors 
the previous year. In an even more dramatic 
change, 67 percent rated the harm from smok. 
ing great, double the figure in a similar 
survey six years earlier

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15 housing units, at least three 
will have to be devoted for use by

The full board's recommenda- 
tion was based largely on a pro- 
posal by a group called ‘‘The 
Newton Artists Housing Partner- 
ship (NAHP),”’ which represents 
local visual artists starved for 
both studio work space and living 
quarters.Jefferson attempted to 
include a competing proposal of- 
fered by the Newton Community 
Development Foundation 
(NCDF), which recently 
developed the former Weeks 
Junior High School into mixed in- 
come housing. 

“We have an oportunity to 
make some dent in the type of 
housing we need in this city,”’ he 
told his colleagues. ‘I do not 
believe we should allow ourslves 
to split off and say this type of 
housing is better than another.” 

Alderman Paul Coletti said the 
artists themselves constitute per- 


sons of moderate to low incomes 
and noted that selling Claflin to a 
nonprofit would preclude the 
benefit of property taxes from 
the development. 

Alderman Rodney Barker said 
the board would be forfeiting its 
decision-making powers by giv- 
ing the mayor an “open-ended” 
reuse recommendation. 

“We are not voting in favor of 
some elitist, Yuppie develop- 
ment,’’ he added. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
accused those arguing against 
Jefferson's idea of “a certain 
amount of hypocrisy’’ by failing 
to commit themselves to the 
creation of low-income housing. 

Alderman Verne Vance said 
Jefferson’s plan would reflect 
“indifference,” while Alderman 
Elaine Gentile called on her col- 
leagues to recognize the hard 
work put in by neighbors who 
reviewed the various develop- 
ment proposals for the site. 

“T have never seen this Board 
of Aldermen deny a 
neighborhood its rights,’’ she ad- 
ded 


The arguments offered by Jef- 
ferson and McGrath appeared to 
sway a number of aldermen, in- 
cluding Alderman Sondra Shick, 
who voted in favor of the NAHP 
concept in committee. 

But Vance and Board Presi- 
dent Carol Ann Shea cast the 
deciding votes that killed Jeffer- 
son's request. 


Even though bidding on the 
project has yet to start, the 
NAHP has already approached 
the Mutual Bank of Savings for a 
$1.27 million construction loan. 

The artists have already 
agreed to provide “‘in lieu of”’ ser- 
vices, like workshops and dona- 
tions of art works to the city, in 
return for obtaining the building 
at a lower than market rate 
price.

In its non-binding resolution, 
the board urged ‘President 
Reagan and General Secretary 
Gorbachov to make real progress 
at the November summit 
meeting in Geneva, including 
large reductions in the number of 
nuclear weapons, and cessation 
of testing of Strategic Defense In- 
titiative (Star Wars) weapons.” 

Speaking in defense of the 
resolution and its positive effect 
on world peace, Alderman 


Richard Bullwinkle said: 
“History suggests that the 
Newton Aldermen can make a 
difference on world affairs. 
Shortly after we voted to end the 
Vietnam war, it was brought toa 
close. We were one of the first 
cities in the nation to vote to im- 
peach President Nixon.” 

Just as Reagan and Gorbachev 
will no doubt experience dif- 
ferences in opinion while trying 
to reach some sort of an agree- 
ment, Aldermen Wendell 
Bauckman and James P. Regan 
shared views that opposed those 
of their colleagues. 

“We should not tie the presi- 
dent’s hands behind his back,” 





Regan said. ‘Once you get the 
upper hand (in nuclear 
weaponary), you should keep it.”” 
With the interfaith service —

Although she never heard the 
eruption itself, Lawrence had an 
inkling the mountain would ex- 
plode after hiking near it last 
month. 


“It was strange,” she recalled. 
“IT remember hearing a loud 
rumbling in the distance. Occa- 
sionally I could smell sulfur.”’ 

However, she was in bed when 


the actual explosion occurred. 
“The next thing I knew the paper 
was under the door saying the 
volcano erupted,” she said. 

Although she is too far away 
from the volcano to experience 
its devastating effects first hand, 
she heard that workers rescued a 
7-year-old boy out of the mud 
Monday. In addition, she said or- 
phaned children are being sold on 
the streets of Bogota. 


Although she would like to help 
in the recovery effort, she said 
there is no need. 


“They’re discouraging people 
from getting on the road. And the 
problem isn’t manpower. They 
need more supplies — food and 
clothes. A lot of survivors didn’t 
have their clothes on.”’ 

Despite the dangers facing her 
in Colombia, Lawrence has no 
desire to return home to Newton 
and has signed a contract to 
spend another year teaching 
there. 

“This is strange,’ she said. 
“The volcano is so powerful ...

shelter and clothing. The second 
stage involves facing up to the 
long-term realities of living in a 
different culture by having to 
find a job to support their 
families and learning English. 

The final stage is adaptation, 
Cofield said, which is a recogni- 
tion by the immigrant of his or 
her limits and ability to ‘get 
through the system.’’ This stage 
often causes a lot of generational 
stress on the structure of the im- 
migrant family, she said. 
Younger members are more will- 
ing to give up old values to gain 
acceptance while older family 
members strive to maintain their 
indivdual indentity and culture. 

Many immigrants who want to 
maintain the customs of the ‘‘old 
country,’’ however, sometimes 
find it impossible. 

Meizhu — the first member of 
her family in four generations to 
become a United States citizen as 
a result of birth — remebers 
when her mother was made fun 
of at school just because she had 
an Chinese accent. ‘‘Immediate- 
ly people assumed there was 
something wrong with her just 
because she acted and spoke dif- 
ferently,’’ Meizhu said. 

Non-white ethnic groups pro- 
bably face the most social 
persecution because they “look 
different,’’ she said. 
“Sometimes, I feel like 
something from outer space ... 
There’s an added element of 
racism for people who are non- 
white.” 

Meizhu told the story about the 
time she was called and asked if 
she had a Green Card just 
because she ‘‘didn’t have an 
American sounding name and 
looked different.”” 

Meizhu said her grandfather 

settled in Calfornia during the 
1800s not because he wanted to 
stop being Chinese, but because

NEWTON — That immigration 
is ‘what America is all about”’ is

The panel, which was a sample 
of America's rich ethnic diversi- 
ty, featured author and journalist 
Alan Lupo, Sherdena Cofield of 
Boston University’s School of 
Social Work and Meizhu Lui, the 
treasurer of a local health and 
hospital workers union. 

According to Lupo, the situa- 
tion for certain groups of im- 
migrants in the country have 
change somewhat. ‘“‘I can 
remeber being told as a Jew 
when I was younger that ‘You 
killed Christ.’ or ‘You're all 
cowards and won’t defend 
yourselves.’”’ Lupo said. 

Lupo said his children are now 
growing up in the same town he 
grew up in 40 years ago and 
“thankfully” things have chang- 
ed. 

Despite the verbal abuse he 
received as a child in this coun- 
try, Lupo believes if his grand- 
parents had stayed in either 
Russia or Romania instead of 
coming to the United States he 
“probably would have been dead 
at the age of seven. With that in 
mind”, he added, ‘‘I have a biting 
interest in immigration.”

I cleaned the Statue of Liber- 
ty’s toes! 

This summer I packed up all 
my belongings and went down to 
the “Big Apple” for three of the 
most exciting weeks of my life. 

I was accepted as one of three 
American girls to represent the 
U.S.A. in the Council of Interna- 
tional Educational Exchange’s 
Statue of Liberty/Ellis Island 
restoration project. Joining us 
were young people from France, 
West Germany, Japan, Italy, 
Holland and Australia. 

Three days a week we were 
taken by our own tug boat 
through New York Harbor to the 
Statue of Liberty and Ellis 
Island, which are currently clos- 
ed to the public.

On the islands we cleaned the 
brush away from the buildings, 


did gardening work (weed- 
wacking) and cleaned and 
catalogued historical artifacts 


from the Museum of Immigra- 
tion on Ellis. I found a button that 
belonged to a U.S. Immigration 
Officers’s uniform and also some 
dishes which might very well 
have been used by my great, 
great grandparents. 

I also had the chance to prac- 
tice my French when I met the 
French crew who came to repair 
Miss Liberty’s torch. I am pro- 
bably one of the few people who 
can say that they actually touch- 
ed her torch as it had been 
removed to replace and repair its 
glass. It was an incredible feel- 
ing. 

I learned that the infra- 
structure of the statue was cor- 
roding. It had been created by the 
noted French engineer, Eiffle (of 
tower fame). But the years and 
the salt from the harbor waters 
had taken their toll and now each 
old piece had to be removed one 
by one and replaced with a 
stainless steel beam. If too many 
pieces were removed at one time 
the statue would crumble. It was 
a painstaking and time- 
consuming process. 

Who would have thought that 
such a powerful symbol could be 
so fragile? 

As I looked up to the lady’s 
crown with its seven spikes, each 
one pointing and beckoning to one 
of the seven continents, I felt pro- 
ud to be an American. I could not 
help but realize what a strong 
symbol of hope and freedom she 
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is. | was awed by the design of the 
statue, the graceful lady stepping 
out of the bondage of her steel 
ankle shakles towards freedom. 
How accurately she symbolizes 
the struggle of those early im- 
migrants who broke from their 
own country to seek a new life in 
a land where everyone has an 
equal opportunity. 

The other two days of the week 
we spent in the Bronx. I was 
petrified at the thought of taking 
the train into the Bronx. I had 
heard so much about the violence 
in the NYC subway system. I 
learned that much of what one 
hears is blown out of proportion. 
That is not to say that we were 
not always very cautious, but 
generally people were kind to us. 

In the Bronx we worked for an 
organization, the New York 
Association for New Americans, 
to help restore the apartments of 
recently relocated Cambodian 
families. We scraped the lead 
paint off the walls and patched 
cracks — swept, painted and 
plastered. I got dirty like I never 
had before but I loved it. The peo- 
ple lived in buildings owned by 
slumlords who did nothing to 
repair the apartments. 

After three weeks it was clear- 
ly evident that we had helped. 
Their homes were clean and the 
people appeared happier. I know 
that I had really helped other 
people and that it made a dif- 
ference. 

New York City was not all 
work. The weekends were free so 
my new friends and I had plenty 
of time to explore the city. I 
mastered the public transporta- 
tion system, went to Dickens in 
the Park, roamed around Green- 
wich Village and Little Italy, saw 
a few celebrities and was even in 
an “I Love New York’’ commer- 
cial and, of course, danced in all 
the famous discos. 

I don’t think that I will always 
remember the calluses on my 
hands or the scratches on my legs 
or the blisters on my feet or the 
paint on my clothes or the plaster 
in my hair. But I will never forget 
the intimate hours I spent with 
one of the most famous land- 
marks in the world. 

I will never forget the desserts 
that the Cambodian families 
made for us or the ribbons one of 
the ladies made for my hair. I 
will never forget Miwa from 
Japan, Giovanni from Italy, 
Stefan and Benedict from West 
Germany or Mary from Iowa. 
And I hope I will never forget the 
new person I discovered inside of 
me who grew up and learned so 
much from all of these people.

Evidence of

Visiting lecturer Marie-Claude Dayon of Paris is not 
hesitant about relating instances of what she considers 
to be “evidence of God at work.” As a practitioner of 
Christian Science, Mrs. Dayon devotes her full time to 
helping those seeking Christian healing through 
prayer. But she is quick to point out she is not a “faith 
healer’ nor a medium with special powers or unique 
access to God, “The healer is God,” she says em- 
phatically, Her lecture aims at helping others 
recognize their own special relationship to God — to

Dear Mr. Frankel. 


What is the difference between 
life insurance companies that 
pay dividends to policyholders, 
and those that don’t? Is it better 
to buy an insurance policy from 
one or from the other? 

E.W., Waban 
Dear E.W 


As usual, there are no ironclad 
answers to this question 

Companies that pay dividends 
are called mutual, or par- 
ticipating companies. Dividends, 
when paid, are paid to 
policyholders who therefore par- 
ticipate in the performance of the 
company. Some such companies 
have long and unbroken records 
of dividend payment. Others do 
not. 

Companies that don't pay 
dividends to policyholders are 
called non-participating com- 
panies. Dividends, when paid, go 
to shareholders 

Proponents of non-par com- 
panies (which do not pay 
dividends) point to the fact that 
their policy premiums generally 
are lower than those charged by 
participating companies, adding 
that policyholders will know ex- 
actly what the cost of their 
policies will be. 

This does not apply to par- 
ticipating companies since 
dividends, which can be applied 
to lower the cost of the annual 
premium, are not guaranteed. On 
the other hand, a participating 
company that has paid an 
estimated dividend every year 
for a lengthy period will say, with 
some justification, that the 
uncertainty is minimal, and that 
because of consistent dividend 
payments the real cost of par 
policies is lower.

What is the 
advantage to me of giving away 
property that has proven to be a 
good investment?

Dear M.B.: 


Investments that have worked 
out well often carry with them a 
heavy tax liability when they are 
sold. By giving away an invest- 
ment on which you have a profit 
you not only avoid the capital 
gain tax, but you achieve a tax 
deduction in excess of your cost 

For example, assume you 
made two $5,000 purchases some

time ago and that ABC 
went up to $8,000 while 
decreased in value to $2,000. 

If you were to make a 
charitable gift of ABC (the ap- 
preciated stock) now worth 
$8,000, it would provide you with 
an $8,000 tax deduction. In a 40 
percent marginal tax bracket 
this would be worth $3,200 to you. 

If, on the other hand, you were 
to give away the DEF stock (on 
which you hav 5 000) you 
would have itable gift 
deduction of $2,000 which, in the 
40 percent marginal tax bracket, 
is worth but $800 to you. And 
worse, you would have lost the 
opportunity to take the $3,000 
capital loss when you sell the 
DEF. 

If you owned these two 
securities, the most  tax-wise 
combination would be for you to 
make a charitable gift of ABC 
and take the charitable gift 
deduction, and sell it to the DEF 
in order to take the capital loss 
deduction. 

As you can see — at least where 
charity and taxes meet it 
makes sense to give more, rather 
than less.

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Phil Small, Lou Bortone, Jay Howard and Dave Pattilio ... ‘‘Idon't think you'll find another band in Boston doing this kind of music."’

Back in 1981, Phil Small of Newton Highlands, 
then 17, and a few friends scraped up $500 and 
bought a four-track recording machine from a 
grimy little hock shop near Boston City Hospital. 

Almost five years later, Small and his band, 
Tour de Force, are poised for a major 
breakthrough. 

Last week, band members huddled in New York 
with executives from RCA, A&M and Polygram 
records. They have just released a four-song EP 
(recorded and produced in Small’s makeshift 
basement studio on Norman Road in Newton), 
have filmed two videos and are finishing up a 
third, and are headlining their own show at 
Boston’s Berklee Performance Center Nov. 23. 

“We've come a long way since making $56 at 
the Rat,’’ observes Small, who grew up next door 
to Tour de Force’s bassist, 19-year-old Jay 
Howard. 

Completing the quartet are David Pattillo, a 21- 
year-old Emerson College student from South 
Boston, and Lou Bortone, 23, a Boston College 
communications graduate from Medford who join- 
ed the band last January. 

Boston still remains a ‘‘hotbed”’ of local talent, 
according to Howard. “There are 3,000 bands here 
and you'd better believe it’s competitive,” he 
says, 

Since the scruffy Aerosmith and the J. Geils 
Band broke out more than a decade ago, a half- 
dozen bands have launched national careers from 
the Hub. Tour de Force hopes to join this elite list 
— but not by treading familiar ground. 

The ‘formula for success” traditionally follow- 
ed by aspiring bands has been to develop a reper- 
toire consisting almost exclusively of ‘‘covers’’ of 
hit songs. Original songs, the theory goes, only 
bore listeners who patronize clubs to hear ver- 
sions of their favorite radio tunes. 

Tour de Force plays nothing but its own com- 
positions, 

“We do slip a few covers in, but that's basically 
for humorous material,’’ Bortone says, 

And humor is a key ingredient for the band - 
particularly in its videos, 

“We realized this video thing was an important 
trend and we decided to get in on it,’’ Small says. 
“T guess you could say it was sort of a pseudo- 
business decision,” 

The first video, ‘‘Many Thanks to You," was 
shot before Bortone joined the group. Filmed in 
black and white, it recalls the mad zaniness of 
The Beatles’ ‘‘A Hard Day’s Night.’’ The storyline 
(??7) consists of band members rumbling like 
gray juggernauts around, over and through 
recognizable Hub landmarks — sprinting through 
City Hall Plaza, ducking behind trees at the Chris- 
tian Science Center and startling passers-by in 
front of the Copley Plaza Hotel 

“They played it on V-66 last night at 2 a.m,,"’ 








comments Small, referring to the Framingham- 
based MTV clone. 

The band’s second video, “I've Got You in my 
Mind,” was filmed on location at Crystal Lake in 
Newton and in the backyard of Small’s house on 
Norman Road. Set to a calypso/samba-type 


rythm, it’s a colorful collage of snippets edited by 


Small’s 26-year-old brother Geoffrey — the 
“motivator’’ and producer behind the band’s 
video efforts. 


recalls. ‘‘Nobody is going to see your or know who 


you are unless you play out.”” 

Playing in is another matter. Practicing in 
Small’s Newton basement — where great care 
required to avoid buzzing amplifiers, hopeles. 
tangled patch cords and low-hanging heating 
ducts — Tour de Force hardly appears the up- 
and-coming band touted in its promotional 
material. 

Lead guitarist Pattillo shares the vocal

“This is the other side of Tour de Force," Bor- 
tone says, watching the band members cavorting 
around Crystal Lake. “I don’t think you’ll find 
another band in Boston doing this kind of music.” 

Probably not. Much of the band’s material con- 
tains Latin influences. The sound is upbeat and 
bubbly — but not bubble gum 

“It’s basically optimistic,” Small, who 
along with Pattillo shares most of the writing 
chores. ‘In our lyrics we always try to find, if not 
a solution, at least a bright outlook. There's got to 
be something keeping you going.” 

“We basically write about living,’’ Pattillo cuts 
in, “We're dealing with the work-a-day world 
here; I have sympathy for these people.”’ 

But sympathy doesn’t sell records or get a band 
airpla nis takes promotion, marketing, and 
above all, visibility 

Even though the band has been together nearly 
three years, it was only after Bortone’s arrival 
last January that Tour de Force began to make a 
splash on the Boston club circuit. Having gained a 
mastery over the basement recording process 
they had stagnated into what Small termed 
studio band.”” 

It didn't last long

spotlight, playing an older-model, hollow-body 
Gretch guitar. He exhales energy (‘‘enthusiasm,’ 
as other band members graciously put it), and 
fuels the band with his high-octane style. Phil 
Small, unkept and sporting a corny straw fedora, 
plays a Yamaha folk guitar with a clip-on 
acoustic pickup and a spare length of twine used 
as a guitar strap 

Howard, a 19-year-old redhead, cuts clean both 
with his sharp 1940s-style suit and his bass lines 
His low-key demeanor bridges Pattillo's terse 
electicity and Small’s goofy sentimentality. Whe 
Small sings lead, Howard and Pattillo share the 
remaining mike, their closely grouped faces 
latter-day equivalents of McCartney and Har 
rison 

And behind it all, Bortone sits regally amidst 
his drums — a set of headphones his crown; his 
sticks twin scepters — looking for all the world 
with his white shirt and slim tie like an air-traffic 
controller.

Pattillo, brash and articulate, is the band’s 
unofficial spokesman, In conversation, he skips 
from one topic to the next like the rat-a-tal-a-tal 
of Bortone’s snare drum. 





He proudly calls the band ‘‘a tour de force 
within the recording industry’’ because of its 
refusal to cowtow to tradition. In essence, Tour de 
Force controls its own destiny. Refusing to relin 


quish artistic control, band members personally 
handle all bookings, publicity, production and 
advertising. 

“Put it this way ... we tend to scare pro- 
moters,"’ says Pattillo, who single-handedly ar- 
ranged the Berklee performance by striding into 
the main office ‘‘with three or four tapes and a 
$100 ghetto blaster.” 

“There's a basic fallacy about the music 
business,’’ Pattillo add: On the outside it looks 
huge, but on the inside it’s little.” 

Not so little that Tour de Force has overcome 
all its recognition problems. The band constantly 
is pushing for more exposure. A year ago, the 
band shelled out $800 on a full-page ad in the 
teeny-bopperesque ‘‘16 Magazine.”’ 

“Tt pretty much paid for itself with all the 
orders that came in,”’ Bortone says. ‘‘It’s great 
getting fan letters from Texas.” 

Band members see the performance at Berklee 
on Nov. 23 as a pivotal point. A good showing 
could boost the chances of being signed by a ma- 
jor label; a poor showing could mean another 
grinding year on the club/college circuit. 

Not that playing for college students or club au- 
diences is necessarily a rock musician’s 
purgatory. In August 1984, the band successfully 
opened for ‘‘Face-to-F'ace”’ before 1,500 at the 
Channel, 

“That was a really interesting show,’’ Small 
reflects. ‘‘They had the whole stage for their 
equipment. We didn’t even get a sound check. We 
sounded horrendous but we pulled it off.’’ 

“There’s a certain phenomenon you get when 
you have a lot of people in a small hall,” Pattillo 
adds.

But it hasn't been all sparks and high voltage. | 
Performing in a ‘‘throw-together show”’ at Fisher i

“There's probably nothing more degrading than 
standing there and having people sit on their 
hands and snuff you,"’ Pattillo winces. 























According to promotional material, Tour de 
Force generates excitement. And it’s true that 
during certain songs, like the recently released 
“Working on Sundays” with its introduction 
reminiscent of the Kink's ‘You Really Got Me,” 
band members tend to cut loose in a musical fury 

But if anything sells this band it will be the 
songs. Not the videos, not the musicianship, not 
the personalities. As individuals, none of the band 
members stand out. Tour de Force is not Dave 
Pattillo’s band anymore than it is Phil Small’s 
band, or Jay Howard's 

Together they've carved out a sound that is both 
unique and marketable. Part of this sound is the 
knack which Pattillo and Small have acquired for 
writing catchy arrangements the kind that 
stick in your mind 

As Howard observes, *‘Luckily, what we want is 
not too different from what people seem to want

Mini-Tv is 
ready to go

In this high-tech world, it’s 
probably logical to expect 
many people who've grown up 
with TV to want to have a color 
set within easy reach so they 
won’t miss a moment of their 
favorite soap, sitcom, or spor- 
ting event. 

Portable color models with 
13-inch screens are often 
available for around $200. But 
if those portables are still too 
big, you can get pocket-sized 
color television sets, such as 
the Panasonic CT101 and Seiko 
T-102, that let you sneak a peek 
without the whole world look- 
ing over your shoulder. 

While the TVs are tiny, their 
prices are not; they have big- 
screen price tags. The 
manufacturer’s suggested 
retail price for the Panasonic 
is $450; for the Seiko, $399. 
However, discounts may be 
available. 

Both were tested recently by 
Consumer Reports’ elec- 
tronics engineers. The 
Panasonic has a 1 %-inch pic- 
ture; the Seiko, a 2-inch pic- 
ture. 

Both TVs will run for about 2 
% hours on a fresh set of 
alkaline batteries. They can 
also run on house current or a 
car’s cigarette lighter. 

Of the two, the engineers 
favor the Panasonic, which 
has a conventional picture 
tube. The Panasonic’s picture 
when viewed indoors was 





reasonably crisp, with good 
color, contrast and brightness. 
But in moderate to bright 
sunlight, the picture was bare- 
ly visible.

Some of the most startling new 
products are being designed for 
or incorporated into Japanese 
automobiles.

Nissan is developing a suspen- 
sion system that monitors road 
movement and tells shock ab- 
sorbers how much to give. The 
car maker is also building a Sony 





compact disc player into its 
Skyline series. 
Toyota is experimenting in 


Japan with a video display unit in 
the dashboard of its top-of-the- 
line specialty Soarer sedan. The 
screen will give the driver acce: 
to his on-board computer’s 
formation, such as how far he can 
drive on remaining fuel. It will 
even pick up commercial televi- 
sion broadcasts. 

Honda has already introduced 
“PGM-FI” programmed fuel 
injection, a sophisticated system 
containing sensors that monitor 
vital running changes and while 
an 8-bit digital computer deter- 
mines the optimum air-fuel ratio. 

Nissan is also developing a 
heads-up display, like those used 
in advanced fighter aircraft, that 
projects dashboard readings by 
holographic optics onto the wind- 
shield to allow the driver to keep 
his eyes on the road. 

Among other advances under 
development are a bumper radar 
for collision avoidance and a 
global positioning system 
receiver that will pinpoint the 
car’s location from _ satellite 
signals, project it onto dashboard 
maps and show the best route. 

At home, video, cameras and

Pacific Clipper reaches 50 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) Fifty 
years ago the first trans-Pacific Clipper, 
a 50-ton ‘‘flying boat,’’ churned across 
San Francisco Bay and took off on a 
historic 8,210-mile flight to Manila. 

Some 20,000 spectators lined the shore 
to cheer the four-engine Martin-130 
seaplane over the partially-built Golden 
Gate Bridge on a route to Hawaii, Mid- 
way, Wake, Guam and the Philippines 
that would take 59 hours, 48 minutes of 
flying time. 

On Nov. 22, a half century later, a Pan 
American Boeing 747 jumbo jet with 
“China Clipper II’' painted on the nose 
re-enacts in 14 4% hour nostalgic journey 
that initiated commercial air service 
across the Pacific only six years before 
World War II. 

The flight, ironically, could be the last 
anniversary observance of Clipper ser- 
vice under the Pan Am banner. United 
Airlines recently submitted a bid to pur- 
chase the Pacific routes served by Pan 
Am since the pioneer run of Nov. 22, 
1935. 

“We pioneered service in the Pacific 
and we plan to celebrate the 50th an- 
aniversary whether we're still operating 
there or not,” said Pan Am spokesman 
James Arey. He said the passengers and 
crew will be taking a sentimental 
journey into the past and many of them 
will be dressed in 1930s attire 

The first seaplane to Manila carried 
only the crew and a heavy payload of 
1,837 pounds of mail, but it wasn’t long 
before passenger service was extended 
all the way to Hong Kong aboard the now 
famous “China Clipper.” 

Dispatching the historic flight from a 
command post in Alameda, Calif., was 
radio operator John Cooke, who recalls 














the replies of ‘‘Ready!’’ from the Pan 
Am stations on the island outposts. 

as a beautiful departure 
day weatherwise as the seaplane actual- 
ly went under the still unfinished Bay 
Bridge because of its weight. 

“The day that airplane departed I was 
a veteran of three weeks," said Cooke, 
75, who retired from Pan Am 10 years 
ago and now resides in the Sierra 
foothills of Penn Valley, Calif. ‘I didn’t 
realize how significant the flight was at 
the time, but I do now.” 

Cooke and his wife, Isyl, also 75, are 
taking the 50th anniversary flight and 
will take part in ceremonies on Guam, 
where Cooke was stationed when the 
Japanese captured the island on Dec. 8, 
1941. 





“I was one of the fortunate few who 
escaped by airplane,’’ said Cooke, whose 
wife and two children were ordered off 
the island two months before the attack. 
Only 41 Americans escaped and 1,200 
were captured by the Japanese forces. 

“The women and children were 
evacuated off the island in October, so 
we were not at all surprised when the at- 
tack came,”’ said Cooke. “‘I think the on- 
ly ones surprised were the American 
public.’* ——— 


When the ‘‘China Clipper’’ passenger 
service was inaugurated to Hong Kong 
in 1937, one of the first tickets was issued 
to Carlton Morse, a noted radio per- 
sonality whose classic, ‘‘One Man's 
Family,’ aired for 27 years. Morse 
bought two $1,700 roundtrip tickets for 
himself and his wife in order to be a part 
of history in the making. 

‘I didn’t think of it as dangerous, I 
thought of it as an adventure,’ said 





Morse, 84, who also wrote the radio 
series ‘‘I Love a Mystery,”’ and who still 
writes murder mysteries at his home in 
Woodside, Calif. 


Morse had a seat amidships on the 
seaplane and said the scariest time was 
doing takeoff when the windows were 
submerged. 

“We were underwater during takeoff 
and the first few times it was frighten- 
ing,’’ said Morse. ‘But, it was a 
beautiful, beautiful trip.” 

Morse radioed back broadcasts of the 
flight, going on and off the air from 
Manila with a cheery, ‘‘Good morning, 
tonight,’’ because while it was morning 
in the Philippines, it was nighttime in the 
states. 

He said the pilots navigated to the lit- 
tle islands and to Manila by ‘‘shooting 
the sun”’ with sextants to stay on course 
and land before nightfall. “It was a 
tremendous, tremendous effort.” 


John Boyle, who was airport manager 
on Midway Island at the time, said the 
men at the outposts were basically pret- 
ty bored, working all day to clear a lan- 
ding zone among the offshore coral 
reefs. 

“There was no pioneering spirit at the 
time,’’ he said. “It was during the 
Depression and we were glad to have a 
job. We didn’t know anything about the 
history, glory and glamour that would be 
ascribed to the Clipper flights.”’ 

The things that stand out in his mind, 
Boyle said, were the hundreds of gooney 
birds and armies of rats from ship- 
wrecks that inhabited the island. 

“The construction crew guys built 
more fancy rat traps than you ever saw 
in your life.” 


Winter brings yearly radiator woes

Does your car's radiator have water in 
it? 

Too little (or none at all) means pro- 
bles; but too much water could mean 
even bigger problems 

When I was a college student, I flew 
back to Colorado in January after 
Christmas break, went directly to the 
dormitory parking lot and tried to start 
my old Dodge Dart. The groans were 
awful. Suspecting a run-down battery, I 
lifted the hood and fell back in 
disbelief. It was like a scene from Dr, 
Zhivago — a little bit of Siberia right in 
my own engine compartment 

The coolant in a car’s radiator cir- 
culates through the engine block to pre- 
vent overheating, Even in the warm 
months, the cooling system should con- 
tain a mixture of water and antifreeze, 
which also helps prevent overheating 
(the leading mechanical cause of 
highway breakdowns). But if your 
radiator boiled over in last summer's 
heat, there’s a good chance that you 
refilled it with plain clean water. If so, 
the water can freeze when cold weather 
hits. 

When water freezes, it expands. And 
when it freezes solid inside your car's 
engine, something has to give. If your 
engine has ‘freeze plugs’’ (and you're 
lucky), the freeze plugs will pop out, 
icicles will form on the sides of the 


engine block, and your car will be out of 
commission until the next thaw, when 
you can replace the plugs and fill ‘er up 
with antifreeze. Or the cooling- system 
hoses will break, flooding the engine 
compartment with ice. 

If you're not so lucky, the engine block 
will crack as a miniature glacier forces 
its way out; after that, the engine will 
not hold coolant or oil, and the only cure 
is to replace the engine. (In the case of 
my Dodge Dart, it was cheaper to 
replace the car.) 

There's no question: Antifreeze is a 
good investment as winter advances, If 
you're in doubt about how much an- 
tifreeze is in your car's cooling system, 
get an anitfreeze tester, It costs about $2 
and looks like an eyedropper with col- 
ored plastic balls inside. Open the 
radiator and suck a little coolant into the 
dropper. The number of balls that float 
to the top will tell you how low a 
temperature your coolant can withstand 
without freezing 

To learn more, I talked to Niall 
McStay, auto cooling-systems expert for 
BASF Wyandotte Corp 

McStay suggests that you consult the 
owner's manual for your car to find out 
which antifreeze is recommended. *'To 
get the most out of the antifreeze you 
use,’’ he says, ‘‘add an equa! amount of 
water.’’ Too much antifreeze can cause 
gumming in the radiator and can actual- 
ly reduce cold-weather protection

By selecting the specified brand of an- 
tifreeze for your car, McStay points out, 
you also can more effectively combat a 
major nemesis of today’s light-weight 
engines: corrosion. When you're ready 
to add the antifreeze to the cooling 
system, be sure that the ignition is off 
and the engine is cold. McStay notes: 
“It's always a good idea to check the 
radiator hoses for leaks first, then the in- 
side of the radiator cap for rust. It you 
find rust, or if the antifreeze looks 
discolored, clean the system out before 
adding fresh antifreeze.” 

To clean the system, open the plug at 
the bottom of the radiator, let the old 
fluid drain out, then put a garden hose in- 
to the radiator and let the water run for 
10 or 15 minutes, During this time, runn- 
ing the heater on high will help clean out 
the system. Then, after closing the drain 
plug, you're ready to add the prescribed 
amount of fresh antifreeze and water to 
both the radiator and the see-through 
recovery tank (if your car has one) 
Finally, let the engine run for a few 
minutes to allow the antifreeze to cir- 
culate, then turn it off, and, after it cools, 
top off the radiator with a bit more 
water. ‘‘It really takes very little effort 
or expense to keep a car's cooling 
system running trouble free, says 
MeStay. He cautions, however, that even 
so-called ‘‘permanent’’ antifreeze 
should be changed once a year. (C)1985,

But members of the C of 
‘65 were also making headlines 
20 years ago that suggested the 
trials they would experience 
during the next tumultuous 
decade. A front page story in 
the old ‘Boston Traveller’’ told 
of two longhaired Newton High 
students who were ordered by 
the administration ‘‘to have 
their over-abundant locks 
sheared." 

The incident, aided by publici- 
ty in the Boston press, created a 
small furor and led to a ‘‘full 
scale demonstration” on Elm 
Road. For the Class of ‘65 from 
Newton High School, as for their 
counterparts graduating from 
high schools all over the country 
in the mid-60s, demonstrations, 
social tumult and changing 
values would dominate their 
post-school days. 

They fought in the war in Viet- 
nam, and they fought against it 
at home. Some took off for a 
bright future in unknown 
destinations while others settled 
down in the neighborhoods they 
had grown up in. Within their 
ranks, they contained all the 
diverse ideas that made the late 
‘60s a time of great change in 
America, a time that largely 
determined the way we live to- 
day.

He has tales to tell 


“There are always some loose teeth in the group, so often I'll 
play my ukulele and we'll sing a song I made up. It starts, 
‘Toothy’s loose and my gums are sore,’ and that’s one way we 
might get started,’ Shepherd Herman explained. 


For the past four y s, Mr 
Herman has gotten started on 
his weekly storytelling session 
with the kindergartners and 
first-graders at two Newton 
elementary schools — Angier 
and Lincoln-Eliot. But, recent- 
ly, when he walked into the 
Lincoln-Eliot auditorium more 
than 150 children, parents and 
teachers yelled, ‘Surprise! 
Happy Birthday Poppa Shep!” 

To celebrate Mr. Herman's 
80th birthday, the children 
made a 36-foot birthday card, 
and almost as many mothers 
brought in cakes, cookies and 
juice. After presenting him 
with a special rainbow cake 
with candles and_ singing 
“Happy Birthday,’” many of 
the children formed a receiv- 
ing line to give him a hug. 

A tall man who wears a 
Greek sailor’s cap, Herman 
sometimes uses a cane 
because of a recent back 
operation. But he seemed com- 
fortable enough in a child- 
sized chair greeting his 
friends. They included such 
old friends as the third- 
graders who were his first au- 
dience when he started 
volunteering in 1981. 

Then he was 76 years old. 
“My wife told me that I'd be 
good at it, but I was afraid I 
couldn’t keep the kids’ atten- 
tion. At that age (five and six), 
they can’t concentrate very 
long. But I found out that, by 
involving them, they write the 
story. Sometimes our sessions 
last almost an hour,” he said. 

Each story is different, but 
is based on a character named 
Ishkabibble. (The name 
comes from a comic stip 











popular in the 1940s, Mr. Her- 
man explained.) He continued, 
“When I begin, I have no idea 
what’s going to happen to 
Ishkabibble, — the children 
decide that. When I see there’s 
a word they don’t know, we 
stop and define it. If they’re 
not in the mood for a story, we 
have plenty to do. At least once 
a month we announce bir- 
thdays, and I keep a list of 
their favorite songs on the 
back of my ukulele. 

The school visitor hasn’t 
always been a_ storyteller, 
although with 12 grand- 
children and a son who runs a 
summer camp in New Hamp- 
shire, he’s had plenty of prac- 
tice. He said he’s most proud 
of being a sculptor. One of his 
works is in a courtyard at the 
Weitzman Institute in Israel. 
Entitled ‘“‘Turning Swords Into 
Ploughshares,” it is a welded 
sculpture that transforms 
modern swords into farming 
tools to feed the hungry. 

He’s also an inventor of 
foam tape that is used to in- 
sulate and to pad metal equip- 
ment. He ran an oil conserva- 
tion program during World 
War II, sold coal stoves, and 
owned a company which 
designed and built animated 
figures used in retail displays. 

“I’ve always worked for 
myself and been involved in 
creative work,"’ and he added 
later, ‘I don’t create the 
stories, the children do. Each 
week it’s different for them 
andme.”

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‘Pooper Scooper’ 
called useless law

NEWTON Alderman Mat- 
thew Jefferson has employed a 
parlimentary manuever to delay 
passage of the controversial 
“Pooper Scooper’’ ordinance, 
which was thought to have been 
approved last week. 

Jefferson negated the Board of 
Alderman’s 13-4 vote in favor of 
the law by filing a motion to 
“reconsider’’ the item im- 
mediately after the tally was 
recorded. 

“T think it’s a useless law,’’ he 
said when asked the reasons 
behind his move, which effective- 
ly delays further consideration of 
the proposal for two weeks. 

He provided a hint of the tactic 
during last week’s roll call vote 
on the issue. 


Jefferson initially voted 
against the law sponsored by 
Alderman Rodney Barker, but 
then asked to change his vote just. 
before the tally was officially an- 
nounced. 

The last-second switch allowed 
him to be recorded on the prevail- 
ing side of the vote, which then 
made it possible for him to file 
reconsideration. 

The ordinance would require 
dog owners to carry the tools 
needed to clean up after their 
pets when the animals defecate 
on public property. Those failing 
to comply would face a $25 if a 
complaint was issued and pro- 
ven. 


Barker introduced the measure 
@ year ago as a health and safety 
concern, but Jefferson considers 
the law unnecessary and unen- 
forceable. 

“We're not Boston or New 
York, where 90 percent of the city 
is paved over. I don’t think the 
problem is anywhere near the 
health hazard it was made out to 
be,” he said. 

Jefferson compared the 
pooper-scooper legislation to the 
city’s leash law, which he said 
can only be enforced ‘‘selective- 
ly.” 

Police Chief William F. Quinn 
has already said his department 
would not consider enforcement 
of Barker's idea a top priority 

“Even-handed enforcement of 
this is next to impossible,’’ said 
Jefferson, who described the 
legislation as ‘‘unreasonable 
animal control.” 

He also indirectly questioned 
Barker's motives for introducing 
the proposal. 

“Somebody wanted to be ac- 
tive, perhaps, on some ‘insignifi- 
cant legislation. They wanted to 
find something to do, so they 
brought this legislation in under 
the guise of public safety and 
have us pass it,’’ Jefferson said 

He said he was surprised at the 
margin of the vote to approve the 
bill and will try to persuade his 
colleagues to reverse their deci- 
sion when the full board reopens 
debate on Dec. 2. 

“T don’t think they 
about it,’’ he said.

The clock is 
ticking away on your stay in the Garden 
City. 

No matter that your family has lived in 
the city for 100 years. No matter that you 
would not know where to go if you had to 
leave Newton. You are leaving, and your 
elected officials will hand you your hat as 
you go out the door. 

When your apartment goes condo, or 
when your building is sold and the new 
landlord realizes he can double your rent, 
you will be history. 

The city just sold the Claflin School to an 
artists’ coop. It will be beautiful. It will be 
a showpiece that is guaranteed to be 
featured in the Boston media. The city will 
be cited as a true patron of the arts. 

The city’s contribution to the arts is 
already well known. We have Arts in the 
Parks. We have the Fund for the Arts. We 
have the Beaux Arts Ball. We have the 
Newton Arts Center. 

Apparently that is not enough. We have 
given away an excellent opportunity to 
provide mixed-income housing at Claflin; 
and we have, once again, postponed our 
loudly voiced commitment to providing 
just that. 

Poor people, either keep a bag packed 
under your bed or learn to paint, draw or 
sculpt if you want to continue to call 
Newton your home. 


Sen. McGovern’s 
role as a spoiler 


It could well be that able State Sen. 
Patricia McGovern of Lawrence, who has 
risen to become Ways and Means Commit- 
tee chairman, is building the reputation of 
being a legislative spoiler. 

She has succeeded in tying up two impor- 
tant measures, one having to do with tax- 
payers’ money and the other relating to 
the cause of good government. 

Surtax repeal is the pocketbook matter. 
Only reluctantly did Sen. McGovern back 
off prior opposition stance and move on the 
issue. Her response to the nearly 
unanimous House vote for a phase-out was 
to link that direct action to several 
revenue-producing initiatives. 

If the McGovern package went the 
distance, any relief to taxpayers would be 
negligible. The senate version remains ina 
joint conference commitee. Stalemate 
could doom repeal hopes. 

Under Sen. McGovern, Ways and Means 
has emasculated a bill designed to give 
legal force to the enforcement powers of 
the Ethics Commission. Back in July, the 
Supreme Judicial Court found the enabling 
act did not spell out the authority’s power 
in sections applied to conflict-of-interest 
cases. Here was the very heart of the in- 
tent of the law. 

Minus the right to impose fines, the wat- 
chdog commission becomes little more 
than a pattycake review board. By knock- 
ing out three important parts of the section 
dealing with public servant accountability, 
the Senate leader has negated what ap- 
peared to be a genuine consensus to 
remedy enforcement shortcomings.

Vote on ban ‘meaningless’ 


Allright it's time to take the gloves off! 

Last week I read a letter in this paper 
criticizing my comments concerning the 
moratorium. Lest any of you harbor the same 
illusions, I will set out may exact feelings on 
this weighty issue 

The referendum itself is insignificant. The 
turnout for the election was approximately 23 
percent (10,805 out of 48,594). The moratorium 
(total) vote was 7,626, which amounts to ap- 
proximately 70 percent of the vote cast but on- 
ly 14 percent of the eligible voters in the City 
of Newton 


When you consider that, in most referenda, 
people support the status quo (for instance, 
the referendum to change the limitation on 
terms for school committee failed, the library 
referendum failed, etc.) and you further take 
into account that those in favor of the 
moratorium are much more motivated to vote 
than those opposed, the moratorium vote 
becomes even le: ignificant. 

As for the moratorium itself, it is too bad 
that the arguments on both sides were never 
fully aired. 

Those in favor of the moratorium did their 
best to encourage debate and discussion. 
However, there was no organized effort by 
those opposed to this non-binding referendum 
and little publicity for the aurguments 
against. Let's talk about some of them now. 

First, despite the propoganda, this city is 
not being overrun by development. Sure there 
are a few buildings that, being charitable, are 
not ‘‘a benefit’ to the community. I agree that 
Newton Corner is beginning to look like Fort

Ticonderoga, but, on the whole, development 
in this city has been well-planned. 

Second, the purpose of the moratorium is to 
halt development while the city reviews the 
zoning ordinances. This is being done by a 
committee on which leading proponents of the 
moratorium movement have participated and 
which expects to make recommendation by 
mid-December. 

Third, the moratorium mentality and at- 
tempts to rezone the city have caused owners 
of land to panic. 

Whereas before owners would hold onto 
their land for longterm investment purposes, 
they are now filing perimeter plans which pro- 
tect the land for three years from the date of 
filing. They are then pulling building permits 
and constructing commercial buildings. 

A perfect example of this reverse-type of ef- 
fect is Newton Corner. 

One land owner intends to construct another 
office building on Jefferson Street, near the 
Druker building. Yes - another office building 
in Newton Corner! 

While another land owner intends to tear 
down a full block on Washington Street, about 





two blocks down from Druker, and build - are 
you ready for this? - a Seven-Eleven store !!!! 
with a nice big parking lot in front!!! Just 
think, you can come off the Pike and stop for a 
Big Gulp or a Slurpy on the way home. 

So, ironically the moratorium movement 
has indirectly promoted development, not 
curbed it 

Finally, those of you who want to prohibit all 
construction should realize that moratoria 
have only been upheld when they are limited 
to a specific goal and extend for a limited 
period of time. 

You are not going to stop all construction in 
this city forever. 

One must also relize that in any issue there 
is a balancing of interest. You must balance 
the desire to restrict development with the 
need to encourage new sources of revenue for 
the city. 

You must balance your desire for aesthetics 
with the property owner who bought land 
years ago and has maintained it and paid for it 
through the years with the hope that it will 
provide retirement income. 

As I said, the issue is too important and too 
complicated to be decided by a miniscule 
vote. 

As for me, I stand ready to debate the pro- 
ponents any time - in front of neighborhood 
groups, on cable TV, wherever in an effort to 
have a true dialogue on this issue.

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Youth exchange could improve relations between US-USSR 


There is a story which has made the 
rounds among student exchange practi- 
tioners which suggests teen-; pping as a 
s to international peace. The story is that 
of a small group of tribes on one of the 
Pacific Islands, which has the exchange of 
children among the leaders of warring fac- 
tions as the standard form for concluding a 
peace accord. The inescapable logic here is 
that each tribe will be less likely to start 
shooting guns at the other the next time a 
quarrel ensues. President Reagan may have 
been thinking about this story when he made 
extensive exchanges between the USSR and 
the USA, one of the key proposals for his 
summit with Gorbachev. 

I quarrel with the priority which Reagan 
attaches to this idea over arms control, but I 
think he has hit upon a good idea here; one 
which has been shown to make a significant 
contribution to international understanding. 

A recent publication of Youth for 
Understanding (YFU), the nation’s largest 
teenage exchange organization, had the 
following caption: 

“Student Exchange is the way to create 
networks of people who are natural bridge 
builders.” 

Indeed, YFU ought to know; they have 
been adding and expanding this network of 
bridge builders for 34 years. The founder of 
YFU, Dr. Andresen, and her Michigan col- 
leagues were the peace activists of the last 
big war, but they were not shouting ‘‘Stop the 
War!,” or ‘Hell No, We Won’t Go!” Rather, 
they were saying to America and the world, 
“It's too bad that we had to go to war, but let 
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us not forget to prepare for peace. If we fail 
to do so, then our children, whether they be 
American or German, or Japanese, or Rus- 
sian, or Italian, or French, will have died in 
vain.” 

They dreamed up this idea of exchanging 
children between German and American 
parents. At first, 75 anxious and daring Ger- 
man parents let go of their teenage boys and 
girls and entrusted them to 65 families in the 
U.S.A. They held their breath for two mon- 
ths. Eureka! The kids came back, alive and 
well and wouldn’t stop talking about their 
mom and dad, sisters and brothers back 
there. 

The following year it was the Americans 
who sent their boys and girls to become 
members of German families, and the story 
has since been repeated among 50 countries 
with over 10,000 teenagers. The experiences 
of these families, now joined by their 
children across the language, cultural and 
geographical divide, have brought tears to 
the eyes of grown men and women wherever 
I have heard them told. At Hancock, New 
York this past spring, I listened to an 
American mother, Amy Ferell of La 
Grangeville, describe the video tape from 
her daughter’s Japanese father, which the 
family received as a Christmas present. The 
video tape ends with the teary-eyed 
Japanese father and the rest of his family 
waving good-bye to their American daughter 
as the plane taxies America-bound. 

I have heard many of these wonderful 
stories from other parents and I was not 
about to lose my cool like the rest of the au- 
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dience in front of us. Then Amy concluded 
‘To think that I had raised a daughter that 
another family could love so much was...” 
Then I lost my cool. And the story is repeated 
in every state in the union — in France, in 
West Germany, in Japan, in Chile, and so on, 
and soon 
If Reagan can pull off a USA-USSR ex- 
change, I'll be ready to get my first Soviet 
son and a brother for my little girl, Lauren. 
Perhaps the two of them, multiplied a 
million times throughout the world, may 
stop the bomb, while old men Reagan and 
Gorbachev continue to argue.

Police Chief William F. Quinn, 
the GBPC’s chairman for the last 
decade, is under strict orders 
from Dwyer not to comment on 
the case and could not be reach- 
ed 

The flurry of legal action 
comes exactly five months after 
The Newton Graphic and The 
News Tribune first reported that 
Coogan was under investigation 
by the Internal Revenue Service 
for failing to report at least 
$250,000 in personal income. 

The IRS probe has also spawn- 
ed a federal grand jury investiga- 
tion into the GBPC’s finances. 

The suit against Coogan claims 
he set up an unauthorized ac- 
count with the Bank of Boston in 
which he deposited more than 
$1.5 million earmarked for the 
GBPC 

It also alleges that he entered 
into a financial arrangement 
with one of the GBPC’s vendors 
for which he received more than 
$250,000 while a municipal 
employee 

The brokerage firm and banks 
named as trustee/defendants in 
the suit have accounts to which 
some of the missing funds have 
been traced. They are: Coolidge 
Bank and Trust Company in 
Watertown, Meeting House 
Cooperative Bank and Trust 
Company in Boston and Moseley, 
Hallgarten, Estabrook & 
Weeden, Inc., of Boston. 

Coogan and the Council 


The GBPC was created in 1970 
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as a way to foster in 
departmental communications 
between area law enforcement 
agencie: specifically through 
the installation of the Boston 
Area Police Emergency Radio 
Network (BAPERN) 

It has since grown into a collee- 
tive purchasing collaborative 
with a membership of more than 
50 police departments, federal 
and state law enforcement agen- 
cies and private institutions 
within the Route 128 belt. 

In 1972, the GBPC_ hired 
Coogan, of 51 Rambling Road, 
through a consulting contract 
that was renewed annually until 
he left to go into private business 
on June 30 of this year 

His responsibilities included 
charging members dues and 
fees, coordinating the design and 
delivery of BAPERN equipment, 
maintaining the GBPC’s finan- 
cial records, and executing all 
the financial arrangements bet- 
ween Newton (the c 
agent) and the GBP 

Coogan’s contract included an 
annual payment of $29,196 and 
provided for no more than $4,800 
in yearly expenses

The Scheme 


At the heart of Coogan’s alleg- 
ed wrongdoing is his work on the 
decade-old BAPERN system bet- 
ween 1982, when the GBPC’s ac- 
counts were consolidated, and 
this year. 

Three companies played a key 
role in the creation and 
maintenance of BAPERN: CES 
Telecommunications, headed by 
Arthur Yefsky and based in 
Skokie, Illinois; Motorola Inc., of 
Delaware; and, Ackerman Com- 
munications Ltd., headed by 




















John Ackerman, a former field 
engineer for Motorola. 
According to papers filed with 
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the suit, whenever a community 


decided to join the radio network, | 





‘ under Coogan’s direction, 
analyzed the cost and installation 
requirements. 


Coogan allegedly accumulated 
$1,558,198 in the account by gross- 
ly inflating the prices of equip- 
ment provided by the GBPC’s 
vendors and directing the victim 
communities to make their 


checks payable to the ‘““GBPC,” 
rather than the ‘‘City of 
Newton.” 


“On occasion,”’ the suits states, 
“Coogan transmitted the inflated 
payments to (Marino) for 
crediting to the GBPC’s account 
for the purpose insuring that 
there were sufficient funds in 
that account to make payments 
to vendors and thereby avoid 
detection of hi heme.” 

The suit claims Coogan told the 
bank to send all the statements 
for the secret account to his per- 
sonal place of business at 141 Tre- 
mont St. in Boston. 

That address is the location of 
Pollenz’s law firm. 

Dwyer said he is still attemp- 
ting to uncover the scope of 
Pollenz’s involvement in the 
scheme. 















Acc ording to the suit, ‘‘at least 
53’ was withdrawn from 
ount through checks made 
able to Coogan “‘or to finan- 
cial institutions and business 
which had no dealing with the 
GBPC.” 

Dwyer said at least half of the 
money withdrawn was deposited 
with the stock brokerage firm 
and the two area banks. 

When Bank of Boston officials 
agreed to freeze the account 
several months ago, only 
$130,659.52 remained. 
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Conflict of Interest 





The basis of the conflict of in- 
terest claim is Coogan’s contract 
with the GBPC, which effectively 
made him a municipal employee, 
and the charge that he received 
money from an affiliate of Yef- 
sky’s company at the same time. 

The GBPC paid CES $777,000 
between July 1980 and June 1985. 
During the same time, Coogan 
allegedly received at least 
$250,000 from an Illinois co 
munications firm called 11 
which is headed by Art Yefsky’s 
son, Michael. 

The lawsuit contends that ITS 
“was formed as a vehicle for 
payments to be made to Coogan 
during this period.’’ Dwyer 
believes Coogan received the 
money after anging with Yef- 
sky to recruit additional 
BAPERN members, who would 
in turn pay Yefsky for his 
engineering services. 

If that charge can be proven, 
Yefsky may also be subject to a 
lawsuit. 























Missing Files 


Papers filed with the suit claim 
that Coogan rifled crucial files 
just before his contract with the 
GBPC ended and when news of 
the IRS probe into his personal 
income broke. 

Howard Baker, who became 
GBPC administrator when 
Coogan left, submitted an af- 
fidavit making the claim. 

Baker said that, when he took 
over, he ‘‘discovered that 
numerous ords of the GBPC 
were not available, including 
files of transactions between 
GBPC and its members and the 

BPC and its vendors 

Other court papers claim that 
just before Coogan’s contract ex- 
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pired, he went to his office at 
Newton Police Headquarters at 
night and on weekends - times 
when he did not usually conduct 
the council’s business. 

Quinn also filed an affidavit 
stating that, at various times, he 
had asked Coogan “to recom- 
mend an organizational structure 
and regulations, rules or by-laws 
for the group consistent with its 
needs and appropriate for its ef- 
fective functioning as an indepen- 
dent entity.”” 

Apparently, that 
never completed 

Quinn has also sworn that he 
knew nothing about the secret 
bank account. 

The Defense 


In a previous interview, 
Pollenz said Coogan earned the 
millions through a provision in 
his contract with the GBPC that 
allowed him to perform con- 
sulting services for other com- 
munities. 

The stipualtion reads, ‘This 
contract shall not prevent the 
consultant from performing 
telecommunications consulting 
services for other municipal, 
state, county or private corpora- 
tions.” 

Pollenz also portrayed Quinn 
as an ‘Egyptian pharoah” who 
told Coogan to build ‘‘a 
pyramid,’’ meaning the 
BAPERN system, but who was 
not concerned with the details of 
the project. 

He denied Coogan received 
money from Yefsky and_in- 
dicated that those who acted as 
fiscal agents for the GBPC, like 
the city’s purchasing agent, com- 
ptroller, etc., were just as liable 
as Coogan. 

Pollenz blamed the missing 
money on shoddy and unsuper- 
vised accounting practices.

NEWTON More than 50 
residents who live near the 
former St Sebastian’s Country 
Day School which straddles 
the Newton-Boston border on 
Farlow Hill packed Monday 
night’s Land Use Committee 
meeting hoping to hear developer 
Alan Green’s plans for conver-

However, the crowd which 
flowed into the hallway outside 
the committee room — came out 
for nothing as the committee 
referred the petition to the 1986-87 
Board of Aldermen at Green’s re- 
quest. Green said he wanted to 
wait until the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority (BRA) can study 
the plan 

“I was very surprised that the 
committee didn’t act on the peti- 


tion,’ David Creasey of 164 
Brayton Rd. in Brighton said. ‘‘T 
am delighted, though, that there 
will be more time to discuss Mr. 
Green's plan.” 

Creasey, who opposed provi- 
sions of the plan calling for 
townhouses along Hood St., said 
the delay should give Green more 
time to communicate with others 
who oppose part or all of his pro- 
pose 





he area does need to be 
developed, Creasey said. 
“Right now, it is a target for 
trash and vandalism. However, 
there are still a number of ques- 
tions that need to be answered by 
Mr. Green, and I would like to 
support him if he can answer 
those questions in a manner that 
is both responsible end respon- 
sive.”’ 

Among those questions are the 
increase on traffic flow and the 
final number of units that will be 














constructed. 

After meeting with BRA of- 
ficials last week, Planning Direc- 
tor Barry Canner said his depart- 
ment will initiate a traffic study 
to determine what effect the 
development will have on the 
already congested streets that 
run through Farlow Hill 

Monday night, Green said he 
will eliminate plans to construct 
seven townhouses on Hood 
Street, in part as an effort to 
decrease the development’s den- 
sity. 

Green added that he met last 
week with BRA Director Steven 
Coyle to discuss the plan. 

“We are working with the BRA 
to figure out the best way to go 
about this,’’ Green said. “We sat 
down with Coyle to go over the 
process on the Boston end of 
things. I asked the Board of 
Aldermen to dealy acting on the 
petition until Boston can get up to 


speed. Right now, Boston is far 
behind Newton in the planning 
process.”” 

Though he said he is looking at 
the petition as ‘only one pro- 
ject,” he admits that dealing with 
two municipal governments can 
be complicated. 

“Whenever you deal with two 
cities on one proposal,’’ he said, 
“the difficulty increases ex- 
ponentially. I don't have my 
crystal ball with me, so I can’t 
say exactly what will happen.”’ 

The delay will allow those with 
strong opinions on both sides of 
the issue to solidify their support 

The Farlow Hill Neighborhood 
Association is in favor of the pro- 
posal. The League of Women 
Voters and the Newton Conser- 
vators oppose it. All parties con- 
cerned will now have additional 
time to collect signatures on peti- 
tions and make their respective 
cases to the board.

He said the unemployment

tion clinic at one point during her 
pregnancy, he said, but doctors 
told her it would be impossible to

Mollomo left his father’s 
business to go into marketing.

found himself up to his ears in 
grease and motor oil. 

“I did everything back then,” 
Mollomo says of Veteran’s early 
years, “I was a driver, a 
mechanic and the bookkeeper. 

Many 
times I was ready to throw up my 
hands and walk away from the 
whole thing, but I stuck it out and 
survived. Things are going pretty 
good now, so I’m glad we did.” 

Perseverance and_ staying 
power have been rare qualities 
among Newton taxi owners. 
When Mollomo started, there 
were as many as 15. Now, three 
companies own all the cities 90- 
odd cabs. That he survived 30 
years of 70-hour weeks is 
testimony to Mollomo’s staying 
power. 


“T like people,” he offers as an 
explanation. “I like to get out and 
meet people. Working in the cab 
business is a good way to do that. 
Also, the people who you work 
with are characters. 

He says television’s “Taxi” sit- 
com offered a goed portrayal of 
the quirks and idiosyncracies of 
those behind the wheel. 

One of the drivers Mollomo 
most fondly remembers was a 
cabbie known as ‘‘the Saint.” 

“The Saint was quite a guy,” 
Mollomo says. ‘He used to go out 
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of his way to help people — make 
sure they had something to eat if 
they didn’t have any money. He 
worked for us for years, and he 
would give most of his money 
away. He was 100-percent 
honest.’ 


Mollomo remembers one inci- 
dent he says helped him stay with 
in “the business”’ over the years. 

“An old man had a t attack 
on the side of the road fter 
car drove by him. The only driver 
who stopped was one of our cab 
drivers. He notified the police on 
his two-way radio and rushed 
him to the hospital. He survived 
thanks to that driver. That's the 
kind of thing I like to think about 
when I hear all that guff about 
how bad we cabbies are,’’ he 
says. 

Many of Veteran’s Taxi 
customers over the years have 
been the elderly and the very 
young. Mollomo s runs to the 
grocery store 0 ‘hool, combin- 
ed with drivers like the Saint, 
make for good relations with the 
community. 

“T think our reputation is ve! 
good here in Newton,” he s i 
“This may seem like a cliche, but 
if you are good to the community, 
the community will be good to 
you.” 

While the community has been 
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good, Mollomo will admit his 
health has not. Though he stop- 
ped driving four years ago, he 
has continued to ignore the clock 
and work 12 hour days. He is a 
result, tired and ready to finally 
call ita shift.

Fear of crime sparks revolution in home security

DALLAS (UPI) 
detects the sound of an alien 
heartbeat beating anywhere 
within the house. Another picks 


up the exact frequency of break- 





ailing hyenas and 
transmits a silent personalized 
signal to waiting paramedics, 

They’re all part of the home 
alarm revolution, one of the 
America’s hottest industries, an 
adjunct of scientific ad- 
vances and fears of rampant pro- 
perty crime. 

Th tems come in a variety 
of packages, fit for a variety of 
homes and situations — and sport 
a variety of price tags. They all 
claim to work. Not all do, of 
course. 

In fact, roughly 90 percent of 
all home alarm calls, according 
to police statistics, turn out to be 
false alarms sometimes the 
result of equipment malfunction, 
but more often the result of 
human error. 

“Somebody forgot to slam shut 
a door or they kicked open a win- 
dow or they forgot to turna key,” 
said Ray Cherry, a Texas vice 
president for Smith security 
systems, ‘‘and all of a sudden all 
the bells and whistles go off."” 

Observes Dennis Gross, 
general manager of the 3M 
security systems in Dallas 's 
a growing industry, but it has its 
downside. The tems give peo- 
ple a false sense of security. And, 
after all, no system is perfect. 

“Some people figure if they pile 
on all the gadgets they will be 
forever safe. That just isn’t the 
case. Nothing can be guaranteed. 

“In my opinion, the best 
system is not always the most 
complicated, but often the 
simplest, the one that is time- 
tested."’ 

Nevertheless, a big job takes a 
big system.

Putting a cuddly puppy or 
kitten in Santa’s pack is akin to 
bringing a new baby home 

While exciting, the 
animals present surpri not all 
the most comfortable. Pups and 
kittens, just as babies, throw up 
with no advance notice. And 
pups, much like babies, have a 
proclivity for yelping just as 
you're getting back to sleep for 
the third time ina night

Charles R. Banta, director of the 
Alpo Pet Center, Allentown, Pa., 
and expert on pets from pro- 
fessional and personal ex- 
perience, being the owner cf two

female golden Labradors, one 
fancy cat and a parrot 
“The holidays are the most 


confusing time of the year,’’ the 
veterinarian says 

“It's not a good time to break in 
a new pet. Besides, I don’t like to 
give people, especially a child, 
the idea that a pet is like a 
Christmas toy. Something to be 
unwrapped, played with and 
eventually discarded 

“A pet real responsibility.” 

For pet’s sake and your fami- 
ly’s, Banta said, it’s better to ar- 
range the announcing of a ‘‘pet to 
come” as a holiday surprise than 
spring the pet itself out of Santa’s 
pack, 

He suggested making a gift 
certificate or getting one from an 
animal shelter or breeder, depen- 
ding on the source of the pet 
you'd like as an addition to the 
family. 

And to avoid the appearance of 
just handing out a piece of paper, 
Banta suggested giving some 
animal trappings with the cer- 
tificate such as a dog bed, a book 
on training dogs, a leash and col- 
lar; some catnip, a book on cats, 
spongy little balls, a ribbon with 
a bell on it for a cat. 

When the new pet comes into 
the family, Banta said, it is vital 
to remember how much a new 
dog or cat can be like a child 

‘They'll nose all around the 
house, getting into all the places 
they’re not supposed to be able to 
get into,’’ he said, suggesting the 
house be pet-proofed in a manner 
similar to child-proofing, 
eliminating the possible traps 
wh injury might occur. 

“For example,’ he said, ‘‘if 
you have lamp cords behind the 
couch, block the area off or rear- 
range the cords so the dog or cat 
can’t get to them. Chewing on the 
wires can be fatal for an animal 
just as toa child.” 















If there's already a dog or cat 
in the home, Banta advised cau- 
tion when loading up on holiday 
meals and other treats. 

The temptation, he said, is to 
share with the dog or cat. They 
ran stand just so much. They'll 
get digestive upsets just as easily 
as a child or adult when overfed 
or ingesting an odd mixture of 
edibles 

The Pets Are Wonderful Coun- 
cil, PAW, in Chicago, makes the 
following pet gift suggestions: 

Surprise your debonair dog 
with a rubber bone with his name 
on it 

Tie a red or green ribbon 
around the food and water bowls 

A new collar, even a flea col- 
lar, a leash or coat for the dog. 

A playmate. An established 
pet can help teach a puppy or kit- 
ten the ropes. And when you're 
not home, your pets will enjoy 
companionship. 

Red and green ribbons tied 
around pet’s neck. 

PAW experts also endorse the 
pet gift certificate for ‘tthe day,”’ 
recommending that the pet be 
brought home before or after the 
holiday.

NEW YORK — In the retail end 
of the ornament business, the 
word this Christmas is “‘collec 
s.’

“The collectible tree is what I 
would say the trend 
Thomas Dyjor, Macy’s 
director for home furnishings. 
“What you find is people doing 
more and more of what I call a 
keepsake tree.

It’s 
almost a scrapbook of their life. I 
find myself doing it.”” 

Dyjor bought a paper Eiffel 
tower in Paris last April.

At Bloomingdale’s, Claudia 
Wachtel, the store’s gift and trim 
buyer, agrees with Dyjor.

The tradi- 
tional handblown old ornaments 
from Germany are always 
popular but this year they're 
skyrocketing.” 

“What that is telling me is the 
customer is looking for 
something serious,’ she con- 
tinued. ‘‘Not necessarily red-and- 
green Christmas but something 
to collect. It’s a serious orna- 
ment. Its for adults only.”” 

As for ‘‘red-and’green 
Christmas,” Macy's Dyjor said, 
“What people are doing more and 
more is not having theme trees. 
It used to be a few years ago,

white tree or a candy tree.’ It’s 
almost like fashion now. We've 
gotten to buying clothes that cost 
more because we're going to 
keep them longer.” 

Wachtel tackled the adults-only 
aspect of the trend. ‘Adults 
decorate the trees,’’ she said. 
“They have the purchasing 
power. It’s simple if you think

Spreading musical cheer

NEW YORK (UPI) — If, 
heaven forbid, you've grown 


weary of ‘‘White Christmas”’ or 
all those choir versions of 
Christmas music, take heart: 
There are a slew of records from 
people you probably didn’t 
suspect would spread Christmas 
joy. 

Everyone from Bruce Springs- 
teen to Alabama and Ray Charles 
to the Chipmunks has felt the 
need at one time or another to 
sing about Christ’s birth or San- 
ta’s travails. No matter what 
your musical taste, there’s a 
record out there you can play as 
you sip your egg nog this 
December. 

Perhaps the best yuletide 
music in the rock genre is ‘‘Phil 
Spector’s Christmas Album,”’ the 
1963 classic featuring Darlene 
Love, the Crystals and others giv- 
ing a soulful rendition of the holi- 
day favorites. 

Another treasure is 1957’s 
“Elvis’ Christmas Album,” 
which RCA has just reissued, 
complete with a color booklet and 
a record pressed in tree-green 
vinyl. It contains surprisingly 
successful versions of ‘‘Santa 
Claus Is Back in Town” and other 
Christmas standards. 

Also in the oldies category are 
“Jingle Bell Rock,”’ first done by 
Bobby Helms and then covered 


by Bobby Rydell and Chubby 
Checker, and “Santa Claus Is 
Coming to Town,’’ as performed 
by the Four Seasons. 

Rock radio stations inevitably 
play Springsteen's version of 
“Santa,”’ but in order to get your 
own copy you’ll have to track 
down an old UNICEF charity 
record that’s the only format 
in which it was released to the 
public. 

A favorite with children and 
adults alike are the Chipmunks’ 
versions of Christmas songs, the 
best of which is ‘“‘Rudolph the 
Red Nosed Reindeer,"’ which was 
a hit back in 1960. 

Also still available is the 
“record that saves lives,’’ last 
year’s “Do They Know It’s 
Christmas?” from Band Aid. The 
money from buying the record 
still goes to feeding the starving 
in Africa. 

A new entry is the ‘John 
Anderson Christmas Album,” 
featuring the work of Cars 
guitarist Elliot Easton and 
sometime Cars producer Roy 
Thomas Baker. It’s dominated by 
new Christmas songs written by 
Anderson. 


The best Christmas records by

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Christmas: time 
for ‘the big lie’

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Christmas is the season of peace 
on Earth and good will toward 
men, a time for sharing and br- 
inging out the best in the worst of 
us. It is also a time of ) 
parents all across the country 
lying to their children 
ta Claus lie 

The Santa Claus lie goes 
something like this: A jolly fat 
man in a red suit is going to land 
a herd of reindeer on the roof 
without making a sound, squeeze 
his sizable belly down a 12-inch 
square chimney and leave a 
bunch of wonderful goodies, no 
strings attached. Not only that, 
but he’s going to do all this 
without leaving any soot marks 
on the carpet. 

While it may sound incredible 
that a loving parent would try to 
pull a fast one like this on a kid, 
the facts are that every 4-year- 
old who hears it buys the whole 
story — hook, line and sinker. 

Relax, Mom and Dad. Even in 
an age when you're supposed to 
tell the kids the absolute truth 
about everything from sex to 
divorce to that speeding ticket 
you got last week, the experts say 
it’s perfectly OK to lay out the 
Santa lie in all its glory. 

That’s because, as everyone 
really knows, Santa Claus is not a 
lie. 

“T simply don’t consider it a 
lie,’ says Dr. Barbara Korsch, 
head of the division of pediatrics 
at Children’s Hospital of Los 
Angeles. ‘It's one of those 
beautiful myths we have in our 
culture, 

“Young children have a lot of 
fantasies,"’ Korsch adds. ‘‘If it's 
told in a format where 
beautiful and magical .., then this 
is an enhancement to childrens’ 
lives.”’ 

Dr. Morris Green, chairman of 
the department of pediatrics at 
the Indiana University Medical 
Center, agrees. 

The Santa Claus myth, he says, 
“meets a need of children and 
also parents, Santa Claus is one 
of those nice, playful, wish-it- 
were-true illusions, I think it's a 
mistake to raise children without 
any illusions, because then it 
would be a very barren, spartan 
existence.” 

Dr. Joseph Noshpitz, senior at- 
tending child psychiatrist at 
Children’s Hospital in 
Washington, D.C., says children 
are most receptive to the Santa 
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Claus myth at about age 3, “‘when 
magical things seem very possi- 
ble, so very real.” 

Most children, Noshpitz says, 
should believe in Santa until 
about age 5 to 7, though many will 
pretend to believe beyond that 
age to perpetuate the fun of the 
myth or please parents who get a 
great deal of joy from living out 
the story. 

While the experts are all for 
telling children about Santa, they 
also add some caution about how 
it should be done in order to keep 
it fun and protect the integrity of 
parents in the eyes of their 
children. 

“It’s possible to lie to a child, 
but there are so many ways to ex- 
plain things to children that both 
maintain the value of the story, 
but avoid the verity that a myth 
should not have,’’ Noshpitz said. 

Noshpitz’s suggestion for a 
parent's Christmas Eve explana- 
tion of Santa: ‘‘Tomorrow is the 
time when the great story that we 
have is that Santa Claus comes 
and brings presents, and Santa 
looks likes so and so ... and you 
might show the child a picture. 
And if the child says, ‘Is it true?’ 
mommy says, one of our 
most important stories.’ 

“You don’t lie,’ he continued, 
“but you preserve it as a story.”’ 

Green suggests parents ques- 
tioned by their children might 
say, ‘There really isn’t a Santa 
Claus, but there is in your mind. 
It's a nice custom.” 

A Santa Claus who is exploited 
“either by parents or some of 
that commercialism ... can be 
bad for children," according to 
Korsch, who dislikes the effect on 
children of ‘department stores 
who present Santa in a way that 
is commercial and tawdry and 
cheap,"” 


“IT don't think the cultural 
things should be devalued or 
belittled,’’ agrees Noshpitz. 
“They should be treasured. Play 
the game. It's a great game, for 
both parents and children,”’ 

Green seems to get even closer 
to the real truth about Santa 
Claus; ‘‘We never really abandon 
the idea as adults that there is a 
Santa Claus."” 

But then every parent knows 
that Santa Claus is much more 
than even a myth. Why else 
would they fight their way 
through screaming throngs for 
Gobots and Cabbage Patch dolls 
or stuff down all those cookies 
left on the plate next to the 
fireplace every year?

NEWTON A leave of 
absence is no rarity in the public 
school system. In fact, it’s get- 
ting more and more common for 
teachers to take some time off for 
varying reasons. 

But for all the teachers who 
have taken leaves, and all the 
reasons they’ve given, it seems 
unlikely that Newton has ever 
had one take time to go play 
rugby in Europe 

If that doesn't strike you as 
unusual, maybe you'll be more 
impressed by the fact that the 
teacher is a woman. 

The 1980s or not, rugby is still 
considered a man’s sport. It has 
the violence of football, without 
the accompanying padding or the 
luxury of two platoons 

But for Karen Keith, a physical 
education teacher at Brown 
Junior High, rugby represents a 
love affair 

The 29-year-old Keith left last 
weekend for a two-week tour of 
Europe with the United States 
Rugby Team, which includes the 
30 best women rugby players in 
the country. 

“It’s the best of America play- 
ing the best of Europe,” said 
Keith before she left 

The squad will be going to Lon- 
don and Paris, playing some of 








the top sides from the 
Netherlands, England and 
France 


The elite squad was chosen by 
officials of the National Rugby 
Association from the various 
clubs around the country. Keith's 
team, Beantown, is considered 
“one of the best in the country,”’ 
she said. 

The side was started in 1976, 
and finished first in both the New 
England Rugby Union and the 
Eastern Union in 1984, as well as 
finishing second in the nation that 
year. Beantown also has a couple 
of national championships under 
elt over the last decade. 
nat kind of exposure helps the 
yers when it comes to selec- 
ting the national squad, because 
it’s at the tournaments that the 











officials do most of their 
scouting 
The results speak for 


themselves, Six members of the 
national squad are off the Bean- 
town club. Ten others are from 
one team in Florida, another top- 
rated side nationally. 

This affection for rugby is no 
life-long affair for Keith. In fact, 
most of her athletic life was spent

At Brookline High growing up, 
and at Florida State University 
she was a sprinter. In fact, she’s 
still an assistant track coach at 
Boston College 

But five years ago, in her se- 
cond year at Brown, she was 
looking for something else. Sprin- 
ting is not an athletic endeavor 
one continues after getting out of 
school. Jogging was much too 
sedate, but when Principal 
William Jesdale came to Keith 
and said, ‘‘Have I got a sport for 
you,”’ her life was changed. 

“I was sold,’ she said. “It 
takes fitness. You have to be able 
to run, catch and think. 

“It's the type of sport you have 
to work at,’’ she continued. “It’s 
not recreation. You can’t go out 
there if you're not fit. The women 
on the team take it seriously."” 


Keith also enjoys the 
camaraderie and friendship that 
come with the kind of teamwork 
involved. 








“T know the girl who's playing 
next to me,” she said. “If she’s 
breathing wrong, I can feel it.”’ 

Rugby’s version of a league is 
called a union, and Beantown’s 
union opponents include Boston, 
Amherst, Connecticut and Con- 
cord. 

“Our main rival is Boston,” 
noted Keith 

The squad plays a couple of 





seasons, one in the fall (which 
ends around Thanksgiving), and 
the national season in the spring 

One of the reasons the women 
take it so seriously is the expense 
involved. 

“It's hard to find sponsors," 
Keith said. ‘Individuals pay for 
all their own traveling.” 

That includes the 
trip, though the sides sO BO 
through the normal func sing 
channels, such as raffles, to cut 
down on the expenses. 

Sponsors are also coming 
through with team uniforms for 
the trip, and the players will be 
hosted by the European players 
while they’re there. 

Though the sport is “growing” 
in America, according to Keith, 
the interest in Europe is still 
much greater. France has had its 
program going since the mid- 
1970s, while England ‘‘has over 40 
sides.” 

“They're taking it 
seriously,’’ said Keith 

In this country, the women's 
game began as an offshoot of the 
men's contests. 

“It used to be women whose 
boyfriends played rugby,” Keith 
explained. But the game has 
come along so that now it stands 
on its own, she continued 
“Strength right now is a good 
quality in women. People respect 
it quite a bit. Rugby gives you the 
opportunity to display it.”’ 

Though strength and en

durance are prerequisites for the 
sport, Keith plays what would be 
called a ‘skill’ position in foot- 
ball, where speed and agility are 
the keys 

‘I'm a back, a wing," she said. 
“When you score in rugby it’s 
called a try. Wings are speedy, 
you get to carry the ball a lot and 
score. When the other wing on the 
other team has the ball my job is 
to get her. It’s basically a one-on- 
one situation,”’ 
hat one-platoon type of game 
harkens back to the early days of 
football, when players needed 
both offensive and defensive 
skills. But this game is even more 
grueling 

“There are no timeouts, no 
downs, you just keep going,” 
Keith said. 

Like football, injuries are part 
of the game, but the Hyde Park 
resident seems to take them in 
stride 

“It's very much a_ contact 
sport. I've broken a leg, broken a 
hand, it comes with the territory. 
Things like that do happen.” 

So far, the hardest part for 
Keith has been explaining to peo- 
ple what she does for fun. Even 
her mother hasn't quite adjusted 
yet 

“My mother doesn't unders- 
tand it a whole lot,’ Keith laugh- 
ed. ‘In a way, I’m kind of glad. 
But she's always been behind me 
in all the sports I've done. She's 
my number one fan."

The Alternative Minimum Tax 
(AMT) was originally introduced 
to prevent high-income tax- 
payers from reducing their tax- 
able income to zero through the 
use of tax shelters or tax 
minimizing devices. Basically, it 
is a flat rate tax of 20 percent. 

The AMT is applied to certain 
itemized deductions which are 
called Tax Preference Items. In 
1982, federal legislation changed 
how the tax was computed, and 
added several items to the list. 
The most common of these in- 
clude: 





* The long-term capital gain 
deduction. 

¢ Some intangible drilling costs 
(oil and gas limited partner- 
ships). 

* Some mining exploration and 
development costs 

* Deductions for research and 
experimental expenditures. 

¢« The difference between 
straight-line depreciation and ac- 
celerated depreciation. 

By planning wisely you can 
estimate the cost of your Tax 
Preference Items and determine 
at what point the AMT will be 
triggered. You may find the 
following calculation helpful.

Step 1: Estimate your taxable in- 
come. 
Step 2: Add all the tax preference 
items mentioned above that af- 
fect you 
Step 3: Subtract from the total 
the following itemized deduc- 
tions, which are allowed against 
your adjusted gross income 
charitable contributions, me 
expenses, casualty losses and 
qualified housing expenses. 
Step 4: The IRS will allow you an 
exemption amount, which should 
be deducted from the total.

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Pilgrim’s 
progress 


By Jeff Peterson, In Focus Editor 


aroslav Novak’s pilgrimage began behind 
the Iron Curtain and ended Sept. 25 when 


he stepped off a plane with his wife and in- 
fant son to plant a seed of hope in America. 


Novak, 28, his 27-year-old wife, Jaroslava and 
their 2-year-old son Lukas came to a new world 
for many of the same reasons as our Pilgrim 
forefathers, seeking relief from civil, economic 
and religious oppression in their native 


Czechoslovakia. 


They came, not to escape yesterday, but to em- 


brace tomorrow. 


“T have a child and I want more children,”’ he 


says in halting English. ‘‘And I want a better 


future for my children.’ 


The Novaks still do not 
totally understand the unique- 
ly American concept of a 
Thanksgiving holiday — there 
being no corresponding 
harvest celebration in 
socialist Europe. But they 
realize, this November in par- 
ticular, there is much for 
which to give thanks. 

“T came here with just two 
suitcases — that’s all,” 
Jaroslav says. “And now I 
tell people all I need is a 
house. I’ve been given 

verything else.” 

‘ “he Novaks live in a small 
J} ar artment in Walpole, having 
defected from Czechoslovakia 
in September 1984. At the 
(une, Jaroslav was perform- 
ing with a touring circus as 
an acrobat and they were in 
West Germany on a tem- 
porary visa. Following the 
tour, the circus returned to 
Czechoslovakia. 

The Novaks didn't. 

“Tt was a very difficult 
thing with a small child,” 
Jaroslava recalls, com- 
municating as much through

her eyes as with her words. 
Lukas was then about seven 
months old. 

The Novaks requested and 
received political asylum in 
West Germany and nine mon- 
ths later were granted visas 
to the U.S. This layover 
helped ease part of the in- 
evitable culture shock. The 
“openness’’ of new friends in 
America took care of the rest, 

“In West Germany, all 
across Europe, they make 
you feel like a foreigner,” 
Jaroslav says. ‘‘People here 
receive a foreigner and make 
you feel welcome. Maybe it is 
because here everybody is a 
foreigner.” 

Perhaps. Or maybe it is 
because the Novaks somehow 
identify with our own Puritan 
work ethic. In America, they 
believe, hard work — not per- 
sonal allegiances or political 
ties — is the ultimate 
measure of one’s mettle. 

“T know that when a man 
really wants work he can 
work,’’ Jaroslav says deter- 
minedly. ‘It might not be in 
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his profession but he can 
work. I picked Boston 
because I thought there would 
be a good chance to work in 
my profession.” 

It was a wise choice. 
Jaroslav and Jaroslava work 
as coaches at the Gymnastics 
Academy of Boston, which 
has facilities in both Newton 
and Norwood. He shuttles bet- 
ween the two sites, teaching 
gymnastics to some 40 
youngsters, aged 4 to 17, each 
day. She coaches preschool 
girls at the Norwood location 
three mornings a week. 

“They are just super peo- 
ple,” says Joy Khristensen of 
Norwood, who works at the 
gymnastics academy, and 
helped the newly-arrived cou- 
ple find their Walpole apart- 
ment. ‘They are just so 
unspoiled and so grateful. 
Anyone who gets out of an 
Iron Curtain country has to 
be very intelligent. Both 
Jaroslav and his wife are 
very sharp.” 

The Novaks met at Charles 
University in Prague, where 
Jaroslav received his degree 
in physical education and 
Jaroslava studied both math 
and phys ed. For a time, they 
trained together. He 
specialized in the trampoline, 
and in 1982 was selected to 
compete in the world cham- 
pionships in Switzerland. This 
opportunity fell through when 
the Czechs joined Eastern 
bloc nations in boycotting the 
competition to protest South 
Africa's apartheid govern- 
ment. 

“T think this would have 
been my best chance,’’ he 
reflects, stretching his 182- 
centimeter frame to its fullest 
height. ‘‘Maybe this was one 
more reason to leave.” 

Jaroslav Novak speaks 
slowly, not so much from an 
insurmountable language bar- 
rier, but as if to ponder each 
question before committing 
himself to an answer. In the 
rare event he is stymied by 
an English term, he swiftly 
rectifies the problem by whip- 
ping out a well-worn Czech- 
English dictionary. 

“T always bring it with 
me,”' he says, grinning. 

According to Novak, 
knowledge of the West is ex- 
tremely limited in Eastern 
Europe. His vision of life in 
the U.S. was painted vividly 
by Voice of America broad- 
casts, which he listened to 
“every day.’’ For a young 
man driven to succeed it was 
a vision of promise, of hope 
and ultimately, of opportuni- 
t 





ys 
Which is perhaps why 
Novak identified Martina 
Navratilova as the person he 
most sought to emulate. 
While not exactly a hero, he 
conceeds, Navratilova was 
living proof that, with luck, 
he could achieve his dreams. 
“Martina was approximate- 
ly in the same situation as I 
when she left except she 
was 10 years younger,” he

trainer or as a husband and 
father. He admits that prior 
to his defection he led what 
most Czechs would consider a 
successful life — travelling 
back and forth to Western 
Europe with the circus and 
competing with the national 
gymnastics squad — but says 
there was no hope of advanc- 
ing further without kowtow- 
ing to the party line. 

“T can’t say I wasn’t suc- 
cessful. I was successful,” 
Jaroslav says. ‘‘But maybe 
you could say my success 
level was finished.” 

To Novak, America’s 
greatest bounty is the op- 
portunity she offers for 
anyone to be successful. In 
fact, he defines ‘‘freedom’’ — 
a term nebulous to many 
Americans — as ‘‘the ability 
to be successful without hay- 
ing someone tell you to join 
the Communist Party.” 

But this was only one 
motivation for defecting. 
Religious freedom also was 
important. 

“T believe in God, but I 
worked in education,’’ says 
Novak, a Roman Catholic. 
“In Czechoslovakia that’s not 
so good,.”’ 

He explains it is more dif- 
ficult for individuals in state- 
sponsored jobs to practice 
their faith than ordinary 
Czechs, Novak often attended 
church services surreptitious- 
ly — sometimes early in the 
morning, sometimes in a dif- 
ferent part of town — to avoid 
being spotted by informers. 

“People can go to church 
but there's not really 
religious freedom," he says 

Even so, such matters are 
unimportant when 
through a child’s ey 
are government policies to 
youngsters preoccupied with 
performing handstands or 
booting soccer balls?

But certain things Jaroslav 
Novak remembers. 

He was 11 years old in 1968 
wher Soviet tanks rumbled 
into Prague. At the time, he 
lived in a town about 18 miles 
from the Czech capital — 
close enough to observe 
firsthand the broad attempts 
at reform during the ‘‘Dubcek 
spring,’’ and their swift, 
brutal end at the hand of 
Soviet troops. 

“T just remember a lot of 
soliders and a lot of tanks and 
a lot of dead people,” he says 
softly. 

Jaroslav Novak 
remembers. But he believes 
the vast majority of Czechs 
have forgotten that bleak 
summer 17 years ago. An im- 
proved standard of living 
tends to blot out painful 
memories, he says. His coun- 
try’s leaders were well aware 
of this, and worked to im- 
prove the economic situation 

In Poland, where living 
conditions generally are 
lower, people don’t forget as 
easily 

“In Czechoslovakia the par- 
ty gave people what they 
wanted and they forgot,’’ he 
says. ‘‘People in Poland don't 
forget Solidarity but people in 
Czechoslovakia forget 1968. I 
feel Solidarity is a very 
strong organization even 
now.” 

The Novaks have a long 
memory. And tomorrow, 
when everyone in this country

is sitting down for dinner, 
they will pause to remember 
the family — but not the 
country — left behind. 

“They couldn't live in 
another country,” Jaroslav 
says of his family in 
Czechoslovakia. ‘‘They love 
the homeland. Maybe I’m a 
lot harder, but the only thing 
I miss about Czechoslovakia 
is my parents and my 
brother.” 

It is much the same for 
Jaroslava, who left her 
parents and younger sister 
behind. 

“Two weeks ago I spoke to 
my mother over the phone,”’ 
she says. “It is very hard for 
them because they cannot see 
us. But I want to start a new 
life here.”’ 

Despite being submerged in 
an alien culture, the Novaks 
see a promising future. Right 
now, Jaroslava says, their top 
priority is Lukas and then 
comes work. But after a 
lifetime of struggling within a 
hopelessly tangled 
bureaucracy, they have the 
opportunity to spread their 
wings,

Anybody can fix a flat tire — right? 

4 All you do is this: Open the trunk. Find 
your spare tire and jack. Put the jack 
under the car. Set the hand brake. 
Remove the hubcap. Use the tire iron to 
loosen the lug nuts holding the wheel on. 
Jack the car up high enough so the tire 
clears the ground. Remove the lug nuts. 
Remove the wheel. Replace it with the 
spare tire and wheel. Put the lug nuts 
and hubcap back on. Lower the car. Put 
the flat tire and jack back in the trunk. 
And presto! You're back on the road. 
Simple, right? 

Well, sometimes ... 

I was driving across Kansas in an old 
Volkswagen Bug when a tire exploded. 
Flapping to a stop on the highway 
shoulder, I got out, opened the trunk, 
found my spare tire and jack, jacked up 
the car, removed the flat tire and noticed 
something strange: the wheel I’d remov- 
ed from the car had four bolt-holes, but 
the spare-tire wheel had five. 

The first step for successful flat-tire 
changing is to have the proper equip- 
ment. And owners of second-hand cars 
may find that a previous owner provided 
a spare tire or jack designed to fit a com- 
pletely different vehicle. Other 
unwelcome surprises could include a 
missing tire iron, a flat spare tire or a 
rusty old jack that no longer works. If

you haven't checked recently, why not 
take a look right now (instead of later on 
the roadside)? 

After spending half the afternoon with 
the hood up, my thumb out and no help in 
sight, I started walking the eight miles to 
the nearest small town rolling the 
spare tire along with me. 

Things could be worse, I kept remin- 
ding myself. 

What if it had happened in the moun- 
tains, with no place to pull off the road? 
Or suppose the only possible stop had 
been in mud, sand or on the edge of a 
ditch, where jacking up the car would be 
almost impossible? Or what about two 
flat tires? 


And at least I'd managed to remove 
the flat tire. Sometimes you can’t 
Garage and tire-store mechanics using 
power-torque wrenches have _ been 
known to put the lug nuts on so tight that 
even Conan the Barbarian couldn't 
remove them by hand. If you run into 
this problem, don’t try to solve it by 
bashing the tire iron with a rock. Though 
it vents frustration, and sometimes even 
works, this method can also crack the 
lug bolt — costly to replace — and later 
the wheel can come off while you're driv- 
ing. 

Instead, squirt penetrating oil (or 
“bolt loosener’’) on the nuts and in- 
crease your leverage with a ‘breaker 
bar”’ a 3- or 4-foot length of ordinary

The main hazard is that when 
the can is screwed on tight enough to in- 
flate the flat, it may be so tight that it 
will remove the valve stem when you're 
finished, which makes the tire go flat 
again. And an aerosol is only helpful 
with small punctures, not ‘‘blowouts."
